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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

CABARRUS  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I— NAME  AND  CONSTITUTION 
SECTION  1.    This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association. 

SECTION  2.  Membership  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Association,  Pastors  of  the  churches  affiliated  therewith,  and 
Messengers  from  the  churches  that  have  been  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  and  that  continue  Baptist  in  faith  and 
practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  support  the 
agencies  of  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  Churches 
desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  submit  a  written  request 
to  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  showing  the  approval  of  the 
Missions  Committee  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association.  On  the  basis  of  this  request  they  shall  be 
received  by  a  majority'-  vote  under  watchcare  for  a  period  of  time 
sufficient  to  prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its  place  as  a 
cooperating  Baptist  Church. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  found  to  be  unfaithful  in  faith  or  practice 
shall  be  visited  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association  with  a  view  of 
correcting  such  errors.  If  the  church  fails  to  correct  the  prevailing 
errors  in  faith  and/or  practice,  and  if  such  errors  be  of  such  nature 
as  to  alienate  the  church  from  the  orderly  and  faithful  churches  of 
the  Association,  the  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  recommend  to 
the  Association  that  fellowship  be  withdrav/n  from  the  church.  A 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  Messengers  present  and  voting  shall  be 
required  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  such  church. 

SECTION  4.  The  annual  deliberative  body  shall  be  composed 
of  the  membership  as  stated  in  Section  2  of  this  article. 

SECTION  5.  Churches  of  fifty  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled 
to  three  messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided 
no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their 
agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom   throughout   the   whole  world. 

ARTICLE  III— ANNUAL  CHURCH  REPORTS 
SECTION  1.    Each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall 
report  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  church  to  the  Association 
on  the  blank  letter  forms  furnished  to  the  church  clerks  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Association  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  Failure 
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of  any  church  to  report  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall 
be  investigated  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE   IV— OFFICERS   AND   THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, Associational  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood 
President,  Statistician,  and  Auditor.  The  Associational  Missionary 
shall  be  ex-officio  member.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor  shall  be  elected  by  each  annual  session  of 
the  Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
Except  for  remuneration  to  the  Clerk  for  publishing  the  minutes  of 
the  Association,  and  the  Auditor  for  auditing  the  Associational 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  Associational  year,  no  individual 
receiving  any  financial  considerations  from  the  Association  may  be 
elected  to  any  office  listed  in  this  section. 

SECTION  2.  The  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside 
over  all  the  sessions  of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee  if 
available.  In  their  absence  the  body  shall  elect  a  Moderator  Pro-tem 
who  shall  preside.  The  Moderator  shall  be  the  fraternal  visitor  of 
the  Churches  throughout  the  year.  He  shall  be  the  Chairman  of 
the  Advisory  Council.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  shall 
not  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Moderator  and  in  absence  of  the  Moderator  at  regularly 
scheduled  sessions  of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body,  furnish  the  churches  the  blank  letter  forms 
on  which  to  report  to  the  Association,  and  prepare  and  publish  the 
annual  of  the  Association  as  soon  after  adjournment  as  is  practicable 
for  accuracy  and  efficiency.  The  Clerk  shall  be  paid  at  least  ($125) 
one  hundred-twenty-five  dollars  annually. 

SECTION  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  safeguard  the  funds  of  the 
Association  and  shall  disburse  the  same  in  accordance  to  the  budget 
of  the  Association  or  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  were 
contributed. 

SECTION  6.  The  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Associational  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  session,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  assume  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of 
the  session  at  which  he  is  elected  and  shall  serve  until  his  successor 
is  elected  at  the  next  annual  session. 

SECTION  7.  The  officers  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School, 
the  Associational  Training  Union,  the  Associational  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  shall  be  elected  by 
their  respective  organizations  at  the  last  meeting  in  the  Associational 
year  by  their  own  methods,  with  the  exception  of  the  chief  officer, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  least  three  months  before  the  last  meeting. 
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The  list  of  officers  will  be  furnished  the  Nominating  Committee  who 
shall  present  them  to  the  Association  for  approval  at  the  time  of 
the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Association.  Those  persons  selected 
for  officers  in  these  organizations  will  serve  in  cooperation  with  the 
officers  already  serving  until  they  are  approved  by  the  Association, 
at  which  time  they  shall  assume  full  responsibility  of  office. 

SECTION  8.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Missions  Committee  at  any  annual  session  of  the 
Association  or  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  His 
election  shall  be  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  or 
members  present.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated 
by  mutual  consent. 

He  shall  have  the  same  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the 
Association  as  a  Pastor  has  to  the  organizations  of  the  church. 

He  shall  work  with  the  church  at  their  invitation  and  as  time 
affords. 

He  shall  lead  in  the  primary  mission  work  of  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committees  of  the 
Association  as  listed  in  Article  V. 

His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  (including 
the  Promotion  Committee)  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  assigned 
him  by  the  Association  (including  the  Promotion  Committee)  and/or 
the  Missions  Committee. 

SECTION  9.  THE  AUDITOR'S  duty  shall  be  to  audit  the  Asso- 
ciational  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  year.

SECTION  2.  The  Petitionary  I^etters  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members.  They  shall  present  the  names  of  all  churches  applying 
for  membership  in  the  Association  at  the  first  session  of  the  annual 
meeting.    Each  shall  be  received  by  majority  vote  under  watchcare  for 
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a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its 
place  as  a  cooperating  Baptist  Church.  The  Committee  shall  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  petitioning  church  as  to  its  doctrines, 
practices,  and  support  of  the  Association,  the  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Asso- 
ciation at  the  next  annual  session  one  of  three  actions: 

a.  Acceptance  of  the  church  into  Associational  membership. 

b.  Further  consideration  for  action  at  the  next  annual  session. 

c.  Rejection  of  the  petition. 

SECTION  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. This  committee  shall  prepare  an  order  of  business  for  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association.  Printed  copies  of  ihe  suggested 
order  of  business  shall  be  distributed  to  those  attending  the  opening 
session  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  4.  The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist 
of  five  pastors.  Churches  desiring  to  ordain  preachers  are  requested 
to  place  their  candidate  before  the  committee  for  examination  on 
the  following  principles: 

(1)  Christian  experience  or  conversion,  (2)  Call  to  the  minis- 
try, (3)  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects,  (4)  Sup- 
port of  denominational  causes,  (5)  Moral  and  Spiritual  fitness,  (6) 
Doctrinal  beliefs,    (7)  Purpose  to  serve  and  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

No  candidate  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not 
been  a  member  of  a  Cooperating  Baptist  Church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  looked  upon  with  favor  for  ordination  only 
when  they  are  serving  a  church  or  churches  as  pastor  or  have  actually 
been  called  as  pastor  to  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry 
as  far  as  possible  in  Baptist  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

Recommendation  will  be  made  by  the  committee  to  the  church 
where  the  candidate  holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist 
the  church  in  the  ordination  service  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  church 
and  the  members  of  the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

SECTION  5.  The  Budget  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
of  the  Association  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee. 
The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  chairman.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  this  committee  to  meet  before  the  annual 
session  of  the  Association  and  prepare  a  budget  to  cover  all  anticipated 
needs  of  the  Association  for  the  next  Associational  year.  The  com- 
mittee will  cause  this  budget  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
messengers  at  the  Association.  The  committee  will  suggest  a  pro 
rata  share  of  the  budget  for  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association 
for  their  consideration  and  approval. 

SECTION  6.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  two 
sections:  The  General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the 
Associational  Nominating  Committee. 

The  General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  persons  nominated  by  the  committee  to  nominate  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee.     They  shall  be  elected   by  the  Association  and 
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serve  from  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected 

until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  chairman  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  from  each  organization  along  with  the 
minister  of  music.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  named 
by  the  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee. 

At  least  four  months  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  year  the 
chief  officer  of  each  Associational  organization  shall  appoint  or 
otherwise  cause  to  be  elected  a  committee  to  suggest  the  officers  of 
the  organization.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  will  serve  as  a 
duly  elected  member  of  the  Associational  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur  within  each  organization  during  the  year  the 
elected  officers  of  the  organization  will  serve  as  a  nominating  com- 
mittee to  fill  the  vacancies. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  comprised  of  the  three 
duly  elected  members  and  the  chairman  of  each  organizational  com- 
mittee will  meet  at  least  three  months  before  the  last  meeting  of 
the  year  and  nominate  all  the  officers  of  the  Association  except  those 
specifically  provided  for  otherwise  and  the  following  committees: 
Petitionary  Letters,  Program,  Ordination,  Trustees,  and  Missions. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  representatives  for  the 
following  denominational  institutions  and  work:  Religious  Literature, 
Evangelism,  Hospital,  Orphanage,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Annuity,  Stewardship,  State  Missions,  Home 
Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  American  Bible 
Society,  Obituaries,  and  any  additional  representatives  that  might 
be  deemed  necessary. 

Each  organizational  nominating  committee,  with  the  chief  officer 
of  the  organization,  will  meet  after  this  committee  has  concluded  its 
work  and  proceed  with  the  selection  of  the  officers  of  the  organization. 

Each  person  selected  to  fill  an  office  will  be  contacted  and  his 
consent  to  serve  be  secured.  Those  selected  shall  be  placed  before 
the  Association  for  election  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  the  names  of  those  selected 
by  the  various  organizations  to  head  their  work  for  election  by  the 
Association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  will  furnish  a  name  or  names  to 
proper  Officers  of  the  State  Mission  Board  for  the  member  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  from  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  all 
vacancies  except  the  officers  of  the  organizations  as  they  occur 
during  the  year  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur,  both  among  the  General  Officers  of  the 
Association  and  within  the  officers  of  the  organizations,  they  shall  be 
filled  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  its  regular 
monthly  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members.  Ini- 
tially one  member  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years 
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and  one  for  one  year.  Succeeding  years  one  member  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  No  Trustee  shall  succeed  himself  in  office. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  hold  in  trust  for  the  Association 
all  the  real  and  physical  property  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

SECTION  8.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
nine  members.  Initially  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  three 
years,  three  members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  one 
year.  Succeeding  years  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
three  years.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself  in  office.  The  chair- 
man shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  after  the 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Meetings  will  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
chairman  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  committee  to  confer  with  any 
group  desiring  to  organize  a  Baptist  Church  and  assist  in  the  organi- 
zation after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee; the  committee  shall  seek  out  places  where  Baptist  work 
should  be  established  and  sponsor  the  work,  or  enlist  a  Baptist 
Church  to  sponsor  the  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Associational 
Missionary.  The  committee  shall  confer  with  the  Associational  Mis- 
sionary in  establishing  new  work  and  in  the  promotion  of  all  work, 
fostered  by  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions. 

SECTION  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the  Pastors,  Assistant  Pastors  and 
Pastors'  Assistants,  Educational  Directors,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents, Training  Union  Directors,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Superintendents,  Brotherhood  President  of  the  Churches  affiliated 
with  the  Association.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator  and  Clerk  of 
the  Association  shall  be  the  stated  officers  of  the  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  the  Association  Ad-interim. 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Monday  evening 
after  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month.  The  place  of  the  meeting  to 
be  arranged  by  the  Program  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  for  one  hour  for  reports  of 
committees  and  matters  of  business.  Following  this  meeting  the 
organized  work  of  the  Association  will  meet  in  their  quarterly  sessions. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School,  with  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  in  charge,  will  meet  the  first  month  in  each 
quarter. 

The  Mission  Emphasis  will  meet  the  second  month  in  each  quarter 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  in  charge.  At  this 
meeting  the  work  of  the  Association,  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  will  be  emphasized.  The  Associational  Brotherhood,  with 
the  Associational  Brotherhood  President  in  charge,  and  the  Asso- 
ciational Woman's  Missionary  Union,  with  the  Associational  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Superintendent  in  charge,  will  meet  separately  as  a 
part  of  this  meeting. 

The  Associational  Training  Union,  with  the  Associational  Training 
Union  Director  in  charge,  will  meet  the  third  month  in  each  quarter. 

SECTION  10.    The  Advisory  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the 
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Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  the  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  the  Associational  Brother- 
hood President. 

The  Advisory  Council  will  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  as 
needs  arise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Council  to: 

a.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  cooperation  with 
the  Association,  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

b.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  financial  support 
of  the  cooperative  program  of  Southern  Baptists  and  to  report 
any  lack  of  cooperation  to  the  Association  in  the  regular  session 
as  conditions  dictate. 

c.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  lack  of  participa- 
tion in  the  organized  work  of  the  Association  or  lack  of  par- 
ticipation in  the  mission  causes  sponsored  by  the  Association. 
The  Council  will  report  any  un-Baptist  tendencies  or  practices 
of  the  churches  to  the  Association  in  regular  session  for  proper 
consideration  and  action. 

d.  Counsel  with  young  men  entering  school  in  preparation  for  the 
ministry,  consider  applications  of  these  young  men  for  aid 
by  Baptist  Colleges,  and  signing  applications  in  the  name  of 
the  Executive  Committee  when  these  applications  meet  their 
unanimous  approval. 

SECTION  11.  At  the  first  session  of  the  Association  the  Modera- 
tor shall  appoint  the  following  committees  to  report  at  this  meeting 
of  the  Association: 

a.  Place  and  Preacher 

b.  Resolutions 

c.  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee 

SECTION  12.  Other  committees  for  specific  reports  and  work 
shall  be  appointed  'by  the  Moderator  as  need  arises. 

SECTION  13.  The  Calendar  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing Associational  Officers:  Missionary,  Moderator,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  President  of  W.M.S.,  Broth- 
erhood President,  Music  Director,  President  of  Pastor's  Conference, 
Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  and  Chairman  of  Missions 
Committee.  This  Committee  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities. 
The  Calendar  shall  be  printed  in  good  form  and  distributed  to  the 
churches. 

ARTICLE  VI— CHANGES 

SECTION  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the 
proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  convene  Monday 
afternoon  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October  and  continue  through 
Tuesday  evening. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Kerfoot's  Parlia- 
mentary Law. 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of 
the  majority  of  the  messengers  present. 

4.  All  promotional  expenses  incurred  by  the  General  Officers  of 
the  Association  shall  be  paid  from  the  Associational  treasury.  Mile- 
age shall  be  paid  for  the  use  of  automobile  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents 
(7^)  per  mile.  Each  General  Officer  shall  report  any  expenses 
incurred  or  mileage  driven  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  each 
quarterly  meeting,  where  they  will  be  approved  for  payment.  The 
Treasurer  will  then  make  payment  of  same. 

5.  Each  Mission  and  Church  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee  at  the  first  meeting  in  the  quarter.  These  reports  shall 
be  based  on  the  table  in  Associational  Minutes. 
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1.  The  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  Lakewood  Baptist  Church,  Kannapolis, 
North  Carolina,  Monday  afternoon,  October  23,  1961,  at  2:00 
o'clock,   with  Henry  L.  Register,   the  Moderator  presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in 
the  year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  Moderator  were  one.  Rev. 
E.  C.  Williams.  The  clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual 
session  with  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  September,  1935, 
the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County  were  granted  letters  to  form 
the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  The  music  for  the  day's  session  was  under  the  leadership 
of  Richard  Brewer,  Minister  of  Music  for  the  Shadybrook  Bap- 
tist Church.  Mrs.  John  Corbitt  of  First  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant 
was  at  the  piano. 

4.  Richard  Brewer  led  in  the  singing  of  "He  Leadeth  Me" 
and  "Take  Time  To  Be  Holy." 

5.  A  warm  welcome  was  given  to  all  by  the  Moderator. 

6.  The  worship  period  was  in  the  hands  of  John  Haas,  host 
pastor.  He  read  from  I  Cor.  4  and  made  appropriate  comments, 
closing  with  prayer. 

11  Enrollment  of  the  messengers  was  announced  and  George 
H.  Cooke,  Pastor  of  the  Bethlehem  Church,  made  a  motion  that 
the  messengers  present  and  those  who  would  be  in  attendance, 
compose  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  reports  and  conducting  business. 

8.  Jack  Mace  presented  the  name  of  George  H.  Cooke  as 
clerk.    Motion  carried. 

9.  Dalton  Carrington  presented  the  program  and  announced 
two  changes.  Tuesday  afternoon  at  3:40  p.m.  Thomas  Sherrill 
would  speak  in  place  of  E.  W.  Pate  and  at  1 1  :30  a.m.  Tuesday 
morning,  Chacko  Mani  from  India  would  speak  in  place  of 
Missionary  to  Japan,  Worth  Grant. 

10.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  new  pastors  in  our  asso- 
ciation. These  were  called  to  the  front  of  the  church  and  wel- 
comed individually. 

11.  John  U.  Garner  presented  the  report  of  the  Petitionary 
Letters  Committee  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PETITIONARY  LETTERS  COMMITTEE 

The  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  recommends  that  Phaniel's 
Baptist  Church's  request  for  membership  in  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association  be  granted.  They  come  to  us  from  the  Rowan  Association, 
a  well-established  and  organized  church.  They  are  on  the  Concord 
telephone  Exchange  and  can  do  a  more  effective  work  in  the  association 
with  us.  They  have  met  all  the  requirements  of  Article  I,  Section 
2-A  of  our  Constitution. 

We  recommend  that  the  Odell  Baptist  Church  (which  was  a 
Mission  of  the  McGill  Street  Church)  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship 
and  commend  them  on  their  achievements.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  Article  V,    Section  2  of  our  Constitution. 

We  recommend  that  Four  Lane,  Rocky  River  and  Hillside  con- 
tinue under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  accordinig  to  Article  V, 
Section  2b  of  our  Constitution.

1.  On  November  25,  1960,  we  executed  a  90  day  note  payable 
to  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Concord,  North  Carolina,  for  the 
sum  of  $10,400.00  to  renew  a  note  dated  August  25,  1960,  for 
$11,400.00. 

2.  On  February  23,  1961,  we  executed  a  90  day  note  payable 
to  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Concord,  North  Carolina,  for  the 
sum  of  $10,125.00  to  renew  the  said  note  dated  November  25,  1960, 
for  $10,400.00. 
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3.  On  May  24,  1961,  we  executed  a  90  day  note  payable  to  the 
Citizens  National  Bank  of  Concord,  North  Carolina,  for  the  sum 
of  $9,500.00  to  renew  the  said  note  dated  February  23,  1961,  for 
$10,125.00. 

4.  On  August  22,  1961,  we  executed  a  90  day  note  payable  to 
the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Concord,  North  Carolina,  for  the  sum 
of  $8,700.00  to  renew  the  said  note  dated  May  24,   1961,  for  $9,500.00. 

Since  the  22nd  day  of  August,  1961,  the  sum  of  $500.00  has  been 
paid  on  the  said  note  dated  August  22,  1960,  leaving  a  balance 
now  due  in  the  amount  of  $8,200.00. 

As  the  Trustees  for  said  Association,  we  now  hold  and  have  in 
our  possession  a  deed  for  the  pastorium  and  lot  situated  in  the 
southwest  intersection  of  No'rth  Spring  and  Marsh  Streets  in  Ward 
No.  1  of  the  City  of  Concord,  Cabarrus  County,  North  Carolina,  the 
deed  for  which  being  dated  November  12,  1954,  and  recorded  in 
Record  of  Deeds  No.  259,  page  202,  in  the  office  of  Register  of  Deeds 
for  Cabarrus  County,  North  Carolina. 

We  also  hold  a  title  opinion  for  said  property  dated  November 
12,  1954,  and  a  certificate  for  hazard  insurance  policy  number  F- 
65530  issued  by  the  Virginia  Mutual  Insurance  Company  covering 
said  property  for  the  period  July  29,  1958,  to  July  29,  1962,  insuring 
against  fire  and  lightning  with  a  standard  extended  coverage  clause. 

The  Trustees  note  that  the  present  insurance  policy  was  obtained 
through  an  agency  in  Kannapolis,  North  Carolina,  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  service  would  be  more  readily  available  should  the 
necessity  arise  if  the  new  policy  acquired  at  the  expiration  of  the 
present  policy  in  July,  1962,  were  obtained  through  a  Concord  agent.

"We  students  want  to  know  Jesus.  We  must  have  this  book."  Then 
listen  to  another  who  says:  "Your  English  Bible  speaks  to  my  head, 
but  my  Chinese  Bible  speaks  to  my  heart." 

The  words  of  those  students  express  two  basic  principles  of 
mission  work  which  are  true  in  all  lands: 

People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus 
Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language 
ibecause  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary. 
It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on 
after  he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart.  But, 
we  must  'remember,  in  most  lands  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost 
of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible.  It  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.  In  cases  of  special  need,  at  home  and 
abroad.  Scriptures  are  given  without  charge.  The  Bible  Society  is 
an  active  partner  of  Southern  Baptists  and  serves  every  form  of 
Southern  Baptist  work  around  the  world. 

During  1960  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1165 

languages:    the  full  Bible  in  221,   a  Testament  in  277  more  and  a 

Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  667  more. 
— ^gave  over  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains 

to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  between 

the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 

— observed  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for  the  Blind, 
far  below  cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on 
Talking  Book  records. 

— enlarged  the  ministry  of  the  Finger-Fono,  a  phonograph  operated 
by  one  finger,  with  Bible  records  in  the  languages  needed,  for  use 
in  areas  throughout  the  world  where  many  people  can  not  read. 
Records  are  now  available  in  30  languages  and  others  are  being 
prepared. 

— helped  the  Korean  Bible  Society  to  realize  their  long-sought  goal 
of  distributing  more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  in  a  single 
year;  also  rejoiced  in  the  sustained  interest  in  Japan  where,  for  the 
last  5  years,  Scripture  distribution  has  averaged  almost  2  million 
volumes. 

— distributed  throughout  the  world*  a  record  total  of  over  23  million 
volumes  of  Scriptures.  This  was  over  5  million  more  than  the 
number  of  volumes  distributed  in  1959  and  over  8  million  more 
than  the  15-million-volumes-per-year  average  for  the  past  9  years. 
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Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Society  serves  mission  work — and  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  depend  on  the  Bible  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need 
for  their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  mis- 
sionary importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 
In  1960  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $151,626  to  the  American 
Bible  Society,  Methodist  gifts  led  with  a  total  of  $151,934.  Gifts 
from  all  churches  in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled  $1,001,768. 

Although  gifts  have  increased  and  the  work  has  expanded,  the 
worldwide  need  for  the  Bible  is  still  greater  than  the  supply. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  Has  your 
church  given  this  year?  He're  are  suggestions,  based  on  what  many 
churches  are  now  doing: 

Every  church  can  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year:

25.  The  stewardship  report  of  E.  W.  Pate  was  given  by  Harry 
Moore  as  follows: 

STEWARDSHIP  REPORT 

Christian  stewardship  is  the  recognition  of  God's  ownership  of  all 
things,  and  our  responsibility  to  use  wisely  everything  with  which  we 
are  entrusted.  This  includes  every  aspect  of  life — time,  talents,  and 
material  possessions.  This  concept  of  Christian  Stewardship  is  vital 
to  every  individual  Christian,  and  to  his  church  and  denomination. 
Every  Christian  should  be  acquainted  with  the  Scriptural  teachings  re- 
garding stewardship,  and  should  practice  what  he  knows  to  be  God's 
direct  plan  of  financing  his  World-Wide  Program  of  Preaching,  Teaching 
and  Healing. 

No  individual  can  carry  out  this  global  task  alone,  therefore  we 
work  together  in  the  spirit  of  cooperation  without  coercion.  This  we 
call  "The  Cooperative  Program".  This  method  has  developed  as  the  best 
means  we  have  found  through  which  we  can  voluntarily  support  our 
local,  state,  national  and  World-Wide  Programs.  This  program  is 
highly  recommended  to  every  church  as  the  channel  through  which  you 
can  give  to  help  carry  out  the  commission  of  Christ. 

Last  year  all  of  our  churches  except  10  gave  through  "The  Co- 
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operative  Program".  This  year  we  hope  every  church  in  our  Association 
will  join  with  us  in  an  all  out  effort  to  get  the  gospel  out  to  every  lost 
soul  possible.  This  can  only  be  achieved  through  the  voluntary  coopera- 
tion of  God's  people. 

There  are  three  things  I  should  like  to  recommend  to  every  Church 
in  our  association. 

(1)  Give  a  liberal  percentage  of  your  un-designated  offerings 
each  Lord's  day  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

(2)  Set  a  worthy  goal  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  for 
foreign  missions,  and  enlist  each  ,member  of  your  church  to  participate 
in  this  great  offering. 

(3)  Seek  constantly  to  make  clear  to  all  of  our  people  the  biblical 
.message  on  stewardship.

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Your  missions  committee  met  monthly  during  the  year  to  confer 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  regarding  the  promotion  of  all  the 
work  of  the  association.  We  made  regular  monthly  reports  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  following  recommendations:

(3)  That  the  budget  committee  of  the  association  provide  in  the 
budget  of  1962  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  a  new  A.  B.  Dick  mimeo- 
graph machine  for  the  associational  office. 

(4)  That  the  associational  office  be  air-conditioned  with  the 
balance  of  the  money  left  from  the  Cabarrus  Crusade,  along  with  the 
gift  of  $30.00  from  the  Associational  Brotherhood. 

(5)  That  brother  Hugh  Biggers,  pastor  of  the  Mt.  Carmel  Church, 
receive  financial  aid  from  the  State  Mission  Board. 

(6)  The  Missions  Committee  recommended  to  the  Petitionary 
Letter  Committee,  that  the  Phaniels  Baptist  Church  of  Route  2,  Rock- 
well, N.  C,  in  the  Rowan  Association  be  accepted  as  a  member  of  the 
Cabarrus  Association.

This  includes  all  associational 
office  expenses,  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  associational  organiza- 
tions.

Rev.  Greene's  report  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

My  first  full  year  as  your  Associational  Missionary  has  been  a  '  -usy 
one  as  well  as  a  happy  one.  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  preaching  180 
times  plus  scores  of  devotionals,  and  other  brief  messages,  plus  a 
number  of  study  courses.  There  have  been  scores  of  committee  and 
group  meetings  plus  a  countless  number  of  individual  conferences. 

Several  important  events  stand  out  in  the  record  of  the  year:  The 
Cabarrus  Crusade  for  Christ  with  an  attendance  totaling  45,000  is  by 
far  the  biggest  event.  (It  was  my  privilege  to  serve  as  Chairman.)  Our 
"M"  Night  with  more  than  1,200  in  attendance,  despite  extremely 
cold  weather;  154  from  our  association  made  a  tour  of  our  Baptist 
Children's  Home  at  Thomasville;  250  men  and  boys  attended  our 
Brotherhood  Clinic;  and  a  Hospital  Insurance  Plan  for  our  ministers 
was  organized  with  37  participating. 

Three  new  missions  or  teaching  stations  have  been  organized  this 
past  year:  Ruby's  Nursing  Home  (sponsored  by  Broadus  Memorial) ; 
Nightengale  Nursing  Home  (sponsored  by  Odell) ;  and  Wilkinson  Project 
(sponsored  by  Immanuel). 
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During  the  first  nine  months  the  churches  of  our  Association 
earned  3,731  church  training  awards,  which  was  over  a  thousand  more 
than  was  earned  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

We  are  grateful  for  each  of  these  signs  of  progress,  and  solicit 
your  prayers  for  the  coming  year.

TUESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
October  24,  1961 

39.  Moderator  Henry  Register  called  the  Tuesday  morning 
session,  which  met  with  the  Kerr  Street  Baptist  Church,  to  order 
at  9:30. 

40.  Jackie  Gill,  Minister  of  Music  for  the  Kerr  Street  Church, 
led  the  congregation  in  singing  "He  Leadeth  Me",  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  John  U.  Garner. 

41.  Claude  Connell,  Host  Pastor,  brought  words  of  greetings 
and  conducted  the  devotional  period. 

42.  Our  state  missions  representative,  Joe  King,  presented 
the  following  report: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

"When  you  travel  over  North  Carolina,  you  are  impressed  with 
the  growth  and  economic  development  of  our  state.  Also,  you  are  im- 
pressed with  the  growth  of  our  Baptist  work.  However,  when  you 
study  the  work,  you  see  great  areas  that  are  undeveloped  and  you 
understand  the  need  is  great,"  says  Dr.  Douglas  Branch. 

We  must  not  deceive  ourselves  about  the  responsibility  of  these 
days.  If  the  gospel  message  will  redeem,  and  we  Baptist  say  we  have 
the  message ;  then  we  are  criminally  guilty  before  the  bar  of  God  and 
man  if  we  fail  to  give  the  message.  Instead  of  singing,  "Will  There 
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Be  Any  Stars  In  My  Crown?",  we  had  better  sing,  "Will  There  Be  Any 
Blood  On  My  Hands?"  We  should  not  be  afraid  of  failure.  There  is 
risk  of  failure  in  every  great  task  we  undertake.  The  sin  is  not  in 
trying — the  sin  is  in  calling  myself  Christian  and  doing  nothing  to 

win  others  to  Christ.  If  I  fail  to  try  ?   That  is   the  burning 

question.  Our  greatest  opportunity  is  now. 

North  Carolina  is  a  "coming  state".  By  1980  our  total  population 
is  expected  to  reach  6,300,000.  At  present  25  percent  of  the  white 
population  of  North  Carolina  holds  membership  in  Baptist  churches. 
By  1980  that  proportion  is  expected  to  rise  to  29  per  cent.  There  are 
and  apparently  will  continue  to  be  more  Baptist  per  square  mile  in 
North  Carolina  than  in  any  comparable  area  of  the  world.  This  is 
glorious,  and  for  it  we  humbly  say,  "To  God  be  the  'glory;  great  things 
He  hath  done." 

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  designations  to  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  we  must  continue  to  advance  in  missions  beyond  our 
state.  To  do  less  would  be  spiritually  criminal.  At  the  same  time  we 
are  bound  by  an  inescapable  obligation  to  give  due  attention  to  the 
spiritual  needs  within  our  beloved  state.  Until  income  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  becomes  strong  enough  to  underwrite  our  total 
mission  program,  we  must  continue  to  take  special  offerings  for  mis- 
sions. ' 

There  are  approximately  4,600,000  people  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina.  About  2,100,000  of  these  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are 
affiliated  with  some  kind  of  church.  About  2,000,000  above  the  age 
of  eight  years  are  unchurched.  Perhaps  25  per  cent  of  the  affiliated 
church  members  are  unsaved;  then  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the  people 
of  North  Carolina  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  lost.  North  Caro- 
lina therefore  is  not  half  Christian. 

Our  people  need  to  be  trained.  Therefore,  many  of  the  significant 
phases  of  our  State  Mission  work  are  promoted  through  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  R.A.'s,  Church  Development,  and 
Church  Music  Departments.  Over  2,800  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were 
reported  for  1960  giving  $50,000  to  world  missions. 

Since  60  per  cent  of  the  people  in  North  Carolina  are  lost,  they 
need  the  Saviour.  State  Missions  provide  a  Department  of  Evangelism 
under  the  capable  leadership  of  Dr.  Julian  S.  Hopkins  that  seeks  to 
inspire  pastors  and  churches  to  evangelize  their  communities.  We  re- 
ported 30,337  baptisms  in  1960  as  against  34,833  in  1958. 

A  more  highly  developed  and  intelligent  congregation  demands  a 
better  trained  pastor.  Through  State  Missions  we  support  our  schools 
of  higher  learning.  Last  year  160  pastors  received  better  training  at 
Fruitland.  Refresher  courses  are  offered  at  Mars  Hill  each  year.  Ap- 
proximately 500  attended  during  this  week  of  Christian  study  and 
fellowship  last  summer. 

Other  areas  of  need  constantly  challenge  the  resources  of  State 
Missions: 

Namely — 

(1)  Request  for  lot  and  pastoral  aid  in  1961  amounted  to  $170,000. 
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(2)  The  Christian  Action  League  (formerly  Allied  Church  League) . 
This  organization  is  doing  a  tremendous  job  in  helping  to 
produce  a  sober  and  sane  citizenship  in  North  Carolina. 

(3)  The  silent  people,  5,000  of  them  beckon  to  our  care,  love  and 
concern.  Rev.  Jerry  Potter  is  working  in  this  area  supported 
by  State  Missions. 

(4)  Caswell  assembly  and  Fruitland  camp  are  supported  by  State 
Missions.  Approximately  8,000  people  attended  these  assemblies 
last  summer.  The  organizations  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  had  hundreds  of  women  and  young  people  to  attend 
State  and  Associational  W.M.U.  Camps,  Mission  weeks  and 
Institutions. 

(5)  Other  ministries  are  summer  student  work,  ministry  through 
service  institutions,  Separation  of  Church  and  State  and  Semi- 
nary Extension  Centers. 

(6)  State  Missions  invests  $65,000  annually  in  the  development 
of  Associational  Missions. 

We  also  have  supported  by  State  Missions  the  Department  of 
Church  Architecture.  This  department  serves  many  churches  through 
counsel  and  guidance  in  planning  beautiful  and  adequate  churches  and 
educational  buildings.  Tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  are  saved  by  Baptist 
churches  each  year  because  they  use  the  service  of  this  department. 

Our  Brotherhood  and  R.A.  work  are  great  departments  of  service 
to  men  and  boys  of  our  churches.  Here  we  have  unlimited  ministry  in 
undergirding  the  total  church  program. 

Our  church  and  denominational  leaders  of  tomorrow  need  training. 
We  must  see  multitudes  as  Jesus  saw  them — doomed  and  damned. 
Remember  we  are  eternally  committed  to  the  challenge,  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world."  REMEMBER  State  Missions  offering.  The  budget  for 
this  year  is  $915,000.

43.  The  Temperance  and  Public  Morals  report  was  brought 
by  Raymond  White  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

The  evidence  against  Alcoholic  Beverages  comes  from  Medicine. 
Science,  History,  the  Bible  and  Human  Experience.  It  is  a  poison  and 
acts  upon  the  brain,  a  chloroform  that  acts  upon  the  soul,  a  parasite 
that  acts  upon  welfare  of  the  family,  and  a  legion  of  demons  that  de- 
moralizes society.  It  should  be  labeled  as  a  poison,  a  narcotic  and  pre- 
scribed "For  fools  only."  Booth  well  said:  "Drink  has  drained  more 
blood,  hung  more  crepe,  sold  more  homes,  plunged  more  people  into 
bankruptcy,  armed  more  villains,  slain  more  children,  snapped  more 
wedding  rings,  defiled  more  innocence,  blinded  more  eyes,  twisted 
more  limbs,  dethroned  more  reason,  wrecked  more  manhood,  dishon- 
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ored  more  womanhood,  broken  more  hearts,  blasted  more  lives,  driven 
more  to  suicide,  and  dug  more  graves  than  any  other  poisonous  scourge 
that  ever  swept  its  death-dealing  waves  across  the  world."  Alcohol  is 
the  enemy  of  life,  enemy  of  the  home,  enemy  of  spiritual  values, 
enemy  of  man's  soul,  and  enemy  number  one  to  Almighty  God. 

The  liquor  industry,  hiding  under  the  disguise  of  the  L.  B.  I. 
(Licensed  Beverage  Industries)  calls  itself  the  "Public  relations  or- 
ganization" of  the  liquor  trade — operating  from  New  York  City.  In 
order  to  brainwash  the  American  people,  they  distribute  750,000 
pamphlets,  newsletters,  press  releases  and  other  printed  materials 
yearly.  This  deluge  of  literature,  lies  that  would  make  the  devil  blush, 
is  followed  up  wtih  500  personal  visits  to  moulders  of  public  opinion. 
Its  paid  magazine  advertisements,  also  designed  to  influence  American 
thinking,  reach  108  million  readers. 

Alcoholics  are  becoming  so  numerous  that  we  now  have  more  than 
four  and  one  half  million  chronic  drinkers  with  an  additional  three 
million  habitual  heavy  drinkers.  Annually,  more  than  37,000  people 
are  killed  in  traffic  accidents — of  this  number  more  than  25%  can  be 
traced  to  the  influence  of  liquor.  The  total  sum  spent  each  year  ex- 
ceeds 15  billion  dollars.  Our  hospitals,  asylums,  divorce  courts,  broken 
homes,  poverty  stricken  areas  all  testify  to  the  doom  of  those  who  drink. 

No  other  single  problem  is  responsible  for  as  extensive  and  com- 
plex divorce  litigation  as  that  arising  out  of  the  consumption  of  liquor. 
Liquor  is  the  handmaiden  of  moral  laxity.  The  sad  fact  is  that  society 
sanctions,  legalizes  and  nurtures  the  cause. 

The  evidence  of  the  abuse  of  the  Lord's  Day  comes  to  us  from 
every  phase  of  human  life.  The  attitude  prevalent  in  our  day  concern- 
ing the  Lord's  Day  is  based  on  indifference,  confusion,  and  ignorance. 
When  His  Day  is  profaned  and  ignored,  the  churches  become  ineffective, 
organized  society  disrupted,  and  the  blessing  of  God  with-drawn.  The 
penalties  of  a  righteous  God  are  enforced  upon  any  people  violating 
this  day.  There  can  be  no  substitute  for  the  plan  of  God.  God's  plan 
for  all  mankind  is  to  keep  this  day — Holy  and  separate  for  the  purpose 
of  Worship.  The  worth  of  any  nation  is  found  in  her  Worship. 

The  treasure  of  a  good  government  was  purchased  by  the  blood  of 
millions  of  Americans.  As  Christians,  we  are  under  divine  obligations 
to  support,  pray,  vote  intelligently  and  unselfishly,  and  above  all,  to  seek 
to  place  in  public  office  Christian  men  of  high  ideals.  Good  government 
is  no  accident.  It  comes  about  through  genuine  Christian  citizenship. 
We  should  encourage  men  of  personal  integrity  and  Christian  charac- 
teristics to  fill  these  high  offices  of  service.

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ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

NAME  CHANGE 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  no  longer  exists^— name-wise  that  is. 
The  official  name  is  now  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention.. Deletion  of  the  words  "Relief  And"  from,  the  title  was  approved 
at  the  1960  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Miami,  and  made  official 
in  March  of  this  year,  when  trustees  of  the  Board  voted  to  change  the 
Board's  charter,  incorporating  the  new  name.  Baptists  over  the  Con- 
vention are  urged  to  use  the  Board's  new  name. 

NEW  MEMBERS 

Total  new  members  in  all  the  Annuity  Board's  plans  in  1960  in- 
creased by  nine  per  cent  over  1959,  with  the  largest  increase,  2,053, 
being  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan.  Total  membership  stood 
at  22,578  on  January  1,  1961.  More  than  4,000  of  the  churches  partici- 
pating in  the  protection  program^  are  paying  the  full  10  per  cent  dues. 
This  is  an  increase  of  17  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

On  April  1,  1961,  six  states  had  enrolled  more  than  70  per  cent  of 
their  churches  and  pastors  in  the  protection  program.  District  of  Co- 
lumbia had  the  highest  percentage,  94.  Seven  states  were  in  the  60's, 
per  centage-wise,  and  11  showed  a  participation  of  between  50  and  60 
per  cent.  The  remaining  three  were  above  the  45  per  cent  mark.  Av- 
erage participation  of  all  states  was  63  per  cent. 

BENEFITS 

Benefits  amounting  to  $2,754,613.60  were  paid  to  more  than  5,200 
retired  and  disabled  ministers  and  denominational  workers  or  widows 
during  1960.  A  little  more  than  4,200  of  these  were  beneficiaries  of  one 
of  the  Board's  retirement  plans,  and  the  rest  were  on  the  relief  rolls. 
Four  hundred  forty  six  were  new  annuitants,  added  in  1960.  Since  the 
Board's  beginning  in  1918,  it  has  paid  out  benefits  totaling, 
$34,425,100.55. 

FIELD  WORK 

Fifteen  field  representatives  now  serve  22  states  in  the  Convention. 
The  continued  increases  in  new  members  in  the  Board's  protection 
program  in  recent  years  can  definitely  be  attributed  to  the  work  of  edu- 
cation and  promotion  being  carried  out  by  these  men  within  the  local 
churches  and  associations. 

Rev.  R.  T.  Greene,  field  representative  for  North  Carolina,  has  his 
offices  at  the  state  headquarters  in  Raleigh — mailing  address,  301  Hills- 
boro  Street.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  UNION 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associational  Training  Union  during  the 
year  1961  showed  considerable  progress  in  every  area.  There  were  two 
new  Training  Unions  organized.  One  particularly  is  functioning  now 
with  g'reat  enthusiasm — College  Park  Baptist  Church. 
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The  interest  in  our  Training  Union  work  was  increased  over  that 
of  1960.  Our  "M"  Night  attendance  was  a  record  for  the  Association, 
over  1,200.  This  meeting  was  held  at  Brown  High  School  Auditorium, 
and  Mr.  Charles  Storey  conducted  a  "Carol  Sing"  prior  to  the  meeting. 
Mr.  Jimmy  Morgan  was  the  inspirational  speaker.  Miami  Baptist 
Church  received  the  "M"  Night  attendance  banner.  They  were  recog- 
nized for  having  the  largest  family  attending  from  their  church,  and 
the  youngest  baby! 

Our  Associational  Youth  Night's  attendance  again  increased  over 
previous  years  and  there  was  increased  enthusiasm  and  participation. 
Dr.  Charles  Tucker  of  Wingate  College  was  our  speaker  for  the  evening. 

A  larger  number  of  churches  had  participants  in  the  Training 
Union  Tournaments.  All  Juniors  who  participated  in  the  Associational 
Tournaments  were  Regional  and  State  winners.  Our  Young  People's 
participant,  John  Nordan  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Concord,  was  Region 
6  winner,  but  he  was  eliminated  in  the  State  finals.  Our  Adult  Asso- 
ciational winner,  Woodrow  Millsapps  of  McGill  Street  Baptist  Church, 
Concord,  was  Region  6  winner,  but  he  was  eliminated  in  the  State 
finals. 

We  anticipate  a  good  year  in  our  Training  Union  work  for  1962. 
Our  "M"  Night  attendance  goal  is  set  at  2,000.  The  meeting  will  be 
held  in  Brown  High  School  Auditorium.  To  attain  this  goal  each  in- 
dividual Training  Union  and  each  member  of  the  Training  Union  will 
have  to  work  toward  that  end.

Hospital  was  presented  by  H.  A.  Privette,  hospital  representative. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in  the 
fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  number  of 
days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Clinics — 78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96  of  the  100 
counties  in  the  State,  and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

SOME  OF  THE  NEWER  SERVICES 

The  New  Progressive  Care  Unit  was  opened  in  March,  providing 
80  beds  for  patients  who  do  not  require  the  more  evpensive  and  in- 
tensive care  of  the  regular  hospital.  This  is  a  new  and  advanced  step 
in  hospitalization  and  patients  are  highly  pleased  with  it.  The  Hospital's 
one  regret  is  that  at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have  money  necessary 
to  open  it  to  Service  Patients. 

A  new  type  of  unit  for  the  sterilization  of  surgical  and  other 
equipment  by  gas  was  recently  installed.  This  is  more  effective  than 
the  older  methods  used  in  the  fight  against  infection,  which  is  a  con- 
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stant  problem  in  all  hospitals.  In  the  X-Ray  Department  a  rapid  film 
developer  is  now  in  use  which  greatly  speeds  the  preparation  of  x-ray 
films. 

One  of  the  most  recent  additions  is  a  Pastors'  Library  given  by 
Mrs.  Walter  M.  Williams  of  Burlington  in  memory  of  her  noble 
Christian  husband.  All  pastors  and  others  are  invited  to  ask  about 
this  excellent  collection  of  religious  books  and  to  use  it  when  they 
visit  the  Hospital. 

;  THE  MOST  URGENT  NEEDS 

Among  the  many  needs  at  our  Baptist  Hospital,  there  are  some 
which  are  acute.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  a  building  to  pro- 
vide classrooms  and  other  facilities  for  the  eight  schools  operated  by 
the  Hospital.  These  schools  are  training  urgently  needed  medical  per- 
sonnel and  Christian  workers  in  addition  to  doctors.  They  are  badly 
limited  and  handicapped  for  lack  of  room. 

The  need  for  enlargement  of  the  overcrowded  and  seriously  limited 
Out-Patient  Department,  Children's  Center,  and  Psychiatry  section  of 
the  Hospital  is  urgent.  The  need  is  far  beyond  the  present  facilities 
in  each  of  these  departments. 

The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day  Funds  for  helping  Service 
Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  grows  more  and  more 
acute.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of  this  Fund 
and  the  need  for  our  churches  greatly  to  enlarge  their  Mother's  Day 
Offerings. 

A  new  opportunity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endowment 
invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  of  its  proceeds  being  used 
for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount  can  be  made  at 
any  time.  A  gift  can  be  made  in  one's  own  name,  in  memory  of  a 
friend,  as  a  memorial  to  a  loved  one,  or  the  Endowment  can  be  placed 
in  one's  will.  All  gifts  will  be  gratefully  received,  appropriately  ac- 
knowledged, and  a  permanent  record  kept  of  each  one.  We  hope  you 
will  think  and  pray  about  this  and  that  many  will  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity. 

Last  year  our  offering  through  the  Mother's  Day  offering  amounted 
to  $3,227.58.  This  came  from  49  of  our  churches.  Nine  churches  failed 
to  give  anything  at  all.  Our  goal  as  asked  for  by  the  Hospital  was 
$4,200.00.  There  were  307  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  with 
29  service  bed  patients.  The  amount  of  free  service  amounted  to 
$8,347.33  worth  of  free  services  over  and  above  what  the  patients 
were  able  to  pay  and  does  not  include  anything  for  the  services  of 
the  doctors.  If  this  were  added  it  would  more  than  double  the  above 
figure.  The  free  services  given  not  including  doctors  services  is  almost 
three  times  the  amount  received  from  our  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

We  would  not  attempt  in  any  way  to  discourage  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Churches  giving  to  the.  Cooperative  Program  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  part  of  it  goes  to  the  Hospital  would  do  well  to  be 
'reminded  that  only  a  few  cents  of  each  Cooperative  dollar  goes  to 
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the  hospital  and  that  only  for  maintenance  and  capital  needs.  Not  one 
cent  of  this  amount  goes  toward  paying  expenses  of  the  service  patients.

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

How  thrilling  it  is  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  North 
Carolina  Baptists  can  be  justly  grateful  for  their  Christian  ministry 
to  12&  residents  in  their  three  Homes;  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home 
at  Winston  Salem  and  the  Albemarle  Home  at  Albemarle. 

With  130  people  waiting  for  admission  at  the  present  time,  lack 
of  rooms  is  one  of  our  most  acute  problems.  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
however,  are  definitely  doing  something  about  this  situation.  The 
Hamilton  Home,  now  under  construction,  in  Martin  County  is  proof- 
positive.  This,  our  fourth  Home,  will  provide  for  thirty  additional  resi- 
dents and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  1962. 

A  debt  of  $275,000  has  been  assumed  on  this  home  and  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  on  the  new 
Infirmary  at  Winston  Salem. 

The  special  day  offerings  and  special  gifts  are  running  5%  ahead 
of  a  year  ago,  and  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  each  church  and  in- 
dividual for  their  liberal  support  to  the  wonderful  cause  of  caring  for 
the  Aging. 

Along  with  our  many  blessings  have  been  the  moments  of  be- 
reavement which  have  saddened  our  hearts,  but  we  have  soon  been 
lifted  up  in  the  knowledge  that  God  has  called  His  own  unto  Himself. 
During  the  past  year  the  following  persons  have  been  called  to  the 
Heavenly  Home:  Mrs.  Ida  Ayers,  Miss  Cora  Byrd,  Mrs.  Mary  Clontz, 
Mrs.  Lillie  Giles,  Mrs.  Louise  King,  Mrs.  Bertha  King,  Mrs.  Rose 
Blanton,  Mrs.  Lillie  Scott,  Mrs.  Bertha  Swindell,  Miss  Lucy  Stout,  Mrs. 
Mattie  Owen,  Mrs.  Leona  Wade,  Mr.  Charles  V.  Pegram  and  Mr.  Jack 
Stanley. 

Since  North  Carolina  Baptists  now  number  more  than  900,000 
members,  we  are  able  to  meet  the  challenge,  to  make  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  Aging  and  as  "laborers  together  with  God"  we  can 
meet  it.

THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a  Christian 
agency  providing  love  and  care  for  more  than  800  deserving  boys 
and  girls  annually.  These  are  dependent  and  neglected  children  who, 
for  some  reason,  have  found  it  necessary  to  live  away  from  their  homes. 

Your  child  care  ministry  is  child  centered,  Christ  centered  and 
church  centered.  It  is  based  on  the  redemptive  plan  of  God.  These 
children  have  lost  their  parents  through  a  number  of  ways.  Workers  use 
all  the  skills  available,  plus  the  help  of  God,  to  establish  in  these 
children  trust  in  adults,    trust  in  self  and  trust  in  God. 

Boys  and  girls  live  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home.  One  hundred  twenty  five  children  live  in  Christian  Foster 
Homes  throughout  the  state.  Some  mothers  who  have  lost  husband 
and  father  receive  financial  grants  in  the  home  which  enables  them 
to  keep  and  care  for  their  own  children.  Well  trained  case  workers 
are  spending  an  increasing  amount  of  time  working  with  and  strength- 
ening families. 

It  became  necessary  du'ring  the  past  year  to  reduce  the  number 
of  children  in  Foster  Home  care  by  35  boys  and  girls.  At  one  time 
we  were  caring  for  162  children  in  Foster  Homes.  We  now  have  127. 
This  trend  can  be  changed  only  as  we  have  additional  income.  Many 
types  of  service  to  children  in  need  are  being  delayed  for  lack  of 
money.

BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND  OTHER  CHRISTUN  LITERATURE 

A  flood  of  bad  literature  has  spread  over  our  land  with  almost 
every  news  stand,  drug  store,  bus  station,  grocery  store  and  even 
hospitals  selling  objectionable  material  that  the  U.  S.  Mails  refuse 
to  carry.  By  this  forceful  means  the  forces  of  evil  are  contesting 
with  Christianity  for  the  minds  of  men.  All  of  us  should  support  any 
campaign  to  clean  up  the  news  stands,  but  we  should  also  remember 
that  driving  out  the  bad  is  not  enough.  We  must  replace  the  bad  with 
that  which  is  good. 

Never  in  our  history  has  there  been  as  much  emphasis  put  upon 
education.  Most  all  of  us  realize  the  importance  of  training  men's 
minds,  but  if  we  are  teaching  people  to  read  without  teaching  people 
what  to  read  we  are  only  following  a  course  of  'ruin.  Could  it  be 
that  we  are  willing  to  spend  thousands  of  dollars  to  train  the  mind 
but  unwilling  to  spend  a  few  cents  to  change  the  heart? 

The  printed  page  has  great  power.  Perhaps  no  denomination  has 
a  finer  array  of  inspiring  literature  than  we  Baptists.  It  is  available 
but  is  not  being  read  as  widely  as  it  should  be.  There  is  something 
for  each  age  group  or  any  particular  religious  interest  we  may  have. 
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While  seeking  ways  to  spread  the  gospel,  don't  overlook  the  printed 
page. 

A  good  cross  section  of  the  work  in  our  organizations,  our 
churches,  and  our  convention  can  be  found  in  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
our  own  State  paper.  It  is  mailed  to  your  door  each  week  at  a  rate 
that  is  actually  below  cost.  Most  churches  feel  that  it  is  a  good 
investment  to  include  the  Recorder  in  their  budget  and  send  it  to 
each  family.  Whether  this  method  is  used  or  not,  everyone  should 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  subscribe  to  the  Recorder.

58.  Charles  Coffey,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Kannapolis 
presented  the  report  on  Christian  Education  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Our  Baptist  forefathers  sought  to  form  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing where  Christian  education  would  be  provided  not  only  for  min- 
isters and  other  church  leaders,  but  for  leadership  in  all  areas  of 
social  activities.  For  more  than  seventy-five  years  after  the  opening 
of  Wake  Forest  College,  her  presidents  and  supporters  often  opposed 
any  colleges  being  operated  by  the  state.  Evidently,  these  men 
foresaw  what  has  happened  with  much  of  higher  education  in  Ameri- 
ca today.  With  a  secular  state  providing  a  secular  education  we  are 
rapidly  losing  the  early  Christian  education  emphasis.  Our  colleges 
must  never  cease  in  their  struggle  to  provide  a  Christian  education 
if  our  Baptist  people  wish  to  have  a  significant  role  in  shaping  the 
kind  of  world  we  are  to  have  tomorrow. 

The  principal  characteristic  of  a  Christian  college  is  to  be  found 
in  the  men  and  women  who  constitute  its  personnel — not  in  buildings 
and  subject  matter,  or  other  non-personal  features.  These  people  in 
our  colleges  constitute  the  very  fabric  into  which  every  worthwhile 
experience  must  be  woven.  These  are  the  people  who  are  determining 
largly  the  kind  of  Baptist  denomination  we  shall  have  in  the  future. 
It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  each  year  to  secure  these  dedi- 
cated and  well-trained  people  to  work  and  teach  in  these  colleges. 
They  are  given  no  special  considerations  in  costs  of  living  or  prepara- 
tion for  this  work,  but  they  must  be  willing  to  accept  these  respon- 
sibilities with  salaries  much  lower  than  those  paid  in  public  schools 
and  colleges.  As  Baptists,  we  must  give  serious  thought  to  this  im- 
portant matter  of  providing  people  for  operating  our  colleges.  Perhaps 
we  should  make  it  possible  for  our  most  capable  and  promising  young 
people  to  continue  their  education  and  prepare  to  become  our  teachers 
and  leaders  of  tomorrow. 

Let  us  look  at  the  young  people  who  are  living  in  these  seven 
college  communities  for  the  greater  part  of  each  year.     There  are 
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approximately  8,000  regular  students  enrolled,  with  another  2,000 
who  do  special  work  and  come  for  summer  school.  Two-thirds  of 
these  are  Baptist  young  people  and  the  other  third  young  people  of 
other  denominations.  We  are  happy  to  help  this  group  from  the  other 
churches  because  three-fourths  of  all  Baptist  youth  in  college  are  in 
other  than  Baptist  colleges.  We  must  never  forget  that  three  out 
of  every  four  Baptist  youth  in  college  must  look  to  some  college 
other  than  ou'r  seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  we  are  deeply  concerned  for 
their  welfare  also.  This  is  why  we  must  be  careful  to  continue  to 
provide  a  good  ministry  through  the  Baptist  Student  Union  in  all 
colleges  along  with  and  in  addition  to  the  work  in  our  Baptist  col- 
leges. Also,  we  should  never  place  requirements  on  these  students 
of  other  denominations  in  our  seven  colleges  which  we  would  not  want 
imposed  on  our  Baptist  youth  attending  other  than  Baptist  colleges. 
These  are  important  matters  which  are  often  overlooked  by  critics  of 
our  Baptist  colleges.  Of  the  Baptist  students  attending  one  of  our 
seven  colleges,  one  out  of  eight  students  is  preparing  either  for  the 
ministry  or  some  other  church-related  vocation.  Here  we  find  our 
Baptist  seed  corn  for  the  kind  of  Baptist  harvest  we  may  expect  to 
reap  in  the  future. 

The  annual  operating  budgets  of  these  seven  colleges — Wake  Forest, 
Meredith,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  and  Win- 
gate,  total  between  eleven  and  twelve  million  dollars.  Students  pay 
half  of  this  total  and  Baptists  through  the  Cooperative  Program  this 
last  college  year  paid  about  five  per  cent  of  the  operating  costs.  In 
addition  to  these  two  sources,  students  and  Baptists,  other  sources  pro- 
vided nearly  one-half  the  operating  costs.  Other  sources  include 
endowment  income,  net  earnings  from  such  auxiliary  enterprises  as 
dormitories,  dining  room,  student  centers,  etc.  In  addition  to  these 
costs  for  operation,  the  seven  colleges  are  spending  several  million 
dollars  each  year  in  expanding  and  improving  their  physical  plants 
and  equipment.  For  the  last  ten  years  our  Baptist  people  have  pro- 
vided an  average  of  $500,000  each  year  to  help  with  these  capital  outlay 
costs. 

In  these  financial  matters  we  have  heard  much  discussion  in  recent 
years.  The  special  Convention  Committee  of  21  members  brought 
its  report  to  the  special  session  in  Greensboro  on  May  4,  and  all  the 
report  and  actions  taken  relate  to  this  matter  of  trying  to  help  these 
seven  Baptist  colleges  meet  the  growing  needs  of  these  young  people. 
The  proposals  of  the  Committee  and  the  recommendations  adopted 
by  the  Convention  are  aimed  at  helping  in  both  operating  costs  and 
capital  outlay  or  plant  costs.  The  operating  needs  would  be  helped 
by  freeing  all  the  regular  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  operating 
only,  which  would  almost  double  the  present  five  per  cent,  or  give 
the  colleges  some  $1,200,000  each  year  to  aid  in  operation.  The  special 
Convention  approved  this  idea  by  adopting  a  Proigram  of  Advance 
for  the  next  three  years,  1962-64,  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
The  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  program  in  full  will  give  the  colleges 
in  the  next  three  years  more  than  $8,000,000  for  plant  expansion  and 
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improvements  and  nearly  $1,000,000  for  new  student  centers  in  other 
colleges  for  our  Baptist  youth.  Also,  the  colleges  are  urged  to  con- 
tinue their  special  fund  raising  efforts  from  every  source  other  than  in 
the  Baptist  churches.  At  no  time  in  their  history  has  there  been 
greater  interest  in  the  importance  of  the  work  of  these  colleges 
among  our  Baptist  people  and  all  of  us  should  join  in  this  significant 
undertaking.  As  Baptists,  we  have  different  opinions  as  to  how  we 
may  best  proceed  to  do  our  work,  but  of  greatest  importance  is  the 
fact  that  we  recognize  the  needs  and  set  about  doing  something  to 
meet  them.    Now  what  can  you  do  to  help? 

(1)  Be  informed  and  concerned.  Read  about  our  colleges,  visit 
them,  become  acquainted  with  the  administration,  faculty,  and 
students. 

(2)  Encourage  your  best  students  to  attend. 

(3)  Pray  for  these  schools. 

(4)  Support  the  Cooperative  Program,  especially  the  Program 
of  Advance. 

(5)  Promote  and  support  Christian  Education  Day  in  your  church. 
For  fifteen  years  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  coordinated  the 

work  of  their  colleges  through  a  Council  on  Christian  Education  in 
our  Baptist  State  Convention,  This  Council  consists  of  representa- 
tives of  our  colleges,  the  General  Board,  and  our  Convention  officers. 
Throughout  these  fifteen  years  Claude  F.  Gaddy  has  been  the  execu- 
tive secretary.  Last  January  he  announced  his  plans  to  retire  from 
this  position  and  did  so  on  July  31,  1961.  In  its  July  meeting,  the 
Council  on  Christian  Education  recommended  the  election  of  Mr.  A. 
Harold  Cole  as  its  executive  secretary  and  the  General  Board  officially 
elected  Mr.  Cole,  For  four  years  he  has  served  as  director  of  our 
Department  of  Baptist  Student  Work  in  our  Convention  and  comes 
to  this  new  position  well  prepared  and  as  no  stranger  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists.

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  nov^  serving  in  all  50  states,  Cuba, 
Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone.  It  has  cooperative  agreements  with 
23  state  conventions  for  the  promotion  of  its  work.  The  Board  is 
serving  in  the  other  States  but  as  yet  has  not  perfected  a  working 
agreement  whereby  the  mission  program  in  these  States  is  a  unified 
program. 

The  Board  places  a  major  emphasis  on  pioneer  areas.  62.7%  of 
all  mission  funds  are  used  for  pioneer  areas,  14.8%  is  used  in  the 
older  states  for  language  missions,  9.7%  is  used  in  work  with  National 
Baptists,  7.9%  used  for  mission  center  ministries  and  only  4.9%  for 
all  other  ministries  in  the  older  states.  Thus,  the  Board  is  giving 
major  consideration  to  work  in  pioneer  fields  and  to  work  among  the 
language  and  underprivileged  groups.  In  the  five  divisions  of  the 
Board's  w^ork,    figures  reported  are  as  follows: 

I.  In  the  division  of  Chaplaincy  we  have  431  active  chaplains, 
676  reserve  chaplains,  92  in  air  patrol,  51  in  V.  A.  Hospitals,  99  in 
other  hospitals,  73  in  institutional  ministries  and  10  in  industrial 
plants.    These  reported  14,053  professions  of  faith. 

II.  In  Evangelism  Department  working  in  conjunction  with  29 
State  Secretaries  the  Board  is  helping  to  promote  Jubilee  Revivals. 
The  staff  personally  conducted  9  Jubilee  Revivals  and  29  individual 
revivals  w^ith  a  grand  total  of  2,253  baptisms  and  1,164  additions. 

III.  The  Division  of  Missions  has  1,930  workers  in  the  field. 
Major  emphasis  centers  in  areas  where  Baptist  witness  has  not  been 
given.  These  efforts  are  directed  through  6  departments  of  this  di- 
vision. (1)  Department  of  association  and  pioneer  missions,  (2)  City 
missions,  (3)  Department  of  survey  and  special  studies,  (4)  Lan- 
guage groups  ministries,  (5)  Department  of  work  with  National 
Baptists.  Results  were:  Total  additions  23,710.  Total  professions 
34,040. 

IV.  Church  Loan  Division.  This  has  two  funds:  (1)  Church 
building  loan  fund,  (2)  Church  extension  loan  fund.  These  loans 
are  made  in  new  areas  where  other  loan  services  are  not  available. 
Buying  available  church  sites  in  new  areas. 

V.  Division  of  Education  and  Promotion.  Materials  released 
through  Education  and  Promotion  are  slanted  toward  current  program 
emphasis.  A  primary  objective  is  to  make  known  the  work  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  and  educate  the  churches  in  Home  Missions. 
Total  additions  through  the  efforts  of  the  Board  were  41,388.  Pro- 
fessions 65,516.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

From  the  time  Jesus  instructed  the  women  at  the  empty  tomb 
to  "Go  .  .  .  tell,"  Christian  women  have  been  found  faithful  in  mis- 
sionary endeavor.  The  members  of  the  Cabarrus  W.M.U.  are  to  be 
included  in  the  long  list  of  those  faithful  women  down  through  the 
years. 

They  have  been  faithful  in  the  areas  that  not  only  undergird  our 
total  ;mission  program,  but  also  add  to  the  interest  and  enthusiasm 
which  should  possess  those  with  such  good  news  to  share. 

Realizing  that  prayer  is,  and  always  has  been,  at  the  very  heart 
of  missions,  our  women  have  joined  in  larger  number  in  the  weeks 
of  prayer,  for  Foreign  and  Home  Mission.  The  power  of  praye'r 
that  can  change  lives  and  world  conditions  still  challenge  those  of 
our  organizations  not  engaging  in  our  seasons  of  prayer  to  be  found 
faithful. 

Our  women  are  aware  that  good  stewards  are  stewards  of  money 
and  our  Lottie  Moon  and  Annie  Armstrong  offering  through  W.  M.  U. 
last  year  surpassed  any  previous  record. 

Efforts  to  be  found  faithful  in  sharing  Christ  in  the  community 
has  been  part  of  our  work  and  women  have  felt  anew  the  joy  in 
sharing  the  gospel  with  our  closest  neighbor. 

As  the  mother  of  Moses  must  have  taught  him  the  vital  truths 
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of  God  that  made  him  useful  in  the  service  of  God,  women  of  W.M.U, 
are  still  educating  our  youth  in  missions  and  many  of  our  very  own 
are  responding  with  their  lives  to  the  challenge  of  Christian  service. 

We  have  not  in  all  efforts  and  areas  been  found  as  faithful  as 
we  could  wish,  but  it  is  our  aim  and  purpose  to  be  so  faithful  "that 
His  truth  may  be  known"  the  world  over.

73.  The  Associational  Brotherhood  Report  was  presented 
by  the  president,  Millard  Cheek  as  follows: 

THE  BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  purposes  of  the  Church  Brotherhood  are  to  enlist  the  men 
of  the  church,  discover  their  talents,  and  develop  and  utilize  these 
talents.  This  can  be  done  through  working  with  the  Royal  Ambassa- 
dors, promoting  personal  stewardship.  Christian  witness  and  World 
Missions  throughout  the  church. 

The  responsibility  of  any  Brotherhood  for  developing  the  skills, 
providing  the  knowledge,  and  giving  the  directions  required  by  its 
men  in  accomplishing  their  assignments  is  seldom  denied. 

The  responsibility  must  'rest  with  the  Brotherhood  leaders.  The 
value  of  a  Brotherhood,  and,  therefore,  the  value  of  its  leaders,  is 
measured  primarily  through  the  results  accomplished  by  its  men. 

Brotherhood  work  has  grown  this  year.  We  are  closing  the  year  with 
41  churches  having  active  Brotherhoods  in  them.  The  men  are  better 
trained  to  promote  the  work  of  the  church  than  ever  before.  There 
are  now  38  churches  with  active  Royal  Ambassador  work  in  them. 

The  Royal  Ambassador  program  is  under-going  a  change  in 
organizational  plan  beginning  October  1,  1961.  The  new  plan  will  be 
as  follows: 

Crusaders  (9  -10-11  year  olds) 

Pioneers  (12-13-14  year  olds) 

-        '       Ambassadors  (15-16-17  year  olds) 

This  new  plan  offers  many  possibilities  for  leading  boys  in  mis- 
sionary education. 

We  believe  that  through  Brotherhood  and  Royal  Ambassadors, 
Baptist  men  and  boys  will  be  challenged  to  take  a  more  active  part 
in  the  church's  efforts  to  bring  the  gospel  to  the  whole  world.

74.  John  C.  Corbitt,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant was  presented  to  give  the  following  report  on  Foreign  Missions: 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

"The  missionary  enterprise  must  go  forward  upon  the  prayers 
of  God's  people.     If  it  is  supported  in  such  way  it  will  not  be  ex- 
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pendable  effort  soon  to  be  forgotten  in  fluctuating  circumstances,  but 
will  be  considered  a  priority  responsibility  as  indicated  by  our  Master 
in  his  world-encircling  commission." — Baker  J.  Cauthen. 

MISSIONARY  PERSONAL:  Appointments  totaling  137  during 
1960  and  31  from  January  to  May,  1961,  bring  the  number  of  Foreign 
missionaries  in  active  service  to  1,500.  The  appointment  goal  for  all 
of  1961  is  160.  The  Board  expects  to  have  2,000  missionaries  under 
appointment  by  the  close  of  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  in  1964.  At  the 
end  of  1960  there  were  786  urgent  requests  for  new  missionaries. 

MISSIONARIES  SERVE:  Southern  Baptists  now  have  mission- 
aries in  45  countries  and  separate  entities.  Southern  Baptists  reached 
out  to  three  additional  countries  in  1960. 

WORLD  EVANGELIZATION  is  the  ultimate  goal  of  all  the  vary- 
ing number  of  institutions  on  each  mission  field.  National  pastors 
number  2,447.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  389,138  and  church 
membership  reached  the  452,975  mark.  (These  figures  include  esti- 
mates for  China.) 

EDUCATION:  There  are  1,023  Baptist  schools  ranging  from 
kindergarten  through  theological  institutions.  Three  new  Seminaries 
opened  in  1960  in  Lebanon,   Brazil  and  Asia. 

MEDICAL  WORK:  Medical  mission  institutions  include  18  hos- 
pitals and  72  clinics  and  dispensaries  with  a  total  of  1,233  beds.  Cor- 
nerstone was  laid  for  a  Baptist  hospital  in  Brazil. 

PUBLICATIONS:  The  largest  mission  publications  centers  are 
the  El  Paso,  Texas  plant  which  supplies  Baptist  literature  for  Spanish 
speaking  groups  in  41  countries  and  the  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil, 
plant,  which  supplies  literature  and  Bibles  in  Portuguese.  The  major 
plant  for  Chinese  literature  is  located  in  Hong  Kong.  Several  other 
Missions  have  plants  of  varying  sizes.  62  Missionaries  and  419  na- 
tionals serve  on  publication  staffs. 

RECEIPTS:  Total  contributions  of  Southern  Baptists  for  foreign 
missions  amounted  to  $17,312,163.35  during  1960.  Funds  from  the 
1960  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  totaled  $8,238,471.07. 

The  advance  section  of  the  Cooperative  Program  (75  per  cent  of 
funds  after  Convention-wide  budget  is  reached)  came  to  $819,396.62 
in  1960. 

HOME  OFFICE:  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  people  work  at 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board's  home  office,  located  at  3806  Monument 
Avenue,  Richmond,  Va. 

The  Board's  magazine,  THE  COMMISSION,  reported  an  average 
circulation  of  104,110  last  year.

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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

CABARRUS  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I— NAME  AND  CONSTITUTION 

SECTION  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association. 

SECTION  2.  Membership  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Association,  Pastors  of  the  churches  affiliated  therewith,  and 
Messengers  from  the  churches  that  have  been  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  and  that  continue  Baptist  in  faith  and 
practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  support  the 
agencies  of  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  Churches 
desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  submit  a  written  request 
to  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  showing  the  approval  of  the 
Missions  Committee  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association.  On  the  basis  of  this  request  they  shall  be 
received  by  a  majority  vote  under  watchcare  for  a  period  of  time 
sufficient  to  prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its  place  as  a 
cooperating  Baptist  Church. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  found  to  be  unfaithful  in  faith  or  practice 
shall  be  visited  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association  with  a  view  of 
correcting  such  errors.  If  the  church  fails  to  correct  the  prevailing 
errors  in  faith  and/or  practice,  and  if  such  errors  be  of  such  nature 
as  to  alienate  the  church  from  the  orderly  and  faithful  churches  of 
the  Association,  the  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  recommend  to 
the  Association  that  fellowship  be  withdrawn  from  the  church.  A 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  Messengers  present  and  voting  shall  be 
required  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  such  church. 

SECTION  4.  The  annual  deliberative  body  shall  be  composed 
of  the  membership  as  stated  in  Section  2  of  this  article. 

SECTION  5.  Churches  of  fifty  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled 
to  three  messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  or  .major  fraction  thereof,  provided 
no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their 
agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  throughout  the   whole  world. 
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ARTICLE  III— ANNUAL  CHURCH  REPORTS 

SECTION  1.  Each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall 
report  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  church  to  the  Association 
on  the  blank  letter  forms  furnished  to  the  church  clerks  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Association  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  Failure 
of  any  church  to  report  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall 
be  investigated  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE   IV— OFFICERS   AND   THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, Associational  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood 
President,  Statistician,  and  Auditor.  The  Associational  Missionary 
shall  be  ex-officio  member.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderato'r,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor  shall  be  elected  by  each  annual  session  of 
the  Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
Except  for  remuneration  to  the  Clerk  for  publishing  the  minutes  of 
the  Association,  and  the  Auditor  for  auditing  the  Associational 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  Associational  year,  no  individual 
receiving  any  financial  considerations  from  the  Association  may  be 
elected  to  any  office  listed  in  this  section. 

SECTION  2.  The  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside 
over  all  the  sessions  of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee  if 
available.  In  their  absence  the  body  shall  elect  a  Moderator  Pro-tem 
who  shall  preside.  The  Moderator  shall  be  the  fraternal  visitor  of 
the  Churches  throughout  the  year.  He  shall  be  the  Chairman  of 
the  Advisory  Council.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  shall 
not  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Moderator  and  in  absence  of  the  Moderator  at  regularly 
scheduled  sessions  of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body,  furnish  the  churches  the  blank  letter  forms 
on  which  to  report  to  the  Association,  and  prepare  and  publish  the 
annual  of  the  Association  as  soon  after  adjournment  as  is  practicable 
for  accuracy  and  efficiency.  The  Clerk  shall  be  paid  at  least  ($125) 
one  hundred-twenty-flve  dollars  annually. 

SECTION  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  safeguard  the  funds  of  the 
Association  and  shall  disburse  the  same  in  accordance  to  the  budget 
of  the  Association  or  for  the*  purpose  for  which  the  funds  were 
contributed. 

SECTION  6.  The  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Associational  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  session,   with  the  exception 
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of  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  assume  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of 
the  session  at  which  he  is  elected  and  shall  serve  until  his  successor 
is  elected  at  the  next  annual  session. 

SECTION  7.  The  officers  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School, 
the  Associational  Training  Union,  the  Associational  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  shall  be  elected  by 
their  respective  organizations  at  the  last  meeting  in  ths  Associational 
year  by  their  own  methods,  with  the  exception  of  the  chief  officer, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  least  three  months  before  the  last  meeting. 
The  list  of  officers  will  be  furnished  the  Nominating  Committee  who 
shall  present  them  to  the  Association  for  approval  at  the  time  of 
the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Association.  Those  persons  selected 
for  officers  in  thsse  organizations  will  serve  in  cooperation  with  the 
officers  already  serving  until  they  are  approved  by  the  Association, 
at  which  time  they  shall  assume  full  responsibility  of  office. 

SECTION  8.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Missions  Committee  at  any  annual  session  of  the 
Association  or  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  His 
election  shall  be  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  or 
members  present.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated 
by  mutual  consent. 

He  shall  have  the  same  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the 
Association  as  a  Pastor  has  to  the  organizations  of  the  church. 

He  shall  work  with  the  church  at  their  invitation  and  as  time 
affords. 

He  shall  lead  in  the  primary  mission  work  of  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committees  of  the 
Association  as  listed  in  Article  V. 

His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  (including 
the  Promotion  Committee)  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  assigned 
him  by  the  Association  (including  the  Promotion  Committee)  and/or 
the  Missions  Committee. 

SECTION  9.  THE  AUDITOR'S  duty  shall  be  to  audit  the  Asso- 
ciational Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  V— COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.    The  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

a.  Petitionary  Letters 

b.  Program 

c.  Ordination  Advisory- 

d.  Budget 

e.  Nominating 

f.  Trustees 
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g.  Missions 

h.  Executive 

i.  Place  and  Preacher 
j.  Resolutions 

k.    Committee  to  nominate  the  Nominating  Committee 
1.    Advisory  Council 
m.    Calendar  Committee 

SECTION  2.  The  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members.  They  shall  present  the  names  of  all  churches  applying 
for  membership  in  the  Association  at  the  first  session  of  the  annual 
meeting.  Each  shall  be  received  by  majority  vote  under  watchcare  for 
a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its 
place  as  a  cooperating  Baptist  Church.  The  Committee  shall  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  petitioning  church  as  to  its  doctrines, 
practices,  and  support  of  the  Association,  the  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Asso- 
ciation at  the  next  annual  session  one  of  three  actions: 

a.  Acceptance  of  the  church  into  Associational  membership. 

b.  Further  consideration  for  action  at  the  next  annual  session. 

c.  Rejection  of  the  petition. 

SECTION  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. This  committee  shall  prepare  an  order  of  business  for  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association.  Printed  copies  of  the  suggested 
order  of  business  shall  be  distributed  to  those  attending  the  opening 
session  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  4.  The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist 
of  five  pastors.  Churches  desiring  to  ordain  preachers  are  requested 
to  place  their  candidate  before  the  committee  for  examination  on 
the  following  principles: 

(1)  Christian  experience  or  conversion,  (2)  Call  to  the  minis- 
try, (3)  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects,  (4)  Sup- 
port of  denominational  causes,  (5)  Moral  and  Spiritual  fitness,  (6) 
Doctrinal  beliefs,    (7)  Purpose  to  serve  and  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

No  candidate  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not 
been  a  member  of  a  Cooperating  Baptist  Church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  looked  upon  with  favor  for  ordination  only 
when  they  are  serving  a  church  or  churches  as  pastor  or  have  actually 
been  called  as  pastor  to  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry 
as  far  as  possible  in  Baptist  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

Recommendation  will  be  made  by  the  committee  to  the  church 
where  the  candidate  holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist 
the  church  in  the  ordination  service  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  church 
and  the  members  of  the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

SECTION  5.  The  Budget  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
of  the  Association  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee. 
The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  chairman.    It  shall 
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be  the  responsibility  of  this  committee  to  meet  before  the  annual 
session  of  the  Association  and  prepare  a  budget  to  cover  all  anticipated 
needs  of  the  Association  for  the  next  Associational  year.  The  coim- 
mittee  will  cause  this  budget  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
messengers  at  the  Association.  The  committee  will  suggest  a  pro 
rata  share  of  the  budget  for  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association 
for  their  consideration  and  approval. 

SECTION  6.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  two 
sections:  The  General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the 
Associational  Nominating  Committee. 

The  General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  persons  nominated  by  the  committee  to  nominate  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  Association  and 
serve  from  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected 
until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  chairman  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  from  each  organization  along  with  the 
.minister  of  music.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  named 
by  the  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee. 

At  least  four,  months  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  year  the 
chief  officer  of  each  Associational  organization  shall  appoint  or 
otherwise  cause  to  be  elected  a  committee  to  suggest  the  officers  of 
the  organization.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  will  serve  as  a 
duly  elected  member  of  the  Associational  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur  within  each  organization  during  the  year  the 
elected  officers  of  the  organization  will  serve  as  a  nominating  com- 
mittee to  fill  the  vacancies. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  comprised  of  the  three 
duly  elected  members  and  the  chairman  of  each  organizational  com- 
mittee will  meet  at  least  three  months  before  the  last  meeting  of 
the  year  and  nominate  all  the  officers  of  the  Association  except  those 
specifically  provided  for  otherwise  and  the  following  committees: 
Petitionary  Letters,  Program,  Ordination,  Trustees,  and  Missions. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  representatives  for  the 
following  denominational  institutions  and  work:  Religious  Literature, 
Evangelism,  Hospital,  Orphanage,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Annuity,  Stewardship,  State  Missions,  Home 
Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  American  Bible 
Society,  Obituaries,  and  any  additional  representatives  that  might 
be  deemed  necessary. 

Each  organizational  nominating  committee,  with  the  chief  officer 
of  the  organization,  will  meet  after  this  committee  has  concluded  its 
work  and  proceed  with  the  selection  of  the  officers  of  the  organization. 

Each  person  selected  to  fill  an  office  will  be  contacted  and  his 
consent  to  serve  be  secured.  Those  selected  shall  be  placed  before 
the  Association  for  election  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  the  names  of  those  selected 
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by  the  various  organizations  to  head  their  work  for  election  by  the 
Association. 

The  No,minating  Committee  will  furnish  a  name  or  names  to 
proper  Officers  of  the  State  Mission  Board  for  the  member  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  from  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  all 
vacancies  except  the  officers  of  the  organizations  as  they  occur 
during  the  year  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur,  both  among  the  General  Officers  of  the 
Association  and  within  the  officers  of  the  organizations,  they  shall  be 
filled  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  its  regular 
monthly  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members.  Ini- 
tially one  member  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  one  year.  Succeeding  years  one  member  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  No  Trustee  shall  succeed  himself  in  office. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  hold  in  trust  for  the  Association 
all  the  real  and  physical  property  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

SECTION  8.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
nine  members.  Initially  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  three 
years,  three  members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  one 
year.  Succeeding  years  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
three  years.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself  in  office.  The  chair- 
man shall  he  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  after  the 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Meetings  will  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
chairman  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  committee  to  confer  with  any 
group  desiring  to  organize  a  Baptist  Church  and  assist  in  the  organi- 
zation after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee; the  committee  shall  seek  out  places  where  Baptist  work 
should  be  established  and  sponsor  the  work,  or  enlist  a  Baptist 
Church  to  sponsor  the  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Associational 
Missionary.  The  committee  shall  confer  with  the  Associational  Mis- 
sionary in  establishing  new  work  and  in  the  p'romotion  of  all  work, 
fostered  by  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions. 

SECTION  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the  Pastors,  Assistant  Pastors  and 
Pastors'  Assistants,  Educational  Directors,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents, Training  Union  Directors,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Superintendents,  Brotherhood  President  of  the  Churches  affiliated 
with  the  Association.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator  and  Clerk  of 
the  Association  shall  be  the  stated  officers  of  the  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  the  Association  Ad-interim. 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Monday  evening 
after  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month.  The  place  of  the  meeting  to 
be  arranged  by  the  Program  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  for  one  hour  for  reports  of 
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committees  and  matters  of  business.  Following  this  meeting  the 
organized  work  of  the  Association  will  meet  in  their  quarterly  sessions. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School,  with  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  in  charge,  will  meet  the  first  month  in  each 
quarter. 

The  Mission  Emphasis  will  meet  the  second  month  in  each  quarter 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  in  charge.  At  this 
meeting  the  work  of  the  Association,  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  will  be  emphasized.  The  Associational  Brotherhood,  with 
the  Associational  Brotherhood  President  in  charge,  and  the  Asso- 
ciational Woman's  Missionary  Union,  with  the  Associational  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Superintendent  in  charge,  will  meet  separately  as  a 
part  of  this  meeting. 

The  Associational  Training  Union,  with  the  Associational  Training 
Union  Director  in  charge,  will  meet  the  third  month  in  each  quarter. 

SECTION  10.  The  Advisory  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  the  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  the  Associational  Brother- 
hood President. 

The  Advisory,  Council  will  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  as 
needs  arise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Council  to: 

a.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  cooperation  with 
the  Association,  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

b.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  financial  support 
of  the  cooperative  program  of  Southern  Baptists  and  to  report 
any  lack  of  cooperation  to  the  Association  in  the  regular  session 
as  conditions  dictate. 

c.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  lack  of  participa- 
tion in  the  organized  work  of  the  Association  or  lack  of  par- 
ticipation in  the  mission  causes  sponsored  by  the  Association. 
The  Council  will  report  any  un-Baptist  tendencies  or  practices 
of  the  churches  to  the  Association  in  regular  session  for  proper 
consideration  and  action. 

d.  Counsel  with  young  men  entering  school  in  preparation  for  the 
ministry,  consider  applications  of  these  young  men  for  aid 
by  Baptist  Colleges,  and  signing  applications  in  the  name  of 
the  Executive  Committee  when  these  applications  meet  their 
unanimous  approval. 

SECTION  11.  At  the  first  session  of  the  Association  the  Modera- 
tor shall  appoint  the  following  committees  to  report  at  this  meeting 
of  the  Association: 

a.  Place  and  Preacher 

b.  Resolutions 

c.  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee 
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SECTION  12.  Other  committees  for  specific  reports  and  work 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  as  need  arises. 

SECTION  13.  The  Calendar  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing Associational  Officers:  Missionary,  Moderator,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  President  of  W.M.S.,  Broth- 
erhood President,  Music  Director,  President  of  Pastor's  Conference, 
Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  and  Chairman  of  Missions 
Committee.  This  Coimmittee  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities. 
The  Calendar  shall  be  printed  in  good  form  and  distributed  to  the 
churches. 

ARTICLE  VI— CHANGES 

SECTION  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the 
proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  convene  Monday 
afternoon  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October  and  continue  through 
Tuesday  evening. 

2.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Kerfoot's  Parlia- 
mentary Law. 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of 
the  majority  of  the  messengers  present. 

4.  All  promotional  expenses  incurred  by  the  General  Officers  of 
the  Association  shall  be  paid  from  the  Associational  treasury.  Mile- 
age shall  be  paid  for  the  use  of  automobile  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents 
(7^)  per  mile.  Each  General  Officer  shall  report  any  expenses 
incurred  or  mileage  driven  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  each 
quarterly  meeting,  where  they  will  be  approved  for  payment.  The 
Treasurer  will  then  make  payment  of  same. 

5.  Each  Mission  and  Church  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee  at  the  first  meeting  in  the  quarter.  These  reports  shall 
be  based  on  the  table  in  Associational  Minutes. 
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PROCEEDINGS 
TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 
MONDAY  AFTERNOON 
October  29,  1962 

1.  Rev.  Thomas  Sherrill,  Moderator  called  to  order  the 
Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associa- 
tion at  2:00  p.m.  Monday  afternoon,  October  29,  1962.  This  session 
was  held  with  the  Wil-Mar  Park  Baptist  Church,  Concord,  North 
Carolina.

We  are  encouraged  over  the  reports  and  progress  of  the  Rocky 
River  and  Hillside  Baptist  Churches,  but  we  feel  it  is  in  the  best  interest 
of  these  churches  to  continue  under  the  watchcare  of  this  Association, 
according  to  article  5  section  2-b  of  our  constitution. 

After  receiving  information  from  the  Pastor  and  Deacons  in  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  Four  Lane  Baptist  Church,  expressing  their  desire 
not  to  enter  the  Association,  we  therefore  recommend  that  we  drop  them 
from  the  watchcare  of  this  Association.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"Sharing  Christ  with  the  Whole  World"  is  the  aim  and  theme  of  the 
Baptist  Jubliee  Advance.  Sharing  the  Bible  with  the  whole  world  is  an 
essential  part  of  this  program  of  advance. 
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If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language 
because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  aiford  even  the  cost 
of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It 
can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he 
must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. It  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries 
to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distri- 
butes without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind,  it  supplies 
Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on  Talking 
Book  records. 

During  1961  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1181 
languages;  the  full  Bible  in  226,  a  Testament  in  281  more  and  a  Gospel 
or  other  complete  book  in  674  more. 

— distributed  a  record  total  of  over  24  million  Scripture  volumes  in 
over  100  countries  on  6  continents.  Of  these,  more  than  11  million 
volumes  went  overseas.  Distribution  abroad  showed,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  the  year  before. 

— realized  anew,  from  sharp  increases  in  Scripture  distribution  in 
Cuba  and  Congo,  that  the  demand  for  the  Bible  often  rises  drama- 
tically in  areas  of  political  tension  and  revolution. 

— continued  to  enlarge  the  worldwide  ministry  of  the  Finger-Fono,  a 
special  phonograph  for  Bible  records,  operated  by  one  finger,  for  use 
in  areas  where  many  people  can  not  read.  Records  are  now  available 
in  40  languages  and  others  are  being  prepared. 

— gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains 
to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  between 
the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 

— expanded  its  distribution  of  Scriptures  to  persons  of  special  needs: 
Cuban  refugees  and  others  from  overseas;  hurricane  and  flood  victims; 
patients  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes;  inmates  of  jails,  reforma- 
tories and  prisons;  migrant  farm  workers — and  many  others. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  their 
people — Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  missionary  import- 
ance of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1961  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $164,342  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.  Methodist  gifts  were  $163,593.  Gifts  from  all  churches 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled  $1,065,649. 
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Southern  Baptists  can  continue  to  lead — if  every  church  will  give. 
Please  send  gifts  to  your  Baptist  state  office  marked  "for  the  American 
Bible  Society."

23.  Moderator  Sherrill  recognized  C.  Gordon  Maddrey  of 
Raleigh,  who  gave  the  following  report  on  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Foundation. 

THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  was  authorized  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  1919.  The  Board  of  Directors  organized  for 
business  in  1920.  From  the  period  of  the  organization  until  the  present, 
the  Baptist  Foundation  has  had  a  rather  irregular  promotion. 

The  Committee  of  25  recommended  to  the  State  Convention  in  1959 
that  the  Baptist  Foundation  be  fully  staffed  and  activated.  It  requested 
the  Convention  to  adopt  a  budget  providing  for  a  full-time  executive 
secretary,  w^ith  the  necessary  travel,  office  expenses,  etc.  It  was  not 
until  July  1  of  this  year  that  a  full-time  executive  secretary  was  em- 
ployed. For  the  past  few  months,  Mr.  Peyton  J.  Brown  has  served  as 
Interim  Director,  without  remuneration.  The  total  assets  of  the  Founda- 
tion as  of  June  30,  1959,  were  $245,131.32.  The  total  assets  as  of  June 
30,  1962,  were  $303,186.66.  In  these  past  three  years  our  total  assets  have 
gained  $58,055.54.  This  gain  has  largely  been  due  to  the  Interim  Director 
and  our  present  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Brown. 

What  is  the  Baptist  Foundation?  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation  is  an  incorporated  agency  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina.  It  was  created  by  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  endowment  funds  and  for  administering  said  funds  for  all 
institutions  and  agencies  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Convention.  It  is 
independent  of  the  cause  it  serves,  but  committed  to  its  best  interests. 
It  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service  agency  dedicated  to  the 
task  of  undergirding  all  our  Baptist  work. 

Funds  usually  come  to  the  Foundation  through  one  of  five  channels: 

(a)  Through  a  CHRISTIAN  WILL.  In  his  will  a  person  leaves  all 
or  part  of  his  estate  with  the  Foundation  for  some  Baptist  cause.  Of 
course,  the  Foundation  then  receives  its  share  when  the  estate  is  settled. 

(b)  Through  a  LIVING  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  donation  to 
the  Foundation  while  he  is  living.  The  Foundation  then  administers  the 
fund  and  directs  the  income  to  the  Baptist  agency  of  his  choice.  This 
allows  the  donor  to  see  his  gift  at  work. 

(c)  Through  a  MEMORIAL  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  gift  to  the 
Foundation  in  memory  of  a  loved  one  and  instructs  the  Foundation  to 
place  the  income  from  it  to  one  or  more  Baptist  agencies. 

(d)  Through  a  LIFE  INCOME  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  gift  to 
the  Foundation  and  specifies  a  Baptist  agency  as  beneficiary,  but  requests 
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the  income  for  himself  as  long  as  he  lives.  This  permits  him  to  receive 
the  earnings  to  the  end  of  his  life  and  to  know  the  beneficiary  of  his 
charity  after  his  death. 

(e)  Through  LIFE  INSURANCE.  A  person  takes  out  a  policy  in 
some  amount  in  the  name  of  the  Foundation  and  designates  the  Baptist 
cause  as  irrevocable  beneficiary.  The  premium  he  pays  is  then  tax  free 
as  a  charitable  gift.

24.  In  the  absence  of  Rev.  Joel  Tyson  the  Stewardship  report 
was  presented  by  Rev.  Jack  Mace  as  follows: 

STEWARDSHIP  REPORT 

stewardship  in  the  New  Testament  has  a  wide  meaning.  In  I  Cor.  4: 
1-2,  Paul  speaks  of  ministers  as  the  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God; 
and  in  Col.  1:25  he  says  that  he  was  made  a  steward  to  fulfill  the  word 
of  God. 

In  Titus  1:7  he  speaks  of  a  Bishop  who  must  be  blameless,  the 
Steward  of  God.  In  I  Peter  4: 10  Peter  says,  "As  every  man  has  received 
the  gift,  even  so  minister  the  same  one  to  another,  as  good  stewards  of 
the  manifold  Grace  of  God." 

The  larger  meaning  of  stewardship  covers  life,  personality,  influence, 
time  and  talents.  The  principles  governing  stewardship  of  money  are  the 
same  as  those  imbedded  in  our  laws  governing  trusteeship. 

The  money  question  is  a  mammoth  one.  It  touches  and  affects  life 
at  every  point  and  determines  character,  happiness,  power  and  often 
destiny.  Society  and  civilization  shape  themselves  in  a  large  way  around 
the  big  money  problem.  It  goes  deep  into  the  roots  of  the  progress  of 
religion.  Paul  discusses  this  question  of  the  relationship  of  money  to 
religion  and  its  progress  throughout  the  world  in  a  very  vital  way  in 
Romans  10:14-15.  He  says,  "How  then  shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom 
they  have  not  believed?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how 
shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent? 

He  traces  the  question  of  the  Salvation  of  men  vitally  back  to  the 
money  question,  in  sending  and  supporting  preachers  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  the  lost,  that  they  may  hear  and  hearing  they  might  believe 
and  believing  they  might  be  saved.  In  its  final  analysis  the  salvation  of 
the  lost  world  depends  on  the  liberality  of  God's  people  in  paying  for 
and  setting  up  the  machinery  which  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  lost. 

A  burning  question  comes  ringing  down  through  the  centuries — Will 
a  man  rob  God?  The  answer  has  too  often  been,  "Ye  have  robbed  me  in 
tithes  and  offerings." 

Is  it  right?  Is  it  moral?  Is  it  Christian  for  a  person  to  profess  to 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  a  member  of  His  blood-bought 
church,  who  recognizes  God's  ownership  of  himself  and  all  things  and 
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who  knows  he  has  a  binding  stewardship  in  the  light  of  God's  Word 
and  feels  the  pressure  of  Christ's  call  and  command  to  carry  the  Gospel 
to  all  the  world?  Is  it  right  for  him  to  withhold  God's  part,  the  Holy  Tithe 
from  God?  The  Christian  is  a  trustee  of  the  Gospel,  therefore  a  guardian 
of  souls  in  partnership  with  Christ  in  this  world  wide  task. 

What  are  you  worth  to  Christ's  cause  apart  from  your  money? 
What  is  your  money  worth  to  the  cause  of  Christ  apart  from  you?  What 
are  you  and  your  money  together  worth  to  the  cause  of  Christ?

27.  Mrs.  C.  Gordon  Maddrey  led  in  prayer  at  the  close  of  the 
sermon  and  the  afternoon  session  was  adjourned. 

MONDAY  EVENING  SESSION 
October  29,  1962 

28.  A  warm  welcome  was  extended  to  all  as  the  moderator, 
Rev.  Thomas  Sherrill  called  the  evening  session  to  order  at  7:00 
P.M.  The  evening  session  was  also  held  with  the  Wil-Mar  Baptist 
Church,  Concord. 

29.  Music  for  this  session  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Jimmy  Reich,  Director  of  Music  for  the  McGill  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Concord.  Mrs.  John  U.  Garner  was  at  the  organ.  The 
hymns,  "All  Hail  The  Power  of  Jesus  Name"  and  "Wherever  He 
Leads  I'll  Go"  were  sung  by  the  congregation. 

30.  The  worship  period  was  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  Aaron  Tyner, 
pastor  of  Pitts  Baptist  Church,  who  read  from  Genesis  1  :26 — 2:4-7. 

31.  Moderator  Sherrill  called  for  the  report  of  the  Missions 
Committee  which  was  given  by  Rev.  Dalton  Carrington,  Chairman 
as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Your  missions  committee  met  monthly  during  the  year  to  confer 
with  the  associational  missionary  regarding  the  promotion  of  the  work 
in  our  association. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  that  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year.  However  we  would  encourage  all  churches  to  do  their  best 
in  supporting  and  undergirding  the  mission  program  in  our  association, 
by  your  prayers,  interest  and  money.  Remembering  Jesus  said  in  Acts 
1:8  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea, 
and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  We  believe 
that  missions  begins  at  home  and  the  churches  are  responsible  unto 
God  through  the  association  to  promote  the  mission  program. 

We  commend  Brother  A.  T.  Greene,  our  associational  missionary, 
for  his  leadership  and  the  good  work  he  has  done  during  the  past  year. 
It  is  with  a  note  of  sadness  we  bring  to  you  the  following  resignation: 

A  little  more  than  two  years  ago,  in  obedience  to  the  will 
of  God  I  left  the  pastorate  to  become  your  Associational  Mis- 
sionary. These  have  been  two  of  the  happiest  years  of  my  life. 
Now  again  He  has  revealed  His  will  to  me.  Therefore,  I  offer 
my  resignation,  effective  December  30,  1962,  to  accept  the  work 
of  Director  of  Direct  Missions  for  the  South  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention.  Pray  for  me  as  I  accept  this  challejige.  I  assure 
you  that  the  Cabarrus  Association  will  always  have  a  choice 
spot  in  my  heart.

We  recommend  that  each  church  give  prayerful  consideration  to 
increasing  their  gifts  to  associational  missions  through  their  church 
budgets. 

We  recommend  that  the  association  use  the  unified  budget,  meeting 
first  necessary  expenses  and  then  all  possible  to  debt  retirement. 

We  recommend  that  each  church  mail  their  contributions  for 
associational  missions  to  the  associational  treasurer  each  month. 

We  recommend  that  churches  not  having  associational  missions  in 
their  budgets  prayerfully  consider  receiving  a  special  offering  for  this 
purpose  at  the  close  of  an  associational  week  of  prayer. 

We  recommend  that  all  money  spent  for  items  and  purposes  indi- 
cated in  budget  be  accounted  for  through  the  associational  office  by 
invoices  or  signed  itemized  statement.  This  includes  all  associational 
office  expenses,  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  associational  organizations.

I  will  begin  my  duties  as  Director  of  Missions  for  the  South 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  on  January  1.  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  the  two  and  a  half  years  I  have  spent  as  your  Missionary  have 
been  two  of  the  happiest  of  my  life.  I  could  not  have  asked  for  a 
better  relationship.  I  have  received  a  royal  welcome  in  every  church, 
and  your  spirit  of  cooperation  has  been  wonderful.  I  will  always  have 
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a  warm  spot  in  my  heart  and  a  place  in  my  prayers  for  the  Cabarrus 
Association.  I  covet  your  prayers  as  I  face  the  challenge  that  is  before 
me.

37.  "A  Sleeping  Christian  In  A  Perishing  World"  was  sub- 
ject of  a  stirring  annual  sermon  delivered  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Pate, 
Pastor  of  Centerview  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  Pate  used  Jonah,  Chap- 
ter I  as  his  scripture. 

38.  The  first  day  session  was  adjourned  with  prayer  led  by 
Rev.  Victor  Trivette,  Pastor  of  Roberta  Baptist  Church. 
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TUESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
October  30,  1962 

39.  The  second  day  of  the  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  session 
of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  was  held  with  the  Calvary 
Baptist  Church,  Kannapolis.  At  9:30  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  moderator,  Rev.  Thomas  Sherrill. 

40.  Mr.  Charles  Storey,  Minister  of  Music  for  First  Baptist 
Church,  Kannapolis,  directed  the  singing  for  this  session,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  John  U.  Garner.  "What  A  Friend",  "Love  Divine" 
and  "Jesus,  The  Very  Thought  Of  Thee"  were  sung. 

41.  Words  of  greetings  and  welcome  were  expressed  by  the 
host  pastor.  Rev.  Horace  Kinney.  Rev.  Kinney  then  conducted  the 
devotional  period. 

42.  Rev.  Coy  Privette  presented  the  report  on  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  after  which  Rev.  Raymond  White  brought  the 
message  on  this  report. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

Judge  Harold  R.  Medina,  v^hp  won  world  acclaim  for  his  conduct  of 
the  trial  of  11  U.  S.  Communists  in  1949,  recently  stated,  "I  have  in  the 
past  few  years  come  to  the  belief  that  our  destiny  as  a  nation  depends 
upon  our  spiritual  strength  rather  than  upon  bombs,  production,  and 
material  wealth," 

Carlo  P.  Romulo,  former  President  of  the  U.  N.  Assembly,  and  the 
Philippines  delegate  to  the  U.  N.  prior  to  leaving  this  country  to  return 
to  his  native  land  to  become  the  President  of  the  University  of  the 
Philippines  had  this  to  say  to  us  Americans: 

"I  am  going  home,  America — farewell. 

For  17  years,  I  have  enjoyed  your  hospitality,  visited 
every  one  of  your  50  states.  I  can  say  I  know  you  well. 

I  admire  and  love  America.  It  is  my  second  home. 

What  I  have  to  say  now  in  parting  is  both  a  tribute  and 
a  warning:  NEVER  FORGET,  AMERICANS,  THAT 
YOURS  IS  A  SPIRITUAL  COUNTRY. 

Yes,  I  know  that  you  are  a  practical  people.  Like  others 
I  have  marveled  at  your  factories,  your  skyscrapers 
and  your  arsenals. 

But  underlying  everything  else  is  the  fact  that  America 
began  as  a  God-loving,  God-fearing,  God-worship- 
ping people,  knowing  that  there  is  a  spark  of  the 
Divine  in  each  one  of  us.  It  is  this  respect  for  the 
dignity  of  the  human  spirit  which  makes  America 
invincible.  May  it  always  endure. 
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And  so  I  say  again  in  parting,  thank  you,  America,  and 
farewell.  May  God  keep  you  always — and  may  you 
always  keep  God." 

With  these  statements  in  mind,  this  is  an  important  report.  For 
here  we  see  that  the  very  foundation  of  our  country  depends  upon  our 
moral  integrity.  However,  there  are  some  things  that  give  us  alarm  as 
the  pioneering  spirit  of  our  forefathers  is  so  absent  in  our  world  today. 

Mahatma  Ghandi  said  that  to  his  opinion  one  of  the  greatest  handi- 
caps to  the  advancement  of  Christian  missions  in  India  is  the  drinking 
of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  part  of  Christians.  There  is  the  feeling 
among  the  people  of  India  that  drinking  has  its  roots  in  Christianity. 
Christians,  in  the  opinion  of  millions,  are  infidels  and  are  not  fit  to 
associate  with.  They  make  no  difference  between  a  Catholic,  a  Meth- 
odist, an  Episcopalian,  a  Baptist,  a  Presbyterian.  So  far  as  they  are 
concerned,  all  are  Christians  and  all  drink. 

Our  government  does  not  help  the  situation  either.  Take  a  good 
look  at  our  state  department.  In  1960  the  Representation  Allowance 
(liquor  fund)  was  $925,000.  For  the  next  fiscal  year  they  are  asking  us 
to  give  them  025, 000.  It  has  increased  to  this  amount  from  $50,000 
in  1940.  When  this  was  presented  to  the  Congress  of  the  U.  S.,  Repre- 
sentative Gross  of  Iowa  said,  "If  we  further  increase  the  booze  allow- 
ances of  the  State  Department  to  pour  out  more  martinis  for  the  diplo- 
matic set,  we  may  see  our  foreign  policy  staggering  toward  the  new 
frontier  ....  if  the  march  to  the  new  frontiers  depends  upon  more 
lavish  wining  and  dining  of  stuffed  shirts  here  and  abroad,  then  I 
suggest  that  Congress  eliminate  the  frontiers." 

Senator  Johnson  of  South  Carolina  sa?d  in  the  U.  S.  Senate:  "I 
have  never  heard  of  the  U.  S.  influencing  anyone  to  our  benefit  as  a 
result  of  feeding  him  liquor  with  which  to  become  intoxicated.  If 
Congress  does  not  halt  appropriations  for  liquor  purchases,  the  Congress 
will  have  on  its  hands,  whatever  problems  result  from  the  pitiful 
blurry-eyed,  fuzzy-headed  wrecks  that  result  from  this  practice." 

This  is  only  part  of  our  problem.  Since  1950  our  crime  has  in- 
creased 67  per  cent.  In  other  words  IV2  million  serious  crimes  takes 
place  each  year  or  one  every  22  seconds. 

Within  a  year  over  a  million  American  children,  young  people  and 
adults  receive  through  the  mail  pornographic  material.  As  one  mailman 
told  me,  "Once  a  week  I  deliver  a  church  paper  to  a  certain  residence 
and  along  with  it  I  deliver  a  magazine  of  nude  women."  So  the  problem 
is  not  just  outside  the  church.  It  is  in  our  churches,  among  our  church 
leaders.  Perhaps  this  is  the  reason  som.e  preachers  are  asked  to  move  on 
when  their  preaching  cuts  through  the  fat  into  the  lean,  when  there  is 
applied  the  social  ethic  in  all  matters  including  the  Christians  attitude 
toward  otner  races. 

We  live  in  a  nation  that  has  more  barmaids  than  college  girls; 
A  nation  where  there  are  born  more  than  one  million  illegitimate 
babies  every  year;  a  nation  that  harbors  three  times  as  many  criminals 
as  college  students. 
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Dick  Van  Dyke,  noted  T.  V.  personality,  said  in  a  Layman's  Day 
message  in  a  California  church  that  it  has  got  to  the  place  that  I  can't 
send  my  children  or  take  them  to  a  movie  anymore  unless  it  has  a  Walt 
Disney  trademark.  Movies  have  become  immoral  and  indecent  because 
American  people  want  it  that  way.  Mr.  Van  Dyke  urged  us  to  speak  out, 
for  Hollywood  is  bringing  into  our  towns  and  cities  films  that  would 
not  have  been  allowed  to  be  shown  10  years  ago. 

Is  the  real  reason  we  don't  get  alarmed  at  cheating  in  high  places 
is  because  we  are  cheating  God  in  tithes  and  offerings  and  our  country 
in  income  tax  reports? 

Perhaps  the  theme  of  our  association  is  so  fitting:  "Time  To  Wake 
Up."  I  think  it  is  also  a  time  to  speak  up  and  let  our  politicians  know 
our  convictions.  I  know  this  report  only  deals  on  a  few  of  these  persis- 
tent problems.  However  the  concern  of  this  report  is  that  we  not  just 
adopt  it;  not  just  pass  resolutions  at  our  state  conventions;  and  then 
go  back  to  sleep.  Our  choice  is  as  E.  W.  Pate  put  it  in  the  annual 
sermon:  "Wake  Up  or  Blow  Up".  Remember  the  Romans  said,  "Eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry,  for  tomorrow  you  may  die."  On  the  morrow  they 
did  die.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

BENEFITS  PAID 

A  total  of  $2,879,816.21  was  paid  in  benefits  by  the  Annuity  Board 
during  1961.  More  than  $2,654,222  of  this  went  to  approximately  4,500 
ministers,  denominational  workers  of  their  families  who  participated 
in  one  of  the  Board's  retirement  plans.  The  remaining  amount  was  paid 
in  relief  benefits  to  826  aged  ministers  and  widows.  During  the  Board's 
43  years  of  operation,  it  has  paid  out  benefits  totaling  more  than 
$37,304,916. 

NEW  MEMBERS 

Total  membership  in  all  plans  of  the  Annuity  Board  was  23,214  on 
January  1,  1982.  In  1961,  1,808  new  members  were  enlisted  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  and  789  churches  were  enrolled.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  64%  of  the  churches  in  the  Convention  were  partici- 
pating in  the  Board's  program.  Of  this  number,  43%  were  paying  total 
dues  for  both  church  and  pastor.  The  Institution  Protection  Program, 
for  employees  in  colleges,  hospitals,  orphanages  and  other  institutions 
of  this  type,  enlisted  32  institutions  in  1961.  Five  were  new  accounts. 
The  others  transferred  from  another  plan  to  the  new  program. 
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DELAY  PENALTY  IS  "WAIVED" 

In  their  April  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Annuity 
Board  voted  to  waive  the  penalty  for  delayed  participation  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  for  those  who  join  before  January  1, 
1963,  This  action  was  made  possible  because  of  the  continuous  increase 
in  the  number  of  churches  and  pastors  who  have  joined  the  Plan  in 
recent  months.  At  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  this  year,  some  67  per 
cent  of  all  churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  had  enrolled. 

According  to  the  Protection  Plan  certificate,  a  person  must  join  with- 
in a  year  after  he  begins  denominational  service  or  after  his  25th  birth- 
day, whichever  is  later.  For  each  year  he  delays  joining  the  Plan,  his 
widow  and  disability  benefits  are  reduced.  Now,  because  of  the  trustees' 
action,  anyone  joining  the  Protection  Plan  before  January  1,  1963,  will 
have  this  penalty  removed.  The  waiver  affects  only  the  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

The  waiver  also  removed  the  penalty  from  any  person  currently  in 
the  Protection  Plan  who  may  have  been  affected  by  it,  and  it  allowed 
the  Annuity  Board  to  make  adjustments  in  annuity  checks  to  widows 
and  disabled  persons  who  were  penalized  because  of  delayed  entry  into 
the  Plan.  This  adjustment  was  made  effective  with  the  May  31st  checks. 

After  January  1,  1963,  any  person  who  delays  joining  will  penalize 
himself  according  to  the  participation  clause. 

FIELD  WORK 

The  Annuity  Board  now  has  14  field  men  working  in  21  state  con- 
ventions. Their  program  of  education  and  promotion  is  conducted 
through  state  and  associational  meetings,  on  college  and  seminary 
campuses,  in  local  churches  and  through  conferences  with  laymen  and 
pastors. 

Guy  Cain,  field  representative  for  North  Carolina  has  his  offices  at 
the  state  convention  headquarters,  301  Hillsboro  Street,  in  Raleigh. 
Contact  him  for  meetings  in  your  church  or  association  or  for  personal 
conferences.

North  Carolina  Baptist's  feel  that  they,  in  some  measure,  are 
obeying  the  command  of  Christ  in  their  Judaea,  by  witnessing  to  those 
in  our  state  through  seventeen  ministries  of  State  Missions,  all  of 
which  are  under  the  Division  of  Missions  of  our  Convention.  Seven 
areas  of  work  are  administered  by  secretaries  or  directors.  They  are 
Church  Development,  Interracial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible 
Institute,  Ministry  to  the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee 
Ministry  and  Military  Personnel.  (All  of  these  except  Fruitland  are 
promoted  cooperatively  with  the  Home  Mission  Board.) 

Ten  areas  of  work  are  promoted  and  supervised  by  Missions  Divi- 
sion Director  E.  Lowell  Spivey.  They  are  Associational  Missions,  Insti- 
tutional Ministries  (Samarcand,  McCain,  Leonard  Training  School  and 
Odum  Prison),  Special  Summer  Mission  Work  (at  Kerr  Lake,  Outer 
Banks,  Pilot  Mountain,  Mission  Center  at  Spray  and  George  W.  Truett 
Camp),  Pastor's  Schools  (Associational  and  State),  Schools  of  Missions, 
Pastoral  Aid,  Church  Lot  Aid,  Church  Loans,  30,000  Movement  and 
Work  with  Japanese. 

For  example  the  Schools  of  Missions  reached  200,000  people  last 
year.  During  World  Missions  Year  in  1963,  ten  weeks  of  schools  will  be 
conducted,  with  400  churches  using  300  missionaries  from  around  the 
world. 

The  30,000  movement  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  556  new 
missions  and  churches  in  the  state.  Of  the  goal  of  120  for  1962,  more 
than  half  of  it  was  reached  in  5V2  months. 

The  Cherokee  Indian  Work  reached  many  of  the  4,200  people  on  the 
Cherokee  Reservation.  There  are  two  workers  and  17  churches — ^but  16 
of  these  churches  greatly  need  developing.  Remember  that  there  are 
about  50,000  Indians  in  the  state. 

The  Ministry  to  the  Deaf  is  one  of  the  best-publicized  phases  of 
State  Missions.  There  are  approximately  5,000  deaf  people  in  the  state 
and  this  ministry  seeks  to  enlist  them  for  Christ  and  Christian  Develop- 
ment, 

There  are  11  Seminary  Extension  Centers  in  Region  10  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state,  reaching  480  pastors,  Sunday  School  teachers 
and  other  church  and  associational  leaders.  Fruitland  Baptist  Institute 
has  170  men  enrolled  for  24  weeks  of  training  under  a  faculty  of  eight. 
This  opportunity  is  extended  mainly  for  adult  pastors  and  preachers 
who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of  formal  college  and  seminary  training. 

The  Interracial  Cooperation  Ministry  is  varied.  There  are  confer- 
ences on  Human  Relations,  Evangelism  and  Stewardship  Clinics,  Train- 
ing Institutes  for  Lay  Leadership.  Youth  Camps  and  Retreats,  Deacon's 
Schools  and  many  other  practical  undertakings  designed  to  strengthen 
churches. 

Church  Development  promotes  community,  associational  and  region- 
al surveys  and  the  Church  of  the  Year  and  Church  Achievement  Pro- 
grams. The  Goodwill  Mission  Center  at  Spray  comes  under  this  depart- 
ment as  does  the  Spiritual  Life  Advance  emphasis. 
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With  more  than  100,000  people  in  four  large  Military  Areas,  the 
world  mission  opportunity  is  limitless. 

The  Associational  Missions  Ministry  is  one  of  the  most  important 
of  all.  In  69  associations,  66  missionaries  are  serving.  Three  more 
associations  are  planning  to  call  or  have  called  missionaries  which 
means  that  only  nine  associations  will  be  without  missionaries.  Fifty- 
seven  associations  receive  financial  assistance  from  the  State  Convention. 
An  annual  workshop  and  conference  is  also  provided  for  the  mission- 
aries and  convention  staff. 

This  year  161  missions  and  churches  was  provided  aid  through 
pastoral  assistance,  new  church  lot  gifts  and  church  loans.  The  number 
of  churches  assisted  through  the  years  by  State  Missions  will  run  into 
hundreds.  A  total  of  $88,000  is  budgeted  for  pastoral  aid,  $40,000  for 
aid  on  church  lots  and  $25,000  for  church  loans.  It  is  in  these  areas 
that  the  demands  are  greatest. 

Is  there  any  phase  of  Baptist  work  more  varied  or  vital  than  State 
Missions?  This  writer  thinks  not.  Even  though  other  mission  offerings 
have  grown  larger,  State  Missions  is  the  oldest  offering  among  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  For  more  than  100  years,  it  has  been  a  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptist  life.  A  modest  goal  of  $200,000  was  set  for  this  year's 
special  offering,  and  I  trust  that  each  of  the  churches  in  our  association 
has  given  their  proportionate  share  and  more  for  this  important  phase 
of  our  Judaea  and  will  do  the  same  in  the  years  to  come,  as  well  as 
increase  our  gifts  to  State  Missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

It  is  commendable  that  special  offerings  for  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  have  reached  several  times  that  amount  m  our  state.,  but  North 
Carolina  Baptists  have  an  obligation  here  at  home  that  we  cannot  escape 
since  Jesus  said,  "ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  BOTH  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth."  Despite  the  growth  of  all  denominations  in  recent  years,  56  per 
cent  of  this  state's  population  is  still  unaffiliated  with  any  church  and 
therefore,  apparently  lost  without  Christ  or  have  any  hope  in  the 
world.  God  help  us  to  warn  them  of  the  Wrath  of  God  and  to  urge  them 
to  accept  His  love,  should  be  our  humble  prayer  and  mission.

A.  Privette,  who  moved  its  adoption.  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee  of  Baptist 
Hospital  spoke  to  the  report. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  demands 
which  grow  heavier  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already  overcrowded 
clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  received  a  new  high  of  83,000 
visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state,  sixteen  other  states,  and  two  foreign 
countries.  Two-thirds  of  these  were  by  our  Baptist  people. 
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One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  the  enlargement  of  the  facilities 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Along  with  this  is  the  urgent  need  for 
a  building  to  provide  adequate  and  unified  facilities  for  the  Hospital's 
eight  schools  for  the  training  of  skilled  nurses,  technicians,  and  other 
medical  personnel,  all  of  whom  are  in  short  supply  and  are  essential  to 
good  medical  care  in  our  local  hospitals  and  communities. 

The  new  Progressive  Care  Center  is  attracting  the  attention  of 
hospital  authorities  over  the  country.  Patients  have  been  most  pleased 
with  it.  The  trustees  and  administration  greatly  regret  that  the  Hospital 
does  not  have  sufficent  funds  to  permit  the  admission  of  Service  Pa- 
tients to  this  fine  facility. 

The  Pastors  Library  now  contains  well  over  100  volumes  among  the 
best  books  in  various  fields  of  Christian  thought  and  pastoral  work.  It 
can  be  of  great  value  to  pastors  and  they  are  invited  to  use  it.  It  is 
located  in  the  Medical  School  Library, 

The  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital.  In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the  hospital 
bill,  it  is  extremely  important  that  this  be  ,made  known  in  advance  and 
the  arrangements  be  made  when  the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 
When  appointments  are  requested  for  examinations  it  is  necessary  to  let 
the  Hospital  know  if  the  person  needs  to  come  through  the  Clinic,  or  if 
he  will  come  as  a  private  or  full-pay  patient.  If  a  doctor  is  making  the 
arrangements  for  a  patient  he  should  be  told  to  make  clear  when  he 
calls  or  writes  if  it  is  a  Service  or  Clinic  Patient.  Mother's  Day  money 
cannot  be  used  for  Private  Patients. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid  given 
Service  Patients.  The  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy  cases  as 
much  as  possible,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  give  as  much 
as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  In  other  cases  of  real  need  it  has  not  been 
able  to  give  any  help,  except  the  free  services  of  the  doctors  and  reduced 
rates  on  other  items,  such  as  X-rays,  which  consideration  is  given  all 
Service  Patients.  We  must  remember  that  the  help  given  is  limited 
by  the  Mother  s  Day  gifts  of  our  churches.  Our  Mother's  Day  offering 
for  this  year  amounted  to  $3,150.63.  Our  goal  was  $4,200.00. 

The  Hospital  has  prepared  a  full  and  attractive  Information  File 
Folder  covering  all  of  these  matters  in  our  relations  with  the  Hospital. 
A  copy  is  being  mailed  to  all  our  pastors  and  associational  missionaries. 
We  urge  you  to  acquaint  yourself  with  this,  keep  it  in  your  file  and  refer 
to  it  when  questions  arise  and  when  arrangements  are  being  made  for 
patients  to  go  to  the  Hospital.

47.  Rev.  Jack  Guffey  brought  the  following  report  on  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  aging: 
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REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  past  year  in  our  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been 
one  of  great  blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the  opening  of 
our  fourth  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home.,  located  in  Eastern  North  Carolina, 
and  enabling  us  to  minister  to  30  additional  people.  The  residents  there 
are  supremely  happy  and  are  enjoying  the  abundant  life  in  this 
beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  eleven  years  we  have  increased  by  8  times  our  ability 
to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning,  there  were  20 
residents,  and  now  we  are  able  to  give  loving  care  to  160  persons  in  our 
four  Homes — Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home,  in  Winston-Salem,  the 
Albemarle  Home,  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton  Home,  at  Hamilton. 

The  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing.  Today  there 
are  138  applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to  move  forward, 
therefore,  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  meeting  the  crying  demands 
of  our  ever-growing  population  of  aging  people  who  need  our  care. 

The  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time 
high  and  are  likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  We  want  to  thank  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  these  vital 
offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal  to  each  church  to  continue 
giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital  medium.  Ninety  per 
cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Homes  are  financially  needy 
people  and  are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches 
each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  the 
time  of  old  age!",  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside,  but  one 
that  must  continue  to  challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in  every  North 
Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward  in  this  great  ministry  which  God 
has  committed  to  us.

48.  A  report  on  the  work  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
was  presented  by  Rev.  Jack  Hames  as  follows: 

THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

We  have  long  realized  the  importance  of  building  for  tomorrow 
through  the  young  people  today.  This  is  the  goal  of  our  Children's 
Homes  of  N.  C.  It  is  of  significant  importance  that  we  help  the  children 
who  have  been  hurt  by  life  to  became  well-adjusted,  responsible  citi- 
zens. Your  Children's  Homes  are  hard  at  work  to  do  just  this.  It  involves 
more  than  just  meeting  the  needs  of  the  physical  life.  It  means  that 
mental  and  spiritual  guidance  must  also  be  given. 
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This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  848  boys  and  girls  have  been 
served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  The  sad  fact  is  that  476  boys 
and  girls  had  to  be  turned  away  because  of  lack  of  room.  We  are  greatly 
in  need  of  more  space — this  can  be  done  through  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering. 

This  year  marks  the  first  time  that  the  Cooperative  Program 
supplied  more  money  to  the  support  of  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
N.  C.  than  did  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  This  is  greatly  appreciated, 
however  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  vital  to  the  work.  An  increase  of 
$100,000.00  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  would  enable  us  to  care 
for  125  additional  children.  Note  last  year's  financial  support: 


The  Trustees,  Staff  and  Children  thank  each  of  you  for  your  kind 
support  this  year. 

You  can  be  informed  of  this  work  through  Charity  and  Children. 
This  publication  now  has  a  circulation  of  55,000.  This  is  a  splendid 
publication  that  is  carrying  on  a  great  ministry.

We  must  train 
soul-winners  by  using  "The  Guide  for  Training  Christian  Witnesses" — 
pastor's  edition — (which  will  be  mailed  free  to  every  pastor  on  Novem- 
ber 15,  1962,  by  the  Training  Union  Department).  Also,  "Learning  to 
Witness"  to  be  ordered  along  with  Sunday  School  quarterlies  from  the 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

In  January,  it  will  be  worthwhile  to  start  your  three  months  of 
cultivative  witnessing,  training  our  people  to  witness  for  Christ  in 
preparation  for  our  Baptist  Jubilee  Revivals  in  March  and  April. 

February  11-13,  1963,  State-wide  Evangelistic  Conference,  Greens- 
boro. Every  church  would  do  well  to  consider  sending  its  pastor  to  this 
spiritually  refreshing  conference.  Lay  people  should  attend  too. 

February  is  transfer  Church  Membership  Month.  The  non-resident 
church  membership  problem  should  have  special  attention  at  this  time 
to  be  followed  with  perennial  efforts.

BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND  OTHER  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  deeply  indebted  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  the  manner  in  which  the  rate  increase  of  July  1,  1961,  was 
accepted.  This  was  the  first  such  increase  in  many  years  and  frankly, 
there  was  some  concern  about  how  it  would  affect  circulation.  You  will 
be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  increase  has  had  little,  if  any,  effect  on  the 
circulation  of  the  RECORDER.  Such  acceptance  on  the  part  of  our 
Baptist  people  provides  great  encouragement  to  the  RECORDER  staff 
and  directors. 

Even  though  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  will  be  130  years  old  next 
year,  it  continues  to  be  as  fresh  and  up-to-date  as  the  morning  head- 
lines. Our  state  paper  is  solid  and  dependable  yet  keeps  an  open  mind 
to  that  which  is  progressive  and  that  which  helps  Baptists  do  a  better 
job. 

As  all  of  us  know  in  our  local  churches,  an  accurate  channel  of 
information  is  necessary.  This  is  as  true  in  our  denomination  as  it  is 
in  our  churches.  The  RECORDER  is  that  channel  to  keep  you  in  touch 
each  week  with  all  that  Baptists  are  doing  around  the  world. 

In  addition  to  keeping  you  informed,  the  RECORDER  also  is  an 
open  forum  for  discussion  of  issues  in  which  all  of  us  are  interested. 
Being  a  free  people,  Baptists  are  never  afraid  to  discuss  their  problems 
in  a  Christian  spirit.  This  has  been  evidenced  in  the  RECORDER 
during  the  past  year. 

More  than  1,700  churches  now  have  RECORDER  clubs  but  that 
number  should  be  at  least  2,000.  This  goal  can  be  attained  if  pastors 
and  church  leaders  will  put  forth  a  little  special  effort.  The  Every 
Family  Plan,  costing  only  4c  a  week  per  family,  is  the  best  way  as 
more  than  500  churches  can  testify.  Even  the  Club  Plan  is  only  a  nickel 
a  week  or  $2.50  a  year. 

Those  connected  with  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  consider  it  an 
honor  as  well  as  a  responsibility  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Keep 
them  in  your  prayers  during  the  coming  year.

58.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  report  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation which  was  given  by  Rev.  Charles  C.  Coffey  as  follows: 
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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  closed  another  record-breaking 
academic  year  in  1961-1962.  All  seven  opened  in  the  fall  of  1961  with 
their  largest  enrolments:  Campbell — 1,429;  Chowan — 752;  Gardner- 
Webb— 611;  Mars  Hill— 1,099;  Meredith— 778;  Wingate— 912;  Wake 
Forest — 2,866;  making  a  total  of  8,447. 

Of  this  number,  approximately  2/3  were  members  of  Baptist 
Churches.  About  one  out  of  eight  was  preparing  either  for  the  ministry 
or  some  church-related  vocation.  They  constitute  our  denominational 
leadership  for  tomorrow.  In  addition  to  these,  hundreds  of  laymen  and 
laywomen  are  being  prepared  for  their  chosen  vocation,  giving  their 
Christian  witness  in  every  walk  of  life. 

The  past  academic  year  saw  many  excellent  physical  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  campuses: 

Campbell  College  completed  the  James  A.  Campbell  Memorial 
Administration  Building,  Bryan  Dormitory  for  Girls,  and  a  science 
building. 

Chowan  College  began  a  capital  fund  drive  for  $900,000  to  con- 
struct a  library  and  classroom-administration  building. 

Gardner-Webb  has  completed  a  new  science  building. 

Mars  Hill  dedicated  its  new  auditorium  and  fine  arts  building. 

Meredith  has  added  a  new  dormitory  and  infirmary. 

Wake  Forest  has  moved  into  its  new  life  science  building  and 
dormitory  for  girls.  The  humanities  classroom  building  is  under  con- 
struction. 

Wingate  has  completed  the  Budd  E.  Smith  Science  Building,  boys' 
dormitory,  and  is  completing  the  business  administration  building. 

Total  plant  assets  of  these  colleges  are  in  excess  of  $45,000,000. 
For  the  past  10  years  Baptists  have  provided  $500,000  each  year  to 
help  with  these  capital  outlay  needs.  To  keep  these  campuses  up  to  date 
and  competitive,  several  thousands  of  dollars  must  be  spent  each  year. 

The  total  operating  budget  of  the  seven  colleges  during  the  year 
was  about  $12,000,000.  Of  this  amount,  the  Cooperative  Program  paid 
about  5%.  Nearly  one-half  of  operating  costs  are  paid  by  students  and 
other  sources  such  as  endowment,  net  earnings  from  auxiliary  enter- 
prises such  as  dormitories,  dining  room,  student  center,  etc.  In  the 
light  of  spiraling  costs  and  expanded  student  bodies,  these  colleges  face 
very  crucial  financial  needs  in  the  future. 

The  past  year  has  also  seen  a  strengthening  of  faculties.  In  every 
case  the  colleges  have  sought  to  raise  faculty  salaries  to  attract  the 
finest  and  best  qualified  teachers.  Additional  faculty  members  have 
been  added  to  meet  the  demand  of  growing  student  bodies.  Faculty 
salaries  are  still  entirely  too  low  in  all  of  the  colleges. 

In  response  to  Convention  action,  Campbell  College  is  adding  the 
senior  year  this  fall  and  Mars  Hill  the  junior  year.  By  1964  both  of 
these  colleges  will  be  full  four-year  senior  colleges.  Wake  Forest  has 
made  a  modest  beginning  in  offering  graduate  degrees  in  some  fields 
of  study. 
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The  Convention  is  in  its  first  year  of  the  Christian  Education 
Advance  Program.  Under  this  program  each  church  is  aksed  to  increase 
its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  35%  for  1962,  '63  and  '64. 
Some  400  to  500  churches  have  made  this  increase  in  1962.  The  Co- 
operative Program  is  somewhat  higher  at  this  time  than  last  year,  and 
for  this  we  are  grateful.  However,  in  order  to  meet  our  goals,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  more  churches  to  increase  their  Cooperative  Program 
giving  by  35%. 

The  colleges  are  deliberately  and  continually  seeking  to  illuminate 
the  total  educational  process  with  the  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  faith. 
In  addition  to  Christ-oriented  teaching,  opportunities  are  provided 
daily  and  weekly  for  worship.  On  each  campus  is  a  qualified  director 
of  religious  activities  whose  responsibility  is  to  counsel  with  students 
and  faculty,  as  well  as  to  correlate  and  promote  a  program  of  voluntary 
religious  activities  designed  for  spiritual  growth. 

The  future  of  Christian  education  in  America  is  at  stake  today. 
With  increased  state  and  federal  interest  in  and  aid  to  higher  educa- 
tion, more  and  more  students  will  attend  state  institutions.  Our  taxes 
will  grow  correspondingly  higher.  These  state  colleges  by  their  very 
nature  cannot  perform  the  task  of  Christian  education.  A  Christ-oriented 
education  must  always  be  provided  by  the  Church.  Baptists  would  be  the 
last  group  to  ask  the  state  to  teach  religion  for  them.  In  a  great  re- 
public like  ours  education  needs  the  support  of  many  groups  including 
the  church.  A  state-controlled  monolithic  system  of  education  is  for- 
eign to  our  pluralistic  society. 

Into  this  expanding  sea  of  secular  education  Baptists  must  choose 
to  give  witness  to  our  faith.  Let  us  not  oppose  other  forces  operating 
in  the  field  of  higher  education,  but  rather  undergird  and  strengthen 
our  own  institutions  that  they  may  do  their  work  and  do  it  well.  To 
this  end  I  offer  the  following  suggestions: 

(1)  Acquaint  yourself  with  your  colleges.  Visit  them,  read  about 
them,  invite  the  students  and  faculty  into  your  church  to  conduct 
services. 

(2)  Encourage  your  finest  students  to  attend.  Be  sure  that  they 
apply  early. 

(3)  Pray  for  the  schools — the  presidents,  administration,  faculty, 
trustees,  and  students. 

(4)  Increase  your  Cooperative  Program  giving  35%  this  year. 

(5)  Observe  the  Christian  Education  Day,  Father's  Day — in  June.

Be  it 
resolved  that  we  urge  our  churches  to  give  more  tithes  and  offerings  for 
world  missions  and  we  lay  it  upon  the  hearts  of  our  young  people  to  see 
the  need  of  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  and  we  cause  every  mem- 
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ber  of  our  churches  to  reaUze  that  he  or  she  is  a  missionary  and  that 
we  should  pray  diligently  for  world  missions  during  these  crucial  days.

These  workers  delivered  154,788  sermons,  taught  53,892  classes, 
made  393,605  religious  visits,  and  distributed  1,125,558  tracts  and 
Scripture  portions. 

They  helped  to  organize  606  new  missions,  and  414  new  churches 
were  constituted.  Under  this  ministry  there  were  reported  54,899  pro- 
fessions of  faith,  51,294  additions  to  churches,  and  15,147  dedications 
for  special  service. 

In  addition  tb-^^^e  were  695  Southern  Baptist  Chaplains  on  active 
duty,  reporting  12,500  professions  of  faith.

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associational  Training  Union  held  all  of  its 
regularly  scheduled  meetings  during  the  year  1962.  This  includes  tourna- 
ments, Youth  Night  and  "M"  Night  also. 

Our  Youth  Night  participation  was  considered  good  this  year. 
There  was  an  attendance  of  approximately  150  persons. 

Our  "M"  Night  attendance  was  a  record  for  our  association  and  in 
the  history  of  our  organized  Training  Union  work.  The  attendance  re- 
ported for  this  meeting  was  1,252.  We  ranked  third  in  the  state  in 
our  "M"  Night  attendance  in  all  associations  reporting.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Thomas  Haggai  of  High  Point  was  the  speaker.  This  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Brown  High  School  Auditorium  in  Kannapolis. 

The  associational  tournaments  were  well  participated  in  this  year. 
There  was  a  total  of  28  Juniors  in  the  Memory  Work  Tournament.  We 
also  had  participants  in  the  Intermediate,  Young  People  and  Adult 
Tournaments.  Our  Adult  Bible  Reading  winner,  Mr.  Woodrow  Milsapps, 
went  to  the  state  finals  for  the  second  year  and  was  eliminated  there. 

It  was  our  privilege  as  Associational  Training  Union  officers,  and 
the  McGill  Street  Training  Union,  along  with  College  Park  to  assist  in 
the  organization  of  a  new  Training  Union  in  the  Community  Baptist 
Church,  Midland,  N.  C.  In  our  association  we  had  a  goal  set  of  2  new 
Training  Unions  organized  for  the  year.  We  did  not  succeed  in  organiz- 
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ing  two,  but  we  did  organize  one  strong  one  as  reported  above.  We  feel 
that  the  goals  as  set  presented  a  challenge.

THE  BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

A  Brotherhood  is  the  provision  a  church  makes  to  enlist  and  develop 
its  men  and  provide  them  with  an  avenue  to  church-centered  service. 

The  Brotherhood  is  a  movement  and  influence  for  the  enlistment 
of  men  into  those  places  where  they  can  best  serve  Christ.  The  Brother- 
hood justifies  its  existence  only  when  it  prayerfully,  systematically, 
conscientiously  and  energetically  strives  to  fulfill  this  important  place 
in  the  life  and  work  of  the  church. 

In  our  association.  We  have  more  than  1,000  men  enrolled  in  the 
forty-one  churches  which  have  a  Brotherhood.  We  had  an  associational 
clinic  on  Christian  Witnessing  led  by  Rev.  Clyde  Davis,  the  state 
Brotherhood  Secretary.  This  was  well  attended. 

The  Royal  Ambassador  work  is  gaining;  there  are  now  more  than 
700  boys  enrolled  in  the  various  chapters  of  our  association.  The  Royal 
Ambassadors  held  a  very  successful  conclave  at  Wingate  Junior  College, 
with  167  boys  attending. 

Our  aim  for  the  new  year  is  to  help  strengthen  the  work  in  the 
churches  with  a  Brotherhood  and  to  strive  to  organize  a  Brotherhood 
in  the  churches  that  do  not  have  one.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

In  keeping  with  Jubilee  Advance  emphasis  on  Church  extension, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  gave  particular  emphasis  in  1961-62  to 
church  extension.  Some  Women's  Missionary  Societies  in  Cabarrus 
Association  have  been  instrumental  in  organizing  Missions  in  Nursing 
homes  and  various  places.  The  book  "Enlistment  for  Missions"  was 
released  and  studied  in  some  of  the  churches. 

The  75th  Anniversary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  launched 
with  a  seventy-five  day  prayer  period  beginning  July  18,  1962  and 
continued  until  October  1.  Though  the  75th  Anniversary  date  is  May 
11,  1963  the  Anniversary  year  will  be  observed  from  October  1,  1962 
until  October  1,  1963.  The  Aim  of  observing  75  days  of  prayer  was  to 
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touch  the  lives  of  all  members  through  daily  individual  prayer  partici- 
pation, season  of  prayer  in  every  WMS  and  Circle  meeting,  and  through 
"Prayer  Retreats."  Our  Lord  gave  us  the  pattern  for  the  WMU  75th 
Anniversary  Prayer  Retreat.  Periods  of  withdrawal  "into  the  mountains 
to  pray"  were  a  vital  part  of  his  ministry.  "Come  ye  .  .  .  apart  .  .  .  and 
rest  awhile"  were  the  words  of  Jesus  to  his  followers.  It  is  his  Word  to 
us.  We  have  held  2  Prayer  Retreats  in  our  Association  and  have  en- 
couraged each  local  church  to  have  one. 

Ever  working  as  an  Auxiliary,  one  of  the  arms  of  our  churches, 
we  continually  try  to  encourage  our  women  and  young  people  to  en- 
gage in  winning  the  lost  through  Christian  Witnessing.  In  years  gone 
by,  we  were  content  to  take  flowers  and  food  to  the  sick  and  shut-ins  of 
our  communities,  or  even  provide  food  and  clothing  for  the  needy.  As 
good  as  these  activities  were,  we  came  to  realize  that  they  were  only 
the  stepping  stones  to  our  most  important  opportunity.  Today,  we 
not  only  visit  with  physical  assistances,  but  we  are  inviting  those  who 
do  not  share  in  services  of  our  churches  nor  enjoy  the  blessings  which 
come  from  participating  in  religious  activities,  to  share  in  these  joys. 
Above  all,  our  Aim  to  be  good  "Witnesses"  and  lead  others  into  the 
blessings  of  salvation. 

This  year  we  are  being  challenged  with  our  stewardship  program. 
We  are  encouraging  every  member  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to 
become  a  tither.  So  far  a  little  better  than  50%  of  the  members  of  our 
Association  are'  tithers.  True  happiness  in  our  Christian  living  cannot 
be  found  until  we  have  done  our  best  in  giving  tithes  and  offerings. 

We  have  sought  to  educate  our  youth  in  missions  by  an  active  YWA 
Council  and  an  Associational  organization  for  Junior  and  Intermediate 
Girls'  Auxiliary.  These  organizations  have  ,met  4  times  with  over-flowing 
attendances  resulting  in  5  conversions  and  89  life  commitments.  Many 
wonderful  things  are  being  planned  to  celebrate  OA's  50th  Anniversary. 
The  Sunbeam  Camp  for  8  year  olds  surpassed  any  previous  records. 

Realizing  the  need  for  better  trained  workers  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  placed  much  emphasis  on  leadership  training  this  year.  3  classes 
were  conducted  in  the  Cabarrus  Association  in  which  106  women  earned 
the  Card  of  Accreditation,  8  YWA  leaders  and  54  GA  leaders  with  11 
renewals  and  32  Sunbeam  Band  leaders.  Some  churches  taught  the 
course  in  the  local  church. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  interest  in  and  the  progress  of  the  Wo- 
men's work,  yet,  our  watchword  for  this  year,  "That  thy  way  may  be 
known  upon  earth,  thy  saving  health  among  all  nations"  must  mean 
that  we  shall  not  be  satisfied  until  all  the  churches  in  our  midst  which 
have  no  organization  for  women  nor  young  people  shall  have  been  en- 
listed.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Surely  in  the  light  of  news  of  our  world  so  recently  becoming  first 
in  our  thoughts  and  concerns,  we  agree  that  it  is  "time  to  wake  up"  to 
the  needs  of  the  world  as  we  have  attempted  to  take  the  Gospel  to 
those  in  places  not  so  blessed  as  we.  Perhaps  too  long  we  have  preferred 
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to  remain  asleep  to  the  needs  we  have  known  existed.  But  with  the 
conquest  of  space  and  the  unleashing  of  new  powers  that  can  be  used 
to  deliver  man  or  destroy,  we  are  alerted  to  these  needs  and  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  our  Lord's  Commission  to  "go"  and  with  the  news 
of  salvation,  meet  man's  most  pressing  need. 

We  do  not  have  to  look  far  to  see  the  needs,  nor  how  little  we  do  to 
meet  them.  For  the  more  than  two  billion  non-Christians  in  the  world, 
we  Southern  Baptists  have  1,563  foreign  missionaries  serving  in  51 
countries.  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen  said:  "We  have  already  gone  a 
long  way.  There  yet  looms  before  us  the  possibility  of  a  great  new 
thrust  in  world  missions."  And  he  reminds  us  that  it  is  dependent  upon 
mighty  surges  of  spiritual  power,  compassion,  conviction,  and  willing- 
ness to  do  anything  the  Lord  commands. 

At  the  same  time  Dr.  Porter  Routh  disturbs  us  with  the  fact  that 
while  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  and  Cooperative  Program  gifts  were  the 
largest  in  our  history  last  year,  our  total  per  capita  gifts  to  foreign 
missions  were  less  than  $2.00  per  year.  He  says  the  greatest  deterrent 
to  world  missions  today  is  not  the  Iron  Curtain  and  the  Bamboo  Curtain 
but  the  plush  curtains  of  our  churches. 

But  we  must  "awaken"  to  the  fact  that  resources  of  a  physical 
nature  alone  will  not  accomplsh  the  task.  There  must  be  dedication 
of  ourselves,  resources,  and  sons  and  daughters  for  the  greatest  need 
of  foreign  missions  remains  that  of  personnel.

He  held  the  B.  A.  Degree  from  Georgetown  College,  Th.M. 
from  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  awarded 
the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Georgetown  College. 

Dr.  Summers  taught  Bible  at  Campbellville  College  in  Ken- 
tucky.

Music  Meetings— The  Calendar  Committee  recommends  that  the  Music  Com- 
mittee be  given  the  privilege  of  meeting  at  the  same  time  and  place 
as  the  Training  Union  Conference  during  the  coming  year. 
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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

CABARRUS  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I-NAME  AND  CONSTITUTION 

SECTION  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

SECTION  2.  Membership  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Association,  Pastors  of  the  churches  affiliated  therewith,  and  Messengers 
from  the  churches  that  have  been  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  that  continue  Baptist  in  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate 
with  the  Association,  and  support  the  agencies  of  the  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  sub- 
mit a  written  request  to  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  showing  the 
approval  of  the  Missions  Committee  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  On  the  basis  of  this  request  they  shall  be 
received  by  a  majority  vote  under  watchcare  for  a  period  of  time  sufficient  to 
prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its  place  as  a  cooperating  Baptist 
Church. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  found  to  be  unfaithful  in  faith  or  practice 
shall  be  visited  by  the  Officers  of  the  Association  with  a  view  of  correcting 
such  errors.  If  the  church  fails  to  correct  the  prevailing  errors  in  faith  and/or 
practice,  and  if  such  errors  be  of  such  nature  as  to  alienate  the  church  from 
the  orderly  and  faithful  churches  of  the  Association,  the  Officers  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  recommend  to  the  Association  that  fellowship  be  withdrawn 
from  the  church.  A  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Messengers  present  and 
voting  shall  be  required  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  such  church. 

SECTION  4.  The  annual  deliberative  body  shall  be  composed  of  the 
membership  as  stated  in  Section  2  of  this  article. 

SECTION  5.  Churches  of  fifty  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  addi- 
tional fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers. 

ARTICLE  II-OBJECT 

SECTION  1.    The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of 
the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources 
and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 
ARTICLE  III-ANNUAL  CHURCH  REPORTS 

SECTION  1.  Each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  report  the 
progress  and  condition  of  the  church  to  the  Association  on  the  blank  letter 
forms  furnished  to  the  church  clerks  by  the  clerk  of  the  Association  prior  to 
the  meeting  of  the  Association.  Failure  of  any  church  to  report  at  any  annual 
session  of  the  Association  shall  be  investigated  by  the  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  IV-OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent, Associational  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  Statistician, 
and  Auditor.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  ex-officio  member.  The 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  shall  be  elected 
by  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Nomi- 
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iiating  Committee.  Except  for  remmieration  to  the  Clerk  for  publishing  the 
minutes  of  the  Association,  and  the  Auditor  for  auditing  the  Associational 
Treasm-er's  books  at  the  end  of  the  Associational  year,  no  individual  receiv- 
ing any  financial  considerations  from  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any 
office  listed  in  this  section. 

SECTION  2.  The  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  over  all 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee  if  available.  In 
their  absence  the  body  shall  elect  a  Moderator  Pro-tem  who  shall  preside.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  the  fraternal  visitor  of  the  Churches  throughout  the  year. 
He  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Council.  He  shall  be  elected  for 
one  term  and  shall  not  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator  and  in  absence  of  the  Moderator  at  regularly  scheduled  sessions 
of  the  Association  and  Promotion  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  body,  furnish  the  churches  the  blank  letter  forms  on 
which  to  report  to  the  Association,  and  prepare  and  publish  the  annual  of 
the  Association  as  soon  after  adjournment  as  is  practicable  for  accuracy  and 
efficiency.  The  Clerk  shall  be  paid  at  least  ($125)  one  hundred-twenty-five 
dollars  annually. 

SECTION  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  safeguard  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  shall  disburse  the  same  in  accordance  to  the  budget  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed. 

SECTION  6.  The  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the 
Associational  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  session,  with  the  exception  of  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall 
assume  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  at  which  he  is  elected  and 
shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  elected  at  the  next  annual  session. 

SECTION  7.  The  officers  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School,  the 
Associational  Training  Union,  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
and  Associational  Brotherhood  shall  be  elected  by  their  respective  organizations 
at  the  last  meeting  in  the  Associational  year  by  their  own  methods,  with  the 
exception  of  the  chief  officer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  least  three  months 
before  the  last  meeting.  The  list  of  officers  will  be  furnished  the  Nominating 
Committee  who  shall  present  them  to  the  Association  for  approval  at  the 
time  of  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Association.  Those  persons  selected 
for  officers  in  these  organizations  will  serve  in  cooperation  with  the  officers 
already  serving  until  they  are  approved  by  the  Association,  at  which  time 
they  shall  assume  full  responsibility  of  office. 

SECTION  8.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Missions  Committee  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Association 
or  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  His  election  shall  be 
by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  or  members  present.  He 
shall  serve  until  tlie  relationship  is  terminated  by  mutual  consent. 

He  shall  have  the  same  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  a  Pastor  has  to  the  organizations  of  the  church. 

He  shall  work  with  the  church  at  their  invitation  and  as  time  affords. 

He  shall  lead  in  the  primary  mission  work  of  the  Association  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association,  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committees  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  listed  in  Article  V. 

His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  (including  the 
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Promotion  Committee)  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  assigned  him  by 
the  Association  (including  the  Promotion  Committee)  and/or  the  Missions 
Committee. 

SECTION  9.  THE  AUDITOR'S  duty  shall  be  to  audit  the  Associational 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  year.

SECTION  2.  The  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
members.  They  shall  present  the  names  of  all  churches  applying  for  member- 
ship in  the  Association  at  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  Each 
shall  be  received  by  majority  ^ote  under  watchcare  for  a  period  of  time 
sufficient  to  prove,  through  practice  and  attitude,  its  place  as  a  cooperating 
Baptist  Church.  The  Committee  shall  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
petitioning  church  as  to  its  doctrines,  practices,  and  support  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  shall 
recommend  to  the  Association  at  the  next  annual  session  one  of  three  actions: 

a.  Acceptance  of  the  church  into  Associational  membership. 

b.  Further  consideration  for  action  at  the  next  annual  session. 

c.  Rejection  of  the  petition. 

SECTION  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
This  committee  shall  prepare  an  order  of  business  for  the  annual  session 
of  the  Association.  Printed  copies  of  the  suggested  order  of  business  shall 
be  distributed  to  those  attending  the  opening  session  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  4.  The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
pastors.  Churches  desiring  to  ordain  preachers  are  requested  to  place  their 
candidate  before  the  committee  for  examination  on  the  following  principles: 

(1)  Christian  experience  or  conversion,  (2)  Call  to  the  ministry,  (3) 
Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects,  (4)  Support  of  denomi- 
national causes,  (5)  Moral  and  Spiritual  fitness,  (6)  Doctrinal  beliefs,  (7) 
Purpose  to  serve  and  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

No  candidate  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not  been 
a  member  of  a  Cooperating  Baptist  Church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  looked  upon  with  favor  for  ordination  only  when 
they  are  serving  a  church  or  churches  as  pastor  or  have  actually  been  called 
as  pastor  to  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as 
far  as  possible  in  Baptist  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

Recommendation  will  be  made  by  the  committee  to  the  chiu-ch  where 
the  candidate  holds  membership.  Tlie  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the 
ordination  service  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  church  and  the  members  of 
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the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

SECTION  5.  The  Budget  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Moderator 
of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  chairman.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
committee  to  meet  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and  prepare 
a  budget  to  cover  all  anticipated  needs  of  the  Association  for  the  next  Asso- 
ciational  year.  The  committee  will  cause  this  budget  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  to  the  messengers  at  the  Association.  The  committee  will  suggest 
a  pro  rata  share  of  die  budget  for  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Asso- 
ciation for  their  consideration  and  approval. 

SECTION  6.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  sections: 
The  Ceneral  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Associational  Nom- 
inating Committee. 

The  General  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  three 
persons  nominated  by  the  committee  to  nominate  the  Nominating  Committee. 
The}'  shall  be  elected  by  the  Association  and  serve  from  the  close  of  the 
annual  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  General 
Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  from  each  organization  along  with  the  minister  of  music.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  Committee  to  Nominate 
the  Nominating  Committee. 

At  least  four  months  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  year  the  chief 
officer  of  each  Associational  organization  shall  appoint  or  otherwise  cause  to 
be  elected  a  committee  to  suggest  the  officers  of  the  organization.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  will  serve  as  a  duly  elected  member  of  the 
Associational  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur  within  each  organization  during  the  year  the  elected 
officers  of  the  organization  will  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to  fill  the 
\  acancies. 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  comprised  of  the  three  duly 
elected  members  and  the  chairman  of  each  organizational  committee  will 
meet  at  least  three  months  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  year  and  nominate 
all  the  officers  of  the  Association  except  those  specifically  provided  for  other- 
wise and  the  following  committees:  Petitionary  Letters,  Program,  Ordination, 
Trustees,  and  Missions.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  repre- 
sentatives for  the  following  denominational  institutions  and  work:  Religious 
Literature,  Evangelism,  Hospital,  Orphanage,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Tem- 
perance and  Public  Morals,  Annuity,  Stewardship,  State  Missions,  Home 
Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  American  Bible  Society, 
Obituaries,  and  any  additional  representatives  that  might  be  deemed  necessary. 

Each  organizational  nominating  committee,  with  the  chief  officer  of 
the  organization,  will  meet  after  this  committee  has  concluded  its  work 
and  proceed  with  the  selection  of  the  officers  of  the  organization. 

Each  person  selected  to  fill  an  office  will  be  contacted  and  his  consent 
to  serve  be  secured.  Those  selected  shall  be  placed  before  the  Association 
for  election  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association.  The  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  present  the  names  of  those  selected  by  the  various  organizations 
to  head  their  work  for  election  by  the  Association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  will  furnish  a  name  or  names  to  proper 
Officers  of  the  State  Mission  Board  for  the  member  of  the  State  Mission 
Board  from  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  all  vacancies 
except  the  officers  of  the  organizations  as  the\'  occur  during  the  year  at  the 
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regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

As  vacancies  occur,  both  among  the  General  Officers  of  the  Association 
and  within  the  officers  of  the  organizations,  they  shall  be  filled  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,   in  its  regular  monthly  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members.  Initially 
one  member  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
one  year.  Succeeding  years  one  member  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  No  Trustee  shall  succeed  himself  in  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  hold  in  trust  for  the  Association  all  the  real  and  physical  prop- 
erty not  otherwise  provided  for. 

SECTION  8.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine 
members.  Initially  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  tliree  years, 
three  members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  one  year.  Succeeding 
years  three  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  No  member 
shall  succeed  himself  in  office.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  committee  after  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  Meetings  will 
be  held  at  the  call  of  the  chainnan  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  committee  to  confer  with  any 
group  desiring  to  organize  a  Baptist  Church  and  assist  in  the  organization 
after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  the  Promotion  Committee;  the  com- 
mittee shall  seek  put  places  where  Baptist  work  should  be  established  and 
sponsor  the  work,  or  enlist  a  Baptist  Church  to  sponsor  the  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Associational  Missionary.  The  committee  shall  confer 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  establishing  new  work  and  in  the  pro- 
motion of  all  work,  fostered  by  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions. 

SECTION  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Association,  the  Pastors,  Assistant  Pastors  and  Pastors'  Assist- 
ants, Educational  Directors,  Sunday  School  Superintendents,  Training  Un- 
ion Directors,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendents.  Brotherhood 
President  of  the  Churches  affiliated  with  the  Association.  The  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator  and  Clerk  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  stated  officers  of  the 
committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  the  Association  Ad-interim. 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Monday  evening  after 
the  second  Sunday  in  each  month.  The  place  of  the  meeting  to  be  arranged 
by  the  Program  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  for  one  hour  for  reports  of  com- 
mittees and  matters  of  business.  Following  this  meeting  the  organized 
work  of  the  Association  will  meet  in  their  quarterly  sessions. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School,  with  the  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  in  charge,  will  meet  the  first  month  in  each  quarter. 

The  Mission  Emphasis  will  meet  the  second  month  in  each  quarter  with 
the  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  in  charge.  At  this  meeting  the 
work  of  the  Association,  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  will  be  em- 
phasized. The  Associational  Brotherhood,  with  the  Associational  Brotherhood 
President  in  charge,  and  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  with 
the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent  in  charge,  will 
meet  separately  as  a  part  of  this  meeting. 

The  Associational  Training  Union,  with  the  Associational  Training 
Union  Director  in  charge,   will  meet  the  third  month  in  each  quarter. 

SECTION  10.  The  Advisory  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Modera- 
tor, the  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  the  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  the  Associa- 
tional W.  M.  U.  President,    and  the  Associational  Brotherhood  President. 
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The  Advisory  Council  will  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  as  needs 
arise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisoiy  Council  to: 

a.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  cooperation  with  the 
Association,  the  N.  C,  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

b.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  financial  support  of  the 
cooperative  program  of  Southern  Baptists  and  to  report  any  lack  of 
cooperation  to  the  Association  in  the  regular  session  as  conditions 
dictate. 

c.  Counsel  with  the  churches  concerning  their  lack  of  participation  in 
the  organized  work  of  the  Association  or  lack  of  participation  in  the 
mission  causes  sponsored  by  the  Association.  The  Council  will  report 
any  un-Baptist  tendencies  or  practices  of  the  churches  to  the  Associa- 
tion in  regular  session  for  proper  consideration  and  action. 

d.  Counsel  with  young  men  entering  school  in  preparation  for  the  min- 
istry, consider  applications  of  these  young  men  for  aid  by  Baptist 
Colleges,  and  signing  applications,  in  the  name  of  the  Executive 
Committee  when  these  applications  meet  their  unanimous  approval. 

SECTION  11.  At  the  first  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  following  committees  to  report  at  this  meeting  of  the 
Association: 

a.  Place  and  Preacher 

b.  Resolutions 

c.  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee 

SECTION  12.  Other  committees  for  specific  reports  and  work  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  as  need  arises. 

SECTION  13.  The  Calendar  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  following 
Associational  Officers:  Missionary,  Moderator,  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent, Training  Union  Director,  President  of  W.M.S.,  Brotherhood  President, 
Music  Director,  President  of  Pastor's  Conference,  Chairman  of  Evangelism 
Committee,  and  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee.  This  Committee  shall 
prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities.  The  Calendar  shall  be  printed  in  good 
form  and  distributed  to  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  VI-CHANGES 

SECTION  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed  change  be 
read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  da>'  of  the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  convene  Monday  after- 
noon following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October  and  continue  through  Tuesday 
evening. 

2.  All  (luestions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary 

Law. 

3.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  messengers  present. 

4.  All  promotional  expenses  incurred  by  the  General  Officers  of  the 
Association  shall  be  paid  from  the  Associational  treasury.  Mileage  shall  be 
paid  for  the  use  of  automobile  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  (7(')  per  mile. 
Each  General  Officer  shall  report  any  expenses  incurred  or  mileage  driven 
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to  the  Executive  Committee  at  each  quarterly  meeting,  where  they  will  be 
approved  for  payment.    The  Treasurer  will  then  make  payment  of  same. 

5.  Each  Mission  and  Church  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Associational  Executive  Committee  at 
the  first  meeting  in  the  quarter.  These  reports  shall  be  based  on  the  table 
in  Associational  Minutes.

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they  were  as  fast  as  roes  upon  the  mountains.  Verse  33,  they  eould  keep 
rank.  They  were  not  of  a  double  heart.  They  were  expert  in  war.  Verse 
38,  they  could  keep  rank  with  a  perfect  heart.  Verse  40,  there  was  yet 
another  group  not  in  the  fighting  ranks  who  provided  bread  on  asses  and 
camels  and  on  mules  and  oxen  and  meat,  meal,  cakes  of  figs  and  bunches 
of  raisins  and  wine  and  oil  and  oxen  and  sheep  abundantly,  for  there  was  joy 
in  Israel. 

These  are  not  mere  average  followers.  The  task  to  which  they  are 
dedicated  is  not  common  place.  These  men  had  practiced  until  they  could 
keep  rank.  They  could  work  anywhere.  They  could  teach,  preach,  visit, 
lead  a  R.  A.  chapter,  win  the  lost,   janitor,   listen  and  pray. 

When  our  churches  are  trembling,  truth  being  tested,  men's  hearts 
quaking,   we  need  men  who  have  something  to  stand  on  and  will  stand. 

Many  underestimate  their  inability,  others  over-estimate  their  ability. 
God  isn't  looking  for  either.  He  is  looking  for  availability.  "The  world 
at  its  worst  needs  the  church  at  her  best." 

In  this  lesson  from  1st  Chronicles,  every  man  was  found  faithfully 
at  his  post.  Stewardship  requires  a  man  to  be  faithful  on  Sunday  morning, 
Sunday  evening,  Wednesday  night  and  every  other  time  there  is  oppor- 
tunity for  service.  Verse  40,  provisions  continually  flowed  in  and  there 
was  joy  in  all  Israel. 

In  1962,  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  had  a  ratio  of  about  one 
Baptism  for  every  32  church  members.  Per  capita  gifts  for  all  mission 
causes  was  about  $11.25.  Per  capita  gifts  for  all  causes  was  about  $72.45. 
1963  ratio  of  Baptisms  was  about  1  to  37  members.  Per  capita  gifts  to 
missions  was  about  $11.07.    Per  capita  gifts  for  all  causes  was  about  $67.50. 

This  1963  report  is  made  with  five  churches  not  yet  reporting.  Steward- 
ship in  the  Biblical  sense  simply  teaches  that  God  can  do  anything  through 
his  church  if  he  can  first  "get  the  man."

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  OCTOBER  28  1963 

Your  Missions  Committee  met  monthly  during  the  year  to  confer  with 
the  Associational  Missionary  regarding  the  promotion  of  all  the  work  of  the 
Association.  We  made  regular  monthly  reports  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Missions  Committee  be  authorized  to  secure  a  Bell  and 
Howell  filmsound  projector. 

2.  That  a  request  from  the  Hillside  Church  of  $1,200.00  for  pastoral 
aid  to  the  State  Mission  Board  be  approved. 

3.  The  Missions  Committee  met  in  a  called  session  on  December  14, 
1962,  to  consider  a  report  from  the  sub-committee  in  reference  to  the  calling 
of  a  missionary.  John  U.  Garner,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  read  the 
report  and  made  a  motion  that  the  Missions  Committee  accept  this  report 
recommending  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  we  extend  to  the  Rev. 
E.  C.  Watson,  now  missionary  in  the  New  South  River  Association,  a  call 
to  become  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  Cabarrus  Association.  The 
Missions  Committee  in  turn  requested  our  moderator  to  call  a  special  session 
of  the  executive  committee  on  January  4,  1963,  to  consider  the  calling 
of  a  missionary.  In  this  meeting  we  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  Watson.  It 
was  unanimous. 
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4.  That  our  association  request  the  Sunday  School  Department  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  to  send  us  a  student  worker  for  the  summer 
months. 

5.  That  our  missionary  serve  as  Regional  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent for  Region  Six. 

6.  That  we  recommend  to  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  that  we 
look  with  favor  upon  receiving  the  Central  Baptist  Church  under  the  watch- 
care  of  our  association. 

7.  That  we  approve  the  Guidelines  for  the  Missionary  and  Secretary 
as  drawn  up  by  the  Missionary  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

Your  Missions  Committee  has  worked  in  close  harmony  with  our  Mis- 
sionary to  try  and  carry  out  the  mission  work  of  our  Association.  We  have 
kept  a  watchful  eye  upon  our  work  as  to  the  needs,  possibilities  and  op- 
portunities.   This  we  purpose  to  do  in  the  future.

This  includes  all  associational  office 
expenses,    and  expenses  incurred  by  the  associational  organizations.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

My  work  with  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  since  arrival  on  March 
1  of  this  year  has  been  most  enjoyable. 

I  have  spoken  or  worked  in  46  of  the  58  churches  in  the  Association, 
and  in  2  others  which  were  under  study  for  reception.  I  have  visited  in 
all  the  other  churches  in  the  Association. 

The  major  joint  effort  of  this  period  has  been  the  Training  Union  En- 
largement Campaign.  Nine  churches  had,  or  are  having,  classes  and  21 
churches  were  represented  in  morning  classes  led  by  State  Training  Union 
Secretary,   Jimmy  Morgan. 

Thirty-one  churches  were  represented  in  Deacon's  Schools. 

Possibly  the  most  important  work  of  the  missionary  has  been  in  seeking 
to  grasp  the  nature  and  challenge  of  the  work  in  this  Association.  We 
have  studied  the  jobs  and  prepared  job  descriptions  for  the  missionary  and 
secretary.  We  have  sought  to  catch  something  of  the  spirit  of  the  churches, 
and  feel  their  most  apparent  needs.  Working  with  the  Sunday  School 
organization,  a  survey  has  been  made  of  all  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Asso- 
ciation to  determine  what  is  being  done,  and  to  discover  their  needs.  We 
have  studied  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  the  program  of  the  Associa- 
tion. A  pilot  project  of  an  "Associational  Development  Program"  designed 
by  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  being  used  to  study  our  Association  and  its 
area,  and  will  result  in  recommendations  for  the  long-range  improvement  of 
our  program. 

Three  localities  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Missionary 
and  the  Missions  Committee  and  are  currently  under  study  as  possible  sites 
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for  new  missions.  We  request  your  prayers  as  we  work  with  the  Missions 
Committee  to  reach  sound,   spirit-led  conclusions.

ANNUITY  BOARD 
of  the 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

There  has  been  added  a  special  death  benefit  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan.  This  benefit  is  offered  to  both  ministers  and  denomina- 
tional workers,  under  40  years  of  age.  It  covers  both  natural  and  acci- 
dental death. 

If  the  member  dies  a  natural  death  before  age  40,  the  benefit  provides  a 
cash  settlement  to  the  member's  widow  or  estate  equal  to  the  average  salar>- 
on  which  dues  were  paid.  If  he  dies  because  of  an  accident,  the  cash  set- 
tlement will  be  double  the  average  salary. 

There  is  no  -  added  cost  for  this  special  death  benefit,  which  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  retirement,  widow  and  disability  benefits  of  the  Protection 
Plan. 

BENEFITS  PAID 

More  than  $41  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  b\ 
the  Annuity  Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last  year  these  benefits 
totaled  more  than  $3  million,  and  were  paid  to  more  than  4,500  ministers 
and  denominational  workers  or  their  families,  who  were  members  of  a 
retirement  plan,   and  approximately  750  on  the  relief  rolls. 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  RETIREMENT  PLANS 

As  of  April  1,  1963,  there  were  15,964,  or  49%,  of  the  total  churches 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the  Annuity  Board's 
retirement  program  for  their  pastor's.  Out  of  a  total  of  212  educational  in- 
stitutions, hospitals,  children's  homes  and  homes  for  the  aged,  121  are 
enrolled  in  an  Annuity  Board  retirement  plan  with  their  employees.  Total 
membership  in  all  the  Board's  retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 

In  our  own  Association  we  have  35  of  our  churches  now  in  the  Annuity 
Plan.  The  following  churches  participate  in  the  Annuity  Plan:  First,  Kann., 
First,  Mt.  Pleasant,  First,  Concord,  Blackwelder  Park,  Broadus  Memorial, 
Bethlehem,  Coldwater,  Centerview,  Calvary,  Concord  Lake,  Franklin  Heights, 
Faith,  Immanual,  Jackson  Park,  Kerr  Street,  Lakewood,  McGill  Street,  Miami, 
Midland,  Memorial,  North  Kann.,  Odell,  Parkwood,  Poplar  Grove,  Pitts, 
Phaniels,  Roberta,  Royal  Oaks,  Southside,  Skyland,  West  Concord,  Wilmar 
Park,  White  Hill,  White  Park,  Young  Street.

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TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  xMORALS 

We  are  living  in  times  of  tremendous  stress  and  strain,  yet  the  church 
of  Jesus  Christ  has  always  marched  forward  when  stormy  seas  prevailed. 
The  chaos  that  reigns  in  the  world  today,   is  a  challenge  to  all  Christians. 

Someone  has  said  that  preachers  are  too  emphatically  and  outspokenly 
opposed  to  the  liquor  traffic.  If  we  should  appear  to  be  so,  it  would  be 
because  the  preachers  see  the  real  results  of  alcohol.  We  preach  the 
funerals  of  the  penniless  drunkards;  try  to  patch  up  the  shattered  homes; 
help  find  food  and  clothing  for  the  innocent  victims;  listen  to  the  broken- 
hearted wives  of  the  alcoholics.  But,  above  all,  we  see  men  and  women 
reject  the  love  of  God  and  His  salvation  because  of  their  love  for  strong 
drink,  so  we  cannot  help  but  to  cry  out  against  the  evil. 

Perhaps  as  great  menace  as  the  alcohol  threat  to  our  people  is  the 
peddling  in  narcotic  drugs  among  our  young  people.  Those  who  have 
had  opportunity  to  study  their  causes  and  spread,  report  that  they  po5e 
an  even  greater  threat  to  their  users  than  alcohol.  We  must  be  on  the  alert 
to  detest  signs  of  this  evil  in  our  midst. 

Another  great  menace  now  sweeping  over  our  land  is  the  abuse  of  the 
Lord's  day.  We  should  speak  with  zeal  against  the  commercialization  of 
God's  Day  by  business  and  sports  of  all  kinds.  It  is  our  firm  belief  that 
people  would  be  stronger  physically,  mentally  and  spiritually  if  they  ob- 
served the  Lord's  Day  properly. 

By  having  the  proper  public  officials  and  the  right  kind  of  legislation 
will  help  control  a  lot  of  evil  practices  which  leads  to  moral  problems,  but 
legislation  alone  can  never  cope  with  the  moral  degeneracy  of  an  evil 
society.  But  an  evil  society  will  be  transformed  into  a  good  society  when 
it  is  made  up  of  individuals  who  have  become  Christlike.  Preach  Christ, 
obey  Christ,  live  by  Christ's  standards,  and  the  world  around  us  will 
become  like  Christ. 

It  is  imperative  then,  that  we  seek  to  solve  these  moral  problems 
in  the  spirit  of  Christ.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions  includes  no  less  than  17  ministries,  all  of  them  under 
the  direction  of  the  Division  of  Missions.  Seven  areas  of  work  are  ad- 
ministered directly  by  secretaries  or  directors.  They  are  Church  Devel- 
opment, Interracial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute,  Ministry  to 
the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee  Ministry  and  Military 
Personnel. 

Ten  areas  of  Work  are  promoted  and  supervised  by  Missions  Division 
Director  E.  Lowell  Spivey.  They  are  Associational  Missions,  Institutional 
Ministries  (Samarcand,  McCain,  Leonard  Training  School  and  Odum 
Prison),  Special  Summer  Mission  work.  Pastor's  Schools,  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions, Pastoral  Aid,  Church  Loans,  30,000  Movement  and  Work  with 
Japanese. 

The  Schools  of  Missions  reached  200,000  people  last  year.  During 
World  Missions  Year  in  1963,  10  weeks  of  schools  will  be  conducted,  with 
400  churches  using  300  missionaries  from  around  the  world. 

The  30,000  Movement  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  556  new 
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missions  and  churches  in  the  state.  Of  the  goal  of  120  for  1962,  more  than 
half  of  it  was  reached  in  five  and  one  half  months. 

The  Cherokee  Indian  Work  reached  many  of  the  4,200  people  on  the 
Cherokee  Reservation.  There  are  two  workers  and  17  churches— but  16 
of  these  churches  greatly  need  developing.  There  are  about  50,000  Indians 
in  the  state. 

The  Ministry  to  the  Deaf  is  one  of  the  best-publicized  phases  of  State 
Missions.  There  are  approximately  5,000  deaf  people  in  the  state  and  this 
ministry  seeks  to  enlist  them  for  Christ  and  Christian  development. 

There  are  11  Seminary  Extension  Centers  in  Region  10  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state,  reaching  480  pastors,  Sunday  school  teachers  and  other 
church  and  associational  leaders.  Fruitland  has  170  men  enrolled  for  24 
weeks  of  training  under  a  faculty  of  eight  people. 

The  Interracial  Cooperation  Ministry  is  varied  and  many-faceted. 
There  are  Conferences  on  Human  Relations,  Evangelism  and  Stewardship 
Clinics,  Training  Institutes  for  Lay  Leadership,  Youth  Camps  and  Retreats, 
Deacons'  Schools  and  many  other  practical  undertakings  designed  to 
strengthen  churches. 

Church  Development  promotes  community-associational  and  regional 
surveys  and  the  Church  of  the  Year  and  Church  Achievement  Programs. 

With  more  than  100,000  people  in  the  four  large  Military  areas,  the 
world  mission ,  opportunity  is  limitless. 

In  Associational  Missions  Ministry— 66  missionaries  serve  in  69  asso- 
ciations. Three  more  associations  are  planning  to  call  missionaries  soon. 
This  means  that  only  nine  associations  will  be  without  missionaries.  Fifty- 
seven  associations  receive  financial  assistance  from  the  State  Convention. 
An  annual  workshop  and  conference  is  also  provided  for  the  missionaries 
and  convention  staff. 

This  year  161  missions  and  churches  will  be  aided  through  pastoral 
assistance,  new  church  lot  gifts  and  church  loans.  The  number  of  churches 
assisted  through  the  years  by  State  Missions  will  run  into  the  hundreds.  A 
total  of  $88,000  is  budgeted  for  pastoral  aid,  $40,000  for  aid  on  church 
lots  and  $25,000  for  church  loans. 

Dr.  E.  Lowell  Spivey  has  faithfully  led  this  work  for  the  past  19  years. 
Over  710  new  churches  and  approximately  250  missions  have  been  established 
in  this  period.  Dr.  Spivey  has  at  heart  the  people  of  North  Carolina— in 
all  walks  of  life.  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  fortunate  in  the  quality 
of  work  being  done  through  State  Missions.  Let  us  continue  to  support 
State  Missions— not  only  with  our  gifts,  but  with  our  prayers.

Our  four  Homes— the  Hayes 
Home  and  Resthaven  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  at  Albe- 
marle, and  the  Hamilton  Home,   at  Hamilton,  now  serve  160  residents. 

The  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space.  At  this  time  there  are  160 
people  waiting  for  admission. 

The  ages  of  our  residents  ranges  from  65-102  with  the  average  age  being 
80.  Each  person,  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  distinctly  Christian,  is  surrounded 
by  love,   peace  and  security. 
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In  the  e\'ent  of  illness  nursing  care  is  provided.  The  resident  is  assured 
that  he  will  receive  tender  loving  care  in  sickness  as  well  as  in  health. 

The  homes  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Baptist  Churches.  The  work 
is  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers,  the  visits,  the  loving  concern, 
and  the  financial  support  of  our  people.  "The  two  most  vital  media  of 
support  from  the  churches  are  the  Special  Day  Offerings,  received  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.  Inasmuch  as  we  receive  only  1  3/107f  of  the  State  Convention's 
share  of  the  Cooperative  Program,  or  $7.92  out  of  each  $1,000. 00  contributed 
through  the  Cooperative  Program,  we  shall  have  to  continue  to  look  to  the 
Special  Day  Offerings  for  the  greater  part  of  our  support  from  the  churches." 

Keep  the  Baptist  Homes  in  your  prayers,  your  interest  and  support 
the  work  with  your  gifts.

1963  REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  opportunity  of  serving  jjersons  created  in  the  image  of  God  is  a  high 
and  holy  privilege. 

You  and  I  have  seen  an  opportunity  in  multiplied  thousands  of  people 
who  are  sick  in  body,  mind  and  spirit,  and  who  come  to  our  Baptist  Hos- 
pital seeking  help.  We  reach  out  the  hand  of  love  and  mercy  through  the 
skilled  and  dedicated  hands  of  our  doctors,  nurses,  chaplains,  and  many 
others  inxolved  in  this  ministry  to  the  total  person.  We  are  grateful  for  this 
opportimity  of  joining  hands  with  those  who  soothe  the  fevered  brow,  give 
the  miracle  drug,  guide  the  surgeon's  knife,  bring  the  message  of  hope, 
and  do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks  which  are  necessary  in  the  operation  of 
our  great  Medical  Center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Hospital  this  year 
will  be  greater  than  the  population  of  one  of  our  medium-size  North  Caro- 
lina cities,  such  as  Goldsboro  or  Salisbury.  Most  of  them  will  be  seriously 
ill  and  referred  by  their  family  physicians  because  they  need  the  kind  of 
care  available  only  in  a  large  medical  center. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  which  we  provided  by  our  special  offerings 
or  by  an  item  in  our  Church  Budgets  designated  for  the  Hospital,  is  the  means 
through  which  we  make  it  possible  for  those  who  cannot  pay  to  have  the 
care  they  need.  The  $176,000  which  the  Hospital  receives  from  the  Coop- 
erative Program  provided  by  our  churches  must  go  to  help  pay  for  build- 
ings, purchase  equipment,  and  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

The  churches  of  the  Cabarrus  Association  at  the  time  of  this  report 
have  contributed  $2,856.94  to  the  Mother's  Day  Fund  this  year.  Let  us  add 
to  the  strength  of  this  offering  as  we  pray  daily  for  this  healing  ministry. 
Again,   let  us  resolve  to  increase  our  gifts  every  year. 

We  call  attention  to  the  Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
Hospital  which  we  may  place  in  our  wills  for  any  amount,  or  contrib- 
ute to  at  any  time,  and  thus  continue  to  be  a  part  of  this  service  of  love 
through  the  years  after  we  are  gone. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  people  for  their  share  in  this  ministry  and  call 
upon  them  to  make  their  support  a  worthy  expression  of  their  Christian 
concern.

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

More  children  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  last  year  than  ever  before  in  history.  During  the  past  year  574 
children  received  institutional  care,  171  lived  in  foster  homes,  and  20 
were  cared  for  through  mother's  aid.  An  additional  90,  including  a  num- 
ber of  college  students,  received  case  work  supervision.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  interest,  prayers  and  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  and 
other  friends.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  every  remembrance— the  Thanks- 
giving offerings,  once-a-month  offerings.  Cooperative  Program  gifts,  food, 
clothing  and  other  things.  Without  these  we  could  not  provide  the  many 
services  to  children  and  families  which  we  do. 

We  have  been  reminded  for  several  years  of  a  growing  need  for  special- 
ized services  for  an  increasing  number  of  children  who  suffer  emotional 
illness.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  these  services  are  being  provided  a 
limited  number  of  children  in  a  small  home  at  Chapel  Hill  in  cooperation 
with  the  University  Medical  Center.  They  are  receiving  the  best  profes- 
sional, medical  help  that  can  be  provided.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have 
this  facility.    It  will  strengthen  greatly  our  entire  program  of  child  care. 

We  are  compelled  to  keep  our  pressing  needs  before  you.  Applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  are  increasing.  We  lay  upon  your  hearts  three 
areas  of  need. 

1.  An  immediate  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  good  Christian 
foster  homes  in  all  areas  of  the  state. 

2.  Continuous  expansion  and  up-grading  of  facilities  to  enable  the 
Homes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best  in  child  care. 

3.  An  increase  in  financial  support  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the 
entire  program. 

A  generous  Thanksgiving  offering  is  a  must!  Without  it  we  cannot 
maintain  what  we  now  have  in  progress.

Harold  Tribble  that  would  allow  sixteen  Trustees  for  Wake  Forest  College 
to  be  nominated  by  the  various  Boards  of  Visitors  of  the  college  and  not 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  our  Convention;  and 

Whereas,  these  sixteen  can  be  non-Baptists  and  from  without  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and 

Whereas,  we  have  a  continued  appreciation  for  Wake  Forest  College 
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and  the  great  contribution  which  this  our  Oldest  Senior  College  can  make 
to  the  cause  of  Christian  Education, 

We,  the  messengers  of  the  Cabarrus  Association,  meeting  at  the 
Roberta  Baptist  Church,  on  Monday,  this  the  twenty-eighth  of  October, 
1963,    do  hereby  resolve: 

1.  That  we  are  aware  of  the  continued  tensions  that  are  growing 
between  Wake  Forest  College  and  our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  look 
with  regret  upon  the  fact  that  Wake  Forest  is  too  often  a  source  of  problems 
in  our  convention. 

2.  That  we  are  opposed  to  this  proposed  trustee  change  which,  we 
believe,  would  move  Wake  Forest  College  farther  away  from  the  original 
cause  for  which  she  was  founded  and  has  been  supported  by  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists. 

3.  That  we  urge  the  Administration  of  Wake  Forest  College,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  our  Convention  to  follow  the  instructions  of  our 
convention  as  given  at  Raleigh  in  1962  exploring  the  tensions  between  our 
convention  and  our  college  and  bring  some  constructive  suggestions  to  im- 
prove conditions.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  reach  the  unreached  and  teach  the  Biblical  Revelation  are  two  func- 
tions of  a  Sunday  School.  In  a  study  and  discussion  of  these  two  functions, 
your  Associational  Sunday  School  leadership  set  as  our  main  objective  this 
past  year  to  strengthen  the  teaching  ministry.  Your  leadership  fully  realizes 
that  learning  is  so  necessary  that  a  church  cannot  fully  be  a  church  if  she 
fails  in  her  ministry  of  education. 

In  order  to  stay  abreast,  your  associational  leadership  was  represented 
in  four  state  planning  meetings:  the  annual  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic 
January  23-25  on  the  campus  of  Wingate  College;  the  State  Sunday  School 
Superintendent's  Workshop  on  the  campus  of  Gardner-Webb  College  June 
7-8;  the  State  Briefing  Meeting  for  Associational  Leadership  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  on  August  30;  and  the  Area 
Sunday  School  Convention  in  First  Baptist  Church,  Asheboro,  N.  C,  Sep- 
tember 17. 

A  study  of  the  curriculum  materials,  discussion  of  characteristics  of 
each  age  group,  and  a  study  of  the  Standards  of  Excellence  were  three 
themes  of  our  ten  graded  conference  groups  January  14  at  the  Kerr  Street 
Baptist  Church. 

Two  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics  were  conducted  under 
the  leadership  of  Coy  C.  Privette,  Associational  V.  B.  S.  Superintendent. 
The  first  clinic  on  April  11  at  the  North  Kannapolis  Baptist  Church  and  the 
second  clinic  at  Memorial  Baptist  Church  April  15.  Group  conferences 
were  planned  and  held  for  Nursery,  Beginner,  Primary,  Junior,  and  Inter- 
mediate leadership.  In  addition,  a  conference  was  conducted  for  Pastors, 
Principals,  and  General  Officers.    Mr.  Charles  Storey,  directed  as  the  music 
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for  the  Joint  Worship  Service  was  examined  and  learned. 

The  third  quarterly  Sunday  School  Night  at  Wilmar  Park  Baptist  Church 
July  15  was  held  in  group  conferences.  Again,  emphasis  was  given  to  the 
curriculum  and  a  preview  in  detail  was  given  to  the  teaching  materials.  The 
General  Conference  for  Pastors  and  General  Officers  dealt  with  "Enlistment  of 
Leadership."  Steps  were  given  in  discovering,  recruiting,  enlisting,  and 
training  leadership  for  the  local  church. 

The  climax  of  1962-1963  and  the  thrust  for  1963-1964  was  "ACTION 
NIGHT"  held  in  the  Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  September  9.  The  Asso- 
ciational  Sunday  School  Leadership  for  the  new  year  was  introduced,  the 
goals  for  1963-1964  were  read  and  adopted,  and  the  1963-1964  program 
was  presented  in  the  form  of  a  colored  filmstrip  with  recorded  narration. 
Dr.  Herman  Ihley,  our  State  Sunday  School  Secretary,  climaxed  the  pro- 
gram with  a  message,   "Outreach,  Essential  For  Evangelism." 

In  an  attempt  to  better  know  and  understand  our  59  churches  and  as 
a  result  to  better  serve  them,  your  associational  leadership  conducted  a 
Sunday  School  Survey  in  each  church.  Each  Pastor  and  General  Superin- 
tendent was  contacted  by  a  surveyor  requesting  certain  information  concern- 
ing the  work  of  their  Sunday  Schools  in  eight  areas:  enlargement,  evangelism, 
training,  standards,   records,   literature,   space,   and  equipment. 

In  all  of  these  programs,  meetings,  emphasis,  and  activity,  your  asso- 
ciational leadership  has  made  an  attempt  to  accomplish  three  things  in  order 
to  help  the  local  church  strengthen  her  teaching  ministry  through  the  Sun- 
day School: 

1.  Your  twenty-two  Associational  Leaders  have  been  in  training  and 
attended  Planning  Meetings  and  conferences  to  stay  abreast  of  the  best  teach- 
ing methods. 

2.  Your  Associational  Leadership  has  stood  ready  to  assist  each  and 
every  church  in  our  Association  both  through  graded  conference  meetings  and 
in  personal  work  in  several  churches. 

3.  Your  Associaional  leadership,  realizing  that  they  need  to  know 
each  church  personally,   has  conducted  a  survey  of  each  Sunday  School. 

The  prayer  of  your  leadership  for  this  new  year  is  that  your  Sunday 
School  will  be: 
RELATED  to  the  church, 
DEVOTED  to  reaching  every  prospect, 
GRADED  to  meet  individual  needs, 
COMMITTED  to  using  Baptist  literature, 
ANCHORED  to  the  Bible, 
GEARED  to  winning  the  unsaved, 
DEDICATED  to  improving  the  teaching, 
ENCOURAGED  to  attend  worship  services, 
PLEDGED  to  a  program  of  training,  and 
LINKED  to  the  church  and  denominational  mission  program.

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associational  Training  Union  for  the  year  1963 
experienced  a  very  meaningful  year.  We  held  all  scheduled  meetings 
which    included    Youth    Night,    "M"    Night,     and    Tournaments    for  each 
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age  group. 

Our  Youth  Night  program  attendance  and  participation  was  the  best 
that  we  have  had  since  this  program  was  initiated  in  the  Association.  This 
meeting  was  held  at  Shadybrook  Baptist  Church,  KannapoHs.  A  youth 
fellowship  immediately  followed  this  meeting  which  was  appreciated  by 
those  in  attendance  and  was  led  by  youth  of  various  churches  of  our 
association. 

Our  "M"  Night  attendance  in  December,  1962,  was  a  record  of 
1,425.  This  was  achieved  by  meeting  in  two  separate  churches.  The 
meeting  held  at  Wil-Mar  Park  Baptist  Church  in  Concord,  had  as  inspira- 
tional speaker  Rev.  Howard  Ford  of  Wilmington.  The  meeting  held  at  Cal- 
vary Baptist  Church,  Kannapolis,  had  as  inspirational  speaker  Rev.  Stephen- 
son of  Salisbury.  Our  attendance  in  the  Cabarrus  Association  ranked  second 
highest  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  with  the  Raleigh  Association  reporting 
as  No.  1,  with  approximately  2,400  persons  in  attendance.  We  plan  to 
use  the  same  procedure  of  two  meeting  places  for  the  "M"  Night  meeting  in 
December,  1963. 

Our  Associational  Tournaments  were  well  participated  in  this  year  in 
each  age  group.  We  had  27  Juniors  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work,  3  Inter- 
mediates in  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill,  and  one  young  person  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Better  Speakers  Tournament.  There  were  three  Adults  in 
the  Bible  Reading  Tournament.  Of  this  group  all  Juniors  were  qualified 
to  participate  in  the  Regional  Tournaments.  The  finalist  in  the  Intermediate 
Sword  Drill  was  Fletcher  Hartsell,  Jr.  The  Young  People's  Better  Speaking 
participant  was  Miss  Beth  Russell.  Mr.  Woodrow  Millsaps  was  the  Adult  Bible 
Reader's  participant.  Mr.  Millsaps  was  a  Regional  winner  and  was  quali- 
fied to  participate  in  the  State  finals  at  Fruitland. 

The  Cabarrus  Association  was  represented  with  21  persons  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Youth  Convention  in  Boone,  N.  C,  held  in  May  of  1963. 

It  was  our  privilege  as  Associational  Training  Union  officers  to  assist 
several  churches  in  study  courses  during  the  year,  helping  in  setting  up 
organizations  and  determining  necessary  leadership  for  their  various  Train- 
ing Unions.  We  were  not  successful  in  organizing  new  Training  Unions 
during  the  year,  but  several  were  started  again  which  had  in  the  past  been 
dissolved.  We  have  set  goals  for  the  year  1964  which  we  feel  are  worthy 
goals,    and  we  anticipate  reaching  them.

Movement,  its  purpose  was  to  stimulate  the  zeal  and  activity  of  laymen  to 
a  more  thorough  consecration  of  their  time,  prayer,  and  means  to  the  glory 
of  God  in  worldwide  evangelism.  A  prime  object  of  the  movement  was  th^ 
enlistment  of  men  in  the  affairs  of  Christ's  kingdom." 

Brotherhood  leadership  in  North  Carolina  has  set  forth  a  program  which 
is  designed  to  develop  a  strong  missionary  movement  of  Baptist  laymen. 
The>'  like  to  think  of  the  Brotherhood  as  "the  missionary  arm  of  the  church." 
A  program  of  activities  are  underway  to  enlist  men  and  boys  already  on  the 
church  roll,  in  witnessing  to  the  lost,  and  giving  of  their  time,  talent,  and 
possessions  through  the  church.  Activities  are  a  necessary  part  of  the  mis- 
sionary education  program. 
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In  July,  1964,  laymen  from  North  Carolina  will  have  opportunity  to 
participate  in  Baptist  Missions  in  North  Dakota,  Washington,  Oregon,  and 
California. 

In  North  Carolina,  1,450  Brotherhoods,  with  an  enrollment  of  35,000, 
and  2,000  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters,  with  an  enrollment  of  25,000,  pro- 
vide a  vast  reservoir  of  strength  to  be  used  for  world  evangelization.  Still,  in 
Baptist  churches  of  North  Carolina,  there  are  approximately  200,000  men 
and  equally  as  many  boys  who  are  not  enlisted. 

In  our  association,  we  have  about  1095  men  enrolled  in  the  forty-one 
churches  which  have  a  Brotherhood.  The  Royal  Ambassador  work  is  gaining; 
there  are  now  900  boys  enrolled  in  the  various  chapters  of  our  association. 
The  Royal  Ambassadors  held  a  very  successful  conclave  at  Wingate  Junior 
College,  with  90  boys  attending. 

There  will  be  hope  for  world  evangelization  as  long  as  there  are  men 
and  boys  in  our  churches  who  organize  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  becom- 
ing informed  about  world  needs,  and  who  are  willing  to  become  personally 
involved  in  World  Missions.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  major  hope  of  this  World  Missions  year  is  that  our  convictions  con- 
cerning a  world-Wide  task  shall  be  greatly  deepened.  The  extent  of  our  efforts 
on  a  global  scale  depends  upon  our  understanding  of  world  need,  a  clear 
recognition  of  our  Lord's  expectations,  and  a  profound  conviction  of  our  re- 
sponsibility. Freedom  to  serve  in  Foreign  Mission  fields  may  soon  be  gone, 
especially  in  certain  areas,   so  we  work  while  it  is  day. 

As  of  August  1,  1963,  there  were  1,792  missionaries  and  17  missionary 
associates  under  appointment.  In  addition,  there  were  187  emeritus  mis- 
sionaries. 

Since  1948  when  the  advance  program  in  foreign  missions  was  projected, 
a  net  gain  of  more  than  one  thousand  missionaries  has  been  realized.  It  is  our 
strong  hope  that  by  the  time  the  Convention  meets  in  1964,  there  will  be 
2,000  missionaries  under  appointment.  During  these  fifteen  years  of 
advance,  work  has  been  extended  into  twenty-three  additional  countries, 
giving  a  total  of  fifty-three  countries  in  which  work  is  maintained. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  organized  churches  and  chapels  total 
10,633  and  that  the  membership  is  reported  as  now  having  reached  487,943 
with  35,509  baptisms  reported  in  1962.  During  the  first  part  of  1963  more 
than  32,000  decisions  were  recorded  in  the  New  Life  Evangelistic  campaign 
in  many  Asian  lands. 

A  large  program  of  Christian  education  is  maintained  on  mission  fields. 
Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact  that  there  are  forty-one  theological  institu- 
tions with  1,394  students  enrolled  and  six  woman's  training  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  467.  These  institutions  along  with  twenty-seven  colleges  and 
teacher  training  schools  with  9,723  students  give  promise  of  increasing 
national  leadership  in  the  days  ahead.  Altogether  there  are  1,060  schools 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  169,178. 

The  eighteen  hospitals  have  a  total  bed  capacity  of  1,156  and  reported 
35,144  inpatients.  There  are  also  forty-six  clinics  and  dispensaries.  Alto- 
gether there  were  293,754  outpatients  given  attention  in  these  medical  in- 
stallations.   These  medical  ministries  are  served  by  55  missionary  physicians 
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and  56  missionary  nurses  along  with  82  national  doctors  and  207  national 
nurses.  It  is  evident  that  a  great  many  more  missionary  nurses  are  urgently 
needed. 

Publication  work  is  an  important  phase  of  missionary  service.  Bibles, 
periodicals,  books,  and  tracts  are  produced  for  use  in  the  churches.  A 
total  of  13,030,227  pieces  of  material  produced  in  1962  is  reported. 

The  statistical  tables  indicate  sixteen  orphanages  with  705  boys  and 
girls  and  twenty-two  good  will  centers  in  which  4,736  children  and  2,323 
adults  are  enrolled.  Through  the  world  very  great  advance  is  being  made  in 
the  use  of  radio  and  television.  These  important  ministries  are  included  in 
the  work  of  evangelism  and  church  development.  Plans  for  advance  in  the 
future  call  for  extensive  use  of  these  and  all  other  media  of  mass  commu- 
nication. 

Southern  Baptists  gave  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  last  year  $19,- 
673,232.93.  The  Lottie  Moon  Offering  for  1962  amounted  to  $10,323,591.69. 
Even  with  growing  financial  support  for  missionary  work,  there  are  urgent 
requests  coming  to  the  board  each  year  amounting  to  $3,000,000.  It  is  a 
tragic  revelation  that  per  capita  gifts  to  Foreign  Missions  among  Southern 
Baptists  is  less  than  $2.00.  We  must  address  ourselves  increasingly  to  inter- 
cessory prayer,  to  the  calling  out  of  mission  personnel,  and  greater  financial 
support. 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  speaks,  "How  far  we  are  able  to  go  in  the  ex- 
pansion of  world-wide  missionary  labor  will  be  dependent  upon  a  sustained 
number  of  missionary  candidates  and  increasing  financial  reinforcement.  The 
two  main  lines  of  reinforcement  are  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering,  which  goal  is  $11,850,000  this  year.  It  is  impera- 
ti\e  that  both  these  channels  must  continue  to  grow."

BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND  OTHER  BAPTIST  LITERATURE 

"Give  attention  to  reading,"  said  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  writing  to 
Timothy.  In  that  day,  the  people  had  no  newspapers,  no  magazines,  no 
printing  presses.  But  they  had  to  read  to  find  truth.  Never  before  has 
there  been  so  much  to  read,  as  we  have  today.  Much  of  this  flood  of  reading 
matter  is  bad;  so  Christian  people  must  continually  cast  aside  the  evil  and 
turn  to  that  which  is  good.  The  Bible  of  course  occupies  first  place  al- 
ways as  we  read  in  search  for  truth.  All  Christian  literature  must  forever  be 
dedicated  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,   or  it  fails  in  its  noble  purpose. 

The  flood  of  obscene,  degrading  literature  has  become  so  heavy  on 
news-stands  and  in  the  mails,  that  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  has 
cracked  down  in  its  nation-wide  efforts  to  break  it  up.  The  printed  page 
has  great  power  for  good;  and  also  great  power  for  evil.  Money-hungry 
publishers  without  Christian  motives  are  pouring  out  obscene  printed  mat- 
ter like  a  stream  of  poison  to  capture  the  minds  of  all  who  will  stop,  look 
and  read.  Baptists  have  no  need  to  buy  or  read  such  literature,  for  they 
ha\e  an  immense  volume  of  clean,  uplifting  Christian  literature  coming 
from  the  Baptist  presses  and  other  sources  to  suit  every  age  and  need. 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  has  literally  grown  up  with  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists  and  the  State  Convention  that  they  support.  The  Convention 
was  organized  in  1830  at  Greenville  and  only  three  years  later  in  1833  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER  made  its  first  appearance.    It  has  been  in  business 
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over  since  strengthening  and  undergirding  all  that  Baptists  of  this  state  love 
and  support.  As  the  Convention  has  grown,  the  Recorder  has  grown  in  in- 
fluence and  circulation.  Today  it  has  more  than  80,000  subscribers,  the 
largest  in  its  130-year  history. 

In  its  long  history,  the  RECORDER  has  been  a  valuable  instrument  of 
communication  among  Baptists.  This  is  so  important  today  as  tensions  arise. 
There  must  be  a  place  where  Baptists  can  come  together  in  a  common 
meeting  place.  The  RECORDER  provides  this  meeting  place  each  week. 
When  people  know,  they  respond.  When  they  are  not  informed  properly 
and  accurately,   they  become  victims  of  rumors  and  misinformation. 

Churches  which  already  have  clubs  know  the  value  of  the  RECORDER. 
But  approximately  half  of  our  churches  have  no  RECORDER  subscribers  ex- 
cept the  pastor  and  Sunday  School  superintendent  who  receive  the  paper 
complimentary.  As  an  incentive  to  churches  to  organize  new  clubs,  the 
RECORDER  is  oftering  a  two-months'  bonus  plan.  Simply  stated,  mem- 
bers of  a  new  club  can  receive  the  RECORDER  14  months  for  the  price  of  onl>' 
12  months.  For  only  two  and  a  half  dollars,  in  clubs  of  four  or  more,  new 
subscribers  can  receive  the  RECORDER  for  14  months  for  the  first  year.  After 
that  period,  we  believe  these  new  readers  will  want  the  paper  to  continue 
indefinitely.  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents  are  urged  to  take 
the  initiative  in  organizing  a  new  club. 

Even  better  than  this  bonus  plan  is  the  Every  Family  Plan  which  sends 
the  RECORDER  to  every  family  in  your  church  for  only  four  cents  a  week, 
per  family.    This  is  a  small  investment  with  tremendous  dividends. 

Around  2,000  of  the  3,400  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  also 
receive  a  bundle  of  Charity  and  Children  each  week  for  distribuiton  in  the 
church  on  Sunday.  Our  current  circulation  is  55,000,  meaning  that  Charity 
and  Children  is  one  of  the  ten  largest  weekly  publications  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

The  Recorder's  staff  is  at  the  service  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  It  is 
dedicated  to  all  that  is  strengthening  the  Baptist  witness  in  this  state  and 
around  the  world.    We  believe  it  is  worthy  of  your  support  and  prayers.

We  have  9,500  plus  students  enrolled  in  our  Baptist  Colleges  this  year. 
1  challenge  you  to  pray  for  oiu'  college  administrators  and  students.  We 
must  continue  to  work  for  and  support  them  with  our  best.  Also  it  is  our 
duty  to  prepare  these  students  before  they  leave  our  homes  and  home 
churches.     It  is  our  responsibility  to  prepare  them  spiritually  and  morally 
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for  the  experiences  of  college.  We  must  instill  in  them  a  desire  for  learning. 
Our  colleges  are  just  as  Christian  as  the  students  and  faculty  and  administration. 
We  must  guide  all.

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

More  than  2,100  missionaries  now  serve  with  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
These  missionaries  reported  48,700  professions  of  faith  last  year.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  missionaries  there  are  738  Southern  Baptist  ministers  serving 
as  chaplains  in  the  military,  hospitals,  industry,  and  institutions.  There 
were  also  595  student  summer  workers  who  served. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  nearly  850  Cubans 
have  been  resettled  and  thousands  of  others  have  been  assisted  with  food  and 
clothing  in  Miami.  Churches  in  Richmond,  Atlanta,  and  other  cities  have  re- 
sponded to  needs  through  Spanish  Classes,  departments,  and  missions  that 
these  Latin  friends  might  have  the  gospel  in  the  "language  of  their  souls." 

The  migrant  missions  ministry  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  changed 
its  emphasis  to  a  church-centered  approach.  Missionaries  to  the  migrants  now 
serve  as  advisors  to  associations  and  churches  who  will  minister  to  migrants 
coming  into  given  church  fields. 

A  record  385  churches  were  served  by  the  Division  of  Church  Loans  for 
a  total  of  $4,080,667.00  handled  during  the  year  for  site  and  building  loans 
and  for  bond  purchases. 

Although  there  were  414  missionaries  appointed  last  year,  there  con- 
tinues to  be  an  urgent  need  for  missionaries  to  Spanish,  Italian,  Polish, 
Yugoslavian,  and  good  will  center  missions.  Some  of  these  urgent  requests 
have  gone  unanswered  for  two  years.  Missionary  nurses  and  young  women 
in  mission  centers  are  a  major  need.

Foreign  Missions  is  not  World  Missions;  nor  is  Home 
Missions;  nor  State  Missions.  However,  we  can  join  to- 
gether these  areas  of  endeavor  with  that  in  our  association, 
our  Christian  Colleges,  our  child  and  Medical  Care  Institu- 
tions and  other  programs  to  meet  world  need  and  all 
together  we  have  true  World  Missions.

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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

CABARRUS  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(* Indicates  new  or  changed  section) 
PREAMBLE 

*  We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adja- 
cent territories  in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North 
Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of 
an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I-NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II-PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for 
developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advanc- 
ing the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

*  The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III-MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  and  pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it. 
Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  continue  Baptist  in  faith  and  practice, 
and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support  the  Association 
and  the  agencies  of  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

*  Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and 
may  receive  churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to 
its  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as 
they  desire. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  to 
the  Committee  on  Missions.  If  recommended  by  this  Committee,  they  shall 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  including 
such  recommendation,  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  by  this  Committee  and  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the 
Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  co- 
operating Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Petitionary  Letters,  acceptance  into  the  full  fellowship  of  the  Association 
shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During  this  period,  mem- 
bers of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

*  Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any 
church  that  neglects  to  preserve  gospel  order,  maintain  a  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion with  the  Association,  or  support  the  causes  fostered  by  the  Association, 
or  that  departs  from  the  principles  of  the  Christian  faith  as  taught  in  the 
Bible  and  believed  by  Baptists. 

Any  church  found  unfaithful  in  practice  shall  be  visited  by  the  officers 
of  the  Association  with  a  view  to  correcting  such  errors.  In  the  event  of 
failure  of  the  church  to  correct  errors  found,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  the  Association  may  by  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  those  present  and  voting  withdraw  fellowship  from  such  church. 
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ARTICLE  IV-MEETINGS 

*  Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

*  Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  pro- 
vided two  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  fifty  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  addi- 
tional fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting 
body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  Minutes 
shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  sessions  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V-AUTHORITY 

*  It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is 
independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no 
authority  over  the  churches,   except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI-OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1.    The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,    Woman's    Missionary    Union    President,     Brotherhood  President, 
Music  Director,   Auditor,   and  ^Parliamentarian. 

*Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  for  a  term^  of  one  year.  The  nominees  shall  be  contacted  and  nomi- 
nated by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  (By-Law  IV,  Section  6).  Commit- 
tee nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in 
the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed 
in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

*  Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at 
the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the 
responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board. 

*  Secton  4.    The  term  of  office  of  Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  one 

year. 

*  Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  tc-aching,  training, 
missions,  and  stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  depart- 
ments: The  Sunday  School  Department,  tlie  Training  Union  Depart- 
ment, the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood 
Department,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  Departments 
as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

b.  Each  Department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  of  the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval 
by  the  Executive  Board  at  its  third  quarterly  meeting.  Other  De- 
partmental leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not 
later  than  September  1.  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with 
the  incumbent  workers  imtil  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In 
event  of  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  temporarily  by  the  Departments  for  the  remainder  of  the 
Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII-TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  Association,  *one  preferably  a 
lawyer,  serving  terms  of  three  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.    On  nomination 
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by  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  one  new  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  *The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  of- 
fice shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 

ARTICLE  VIII-EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
*The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers, 
Heads  of  Depiirtments,  (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Associational  Missionary  (Ex- 
officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay-members  chosen  by  each  church 
from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report,  and 
chairmen  of  all  standing  Committees  of  the  Association.  The  Executive 
Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions, 
except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to 
meet  (Quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association 
at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX-THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

*The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and 
frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon 
the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Missionary.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordi- 
nate the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such 
matters  to  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X-COMMITTEES 

*  Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  Com- 
mittees, with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  Com- 
mittees shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bership chosen  each  year.  No  Committee  member  shall  be  eligible  to 
serve  on  the  same  Committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  year.

BY-LAWS 

BY-LAW  I-PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  shall  be  followed  as  the  x\ssociation's 
rules  for  conducting  its  deliberati^■e  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  pre- 
scribes otherwise. 

BY-LAW  II-ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Associational  >"ear  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  III-DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  bod\- 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees, Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment. 
He  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executi\"e  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Coun- 
cil, and  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  Committees.  He  shall  ser\e  as 
a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  \'ice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Nfoderator,  and  shall  be  \'ice-Chairman  of  the  Executixe 
Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  x\nnual  Meeting,  dis- 
tribute at  the  Annual  Meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make 
an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  superxise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  to  participating  churches,  keep  on 
file  copies  of  minutes,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association, 
and,  also,  shall  serve  as  secretar\-  of  the  Executix  e  Board  and  Associational 
Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  recei\'e  and  handle  all  funds  in  the 
name  of  the  Association:  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  As- 
sociation, its  Executive  Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an 
accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executi\e  Board;  and 
keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

^Section  5.  The  Department  heads  (Article  IV,  Section  5a)  shall  seek 
to  lead  the  Association  in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  for  their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  also  ser\  e  as 
Director  of  Music  for  the  Association,  and  shall  have  charge  of  music  pro- 
grams for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

^Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  Books 
at  the  end  of  the  Association  year,  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation or  Executive  Board. 

^Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding 
oflBcer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parlia- 
mentary procedure. 

BY-LAW  IV-DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.    The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of 
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three  members  and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Musie  Director.  It  shall  pre- 
pare a  printed  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which 
shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty 
da>  s  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption, 
and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business 
become  necessary. 

Section  2.    The  Committee  on  Missions: 

(1)  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members.  It  shall  meet 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

(2)  It  shall  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the 
work  of  the  Association,  and  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new 
churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  work. 

(3)  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  or- 
ganize a  new  chinch. 

*'(4)  It  shall  consider  requests  of  churches  for  reception  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Association.  It  shall  give  particular  consideration  to 
whether  the  church  is  properly  located  for  the  best  interest  of  exist- 
ing churches,  and  the  reasons  for  the  organization  of  said  church. 
When  its  findings  are  favorable,  it  shall  recommend  the  church  for 
consideration  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters. 
(5)  When  without  a  Missionary,  this  Committee  shall  seek  out  and 
recommend  to  the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election 
a  new  Missionary,  according  to  By-Law  VII,   Section  1. 

*  Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, working  with  the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work 
of  E\angelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and 
Di\ision  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  All  plans  and  pro- 
grams shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board. 

**Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and 
the  Treasurer,  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate 
program,  present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  de- 
vise plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,   and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

*  Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six 
members,  shall,  when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the 
examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

\\^hen  the  findings  of  the  Committee  are  favorable,  the  Committee  will 
recommend  ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership, 
and  will  assist  in  the  servic-e  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to 
do  so. 

''Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  contact  before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI 
and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  Committee  shall  also  nominate  represen- 
tati\es  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

This  Committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  be  available  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to 
make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.    The  Committee   on  Petitionary  Letters,    composed  of  six 
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members,  shall  perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  Articles  of  Faith,  and  such  other  evidence  as  is  necessary  to  de- 
termine whether  the  church  seeking  membership  is  Baptist  in  faith  and  prac- 
tice. 

*Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  draw  up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and 
any  other  resolutions  it  or  the  Association  deems  wise: 

*Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section 
1)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing 
Committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This  Committee  shall  also  name 
the  Chairman  of  each  Committee. 

*  Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of 
three  members,  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of 
meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recom- 
mend the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alter- 
nate for  the  Annual  Sermon  or  Sermons. 

^Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, shall  prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the 
sessions. 

^Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six 
members,  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within 
the  Association  in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary 
Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  This  Committee 
shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  Center,   and  assist  them  in  its  promotion. 

*BY-LAW  V-DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of 
Activities  each  year,  which,  after  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  counsel  with  churches 
concerning  their  cooperation  with  and  participation  in  the  work  of  the 
Association,  and  the  Conventions  with  which  it  cooperates,  and  the  mission 
programs  sponsored  by  them. 

Lack  of  participation  in  the  organized  work  of  the  Association,  lack 
of  financial  support  of  the  Association,  the  Cooperative  Program,  or  the 
mission  causes  sponsored  by  the  Association  or  the  Convention,  or  evidences 
of  tendencies  that  are  not  Baptist  in  faith  and  practice  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Association  in  regular  session  for  proper  consideration  and  action. 

Section  3.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  help  any  participating  church 
desiring  assistance  with  its  problems. 

BY-LAW  VI-TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money, 
endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle 
all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board. 

BY-LAW  VII-ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Missions  and  on  %  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  b>-  the 
Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting,    or  between  sessions  of  the  Association 
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by  its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in 
accordance  with  the  Guidelines  set  by  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors 
and  officers,  and  the  Association  and  its  Committees  and  Organizations.  He 
shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  Committees. 

BY-LAW  VII-DEPARTMENTAL  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Promotional  meetings  of  the  Departments  of  the  Association 
(Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  be  held  on  Monday  evening  after  the  second  Sun- 
da}^  in  each  month. 

Section  2.  The  Sunday  School  organization  shall  meet  the  first  month 
of  each  quarter,  WMU  and  Brotherhood  the  second  month,  Training  Union 
and  Church  Music  the  third  month. 

Section  3.  This  schedule  may  be  changed  when  recommended  by  the 
Associational  Council  and/or  approved  by  the  Association  or  Executive 
Board. 

*BY-LAW  IX-ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  Annual  Minutes  of  the  Association 
shall  not  exceed  300  words  in  length,   except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BY-LAW  X-AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting 
and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

38.  The  report  on  Obituaries  was  brought  by  Rev.  Frank 
Miller.  The  motion  to  adopt  this  report  was  made,  duly  seconded 
and  prevailed. 

39.  The  report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  was  presented 
by  Rev.  C.  D.  Carrington.    The  report  was  adopted. 

40.  The  Baptist  Foundation  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Clyde 
D.  Chapman.    The  motion  to  adopt  was  seconded  and  carried. 

41.  The  Stewardship  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Alvin  Tweed. 
The  motion  to  adopt  this  report  was  made,  seconded  and  it  was 
adopted. 

42.  Rev.  Coy  Privette  made  a  motion  that  the  newly  Re- 
vised Constitution  as  amended  become  eflFective  as  far  as  possible 
at  the  close  of  this  session.  The  motion  got  a  second,  voted  on  and 
carried. 

43.  Rev.  E.  C.  Watson,  Jr.,  reported  on  a  phone  conversation 
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he  had  recently  with  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Sherrill,  a  former  pastor  in 
this  association  who  is  now  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  a 
pastorate  in  Minot,  North  Dakota.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  is  just  as  relevant  in  our  generation 
as  it  was  in  the  first  Christion  century.  We  are  to  "Go  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things." 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  churches  have  been  assigned  the  tasks  of 
outreach,  teaching  the  Bible,  leading  all  church  members  to  worship  and 
witness  daily,  providing  opportunities  to  perform  the  personal  ministries 
of  the  church,  furnishing  workers  for  various  projects,  and  interpreting 
the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination. 

Dr.  A.  V.  Washburn,  secretary  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools, 
says,  "Before  outreach  can  become  a  continuing  reality,  our  churches  must 
get  their  programs  in  the  right  order.  The  natural  order  is  the  reaching 
of  people,  the  winning  of  the  lost,  and  the  development  that  should  come 
out  of  it." 

Southern  Baptist  Simday  Schools  are  seeking  to  enroll  ten  million  by 
1970.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal  we  must  gain  approximately  30^r  in 
the  next  six  years.  In  North  Carolina  we  are  challenged  to  reach  a  Sunday 
School  enrollment  of  one  million  by  1970,  or  a  gain  of  29'7r.  This  tre- 
mendous task  of  outreach  must  have  priority. 

We  are  asking  each  Sunday  School  in  our  Association  to  accept  an  en- 
rollment increase  of  2%  for  1965,  for  1966,  47r  for  1967,  5%  for  1968,  6% 
for  1969,  and  7%  for  1970.  We  will  grow  great  Sunday  Schools  as  we  show 
compassionate  concern  for  the  unreached.  Evangelism,  stewardship,  missions, 
discipleship— all  of  these  wait  upon  outreach.    People  must  be  our  concern. 

These  enrollment  gains  can  be  realized  by  organizing  new  Sunday  Schools 
(a  new  Sunday  School  will  gain  30);  the  creation  of  Extension  Bible  classes 
(each  will  gain  10);  the  starting  of  new  adult  classes  (each  will  gain  6); 
the  activating  of  Extension,  Cradle  Roll,  and  Young  People  Away  depart- 
ments (each  will  gain  6);  and  enrolling  Vacation  Bible  School  pupils  not 
in  Sunday  School. 

If  we  will  follow  the  simple  growth  formula  advocated  by  Dr.  Arthur 
Flake  many  years  ago— locate  the  prospects,  enlarge  the  organization,  pro- 
vide needed  space,  enlist  and  train  workers,  and  visit  the  people— we  will 
experience  the  glorious  opportunity  of  reaching  people  for  Bible  study  that 
they  might  become  followers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Along  with  an  accelerated  emphasis  upon  outreach,  each  Sunday  School 
is  urged  to  observe  January  Week  of  Bible  Study,  to  plan  a  church  and  mis- 
sion Vacation  Bible  School,  to  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and  other 
opportunities  of  training  in  the  Church  Study  Course,  to  cooperate  in  the 
Adult  Thrust  effort  to  reach  thousands  of  Adult  church  members  not  en- 
rolled in  Sunday  School,  to  participate  in  the  Association  Sunday  School 
projects— clinics,  conferences,  enlargement  campaigns,  and  to  encourage 
workers  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  emphases  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Assembly,  Fruitland,  and  Ridgecrest.  As  our  Sunday  Schools  go,  so  will 
our  churches  go. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Association  reported  a  total  enrollment  in 
1964  of  15,384  as  compared  with  15,124  in  1963.

The  Youth  Convention  meeting  in  High  Point  was  the  best  attended 
by  our  association  since  it  was  inaugurated.  North  Kannapolis  Baptist,  had 
the  largest  delegation  with  other  Cabarrus  churches  present. 

The  Associational  Training  Union  officers  were  very  cooperative,  and 
we  were  able  to  assist  several  churches  in  reorganization  of  their  Training 
Unions  on  a  more  sound  basis. 

We  anticipate  a  very  good  year  with  the  goals  now  set,  and  with  our 
trust  in  God,  we  shall  build  a  training  program  worthy  of  the  task.

BROTHERHOOD 


There  is  a  new  concept  in  the  Brotherhdod.  Out  of  much  research  and 
prayerful  study  has  come  a  wider  and  more  adequate  concept  of  the  nature 
and  work  of  Brotherhood.  This  new  concept  may  be  stated  as  follows:  "A 
Brotherhood  is  a  fellowship  of  Baptist  men,  members  of  the  church,  organized 
to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  through  a  program  of  missionary  education  and 
the  promotion  of  missionary  activities,  designed  to  inform,  motivate  and  involve 
men  in  the  mission  task  of  their  church." 

A  study  of  the  developing  programs  of  the  other  church  organizations 
reveals  that  the  only  organization  in  the  church  with  a  program  of  missionary 
education  and  missions  promotion  involving  men  (and  boys)  is  the  Brother- 
hood. This  means,  of  course,  that  if  a  church  is  to  accept  the  recommenda- 
tions of  our  denominational  leaders  to  provide  men  and  boys  with  missionary 
education  opportunities  and  missionary  service  opportunities,  such  oppor- 
tunities will  be  offered  through  the  Brotherhood. 

Brotherhood  has  four  new  objectives: 

1.  A  deeper  commitment  to  missions. 

2.  A  more  meaningful  prayer  life  for  missions. 

3.  A  larger  stewardship  on  behalf  of  missions. 
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4.    A  personal  involvement  in  missions. 

No  change  in  the  present  Brotherhood  organizational  structure  will  be 
necessary,  but  each  organization  will  stress  a  more  solid  missionary  base. 

Some  helps  are  available.  The  Church  Program  Guidebook  and  the 
1964-65  Brotherhood  Handbook  are  helps  that  will  strengthen  the  Brother- 
hood work  if  they  are  studied  and  applied.  The  little  booklet  entitled  "The 
Roll  of  Baptist  Men  and  Boys  In  Missionary  Education  and  Missions  Pro- 
motion" will  be  very  helpful  in  the  new  missionary  emphasis  of  Brotherhood. 

Camp  CaRAway,  the  state  Royal  Ambassador  camp,  completed  its  first  full 
season  with  998  boys  plus  staff  registered  for  one  of  the  ten  weeks.  Adequate 
facilities  are  available  for  sleeping  and  feeding  100  campers  plus  staff 
each  week. 

The  final  payment  on  the  1,050  acre  cami^site  will  be  made  in  January, 
1965.  Plans  are  underway  for  additional  facilities  to  be  available  for  the  1965 
season. 

In  our  own  association  we  have  981  men  enrolled  in  Brotherhood  and 
978  boys  in  RA  organizations.  If  we  are  to  set  forth  any  real  missionary  drive, 
we  must  first  do  it  in  our  association  to  strengthen  this  work.

STATE  MISSIONS 


Jesus  said  to  His  Disciples  just  before  He  Ascended  back  to  heaven, 
"But  ye  shall  receive  power,    after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you 
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and  ye  shall  be  My  witnesses  unto  Me  in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judea,  and  in 
Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  State  missions  are  carry- 
ing out  His  command  in  Judea. 

State  missions  include  no  less  than  seventeen  ministries,  ten  of  which 
are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Dr.  Spivey.  These  are  associational  mis- 
sions, institutional  ministries,  special  summer  missions,  pastors'  schools, 
schools  of  missions,  pastoral  aids,  church  loans,  and  the  30,000  movement 
There  were  eight  schools  of  missions  associational  wide  with  98,350  people 
in  attendance  and  216  churches  participating.  There  have  been  seventy-three 
professions  of  faith  and  eighty-eight  mission  volunteers. 

The  Interracial  Department  has  had  another  fruitful  year  with  high- 
lights of  forty-three  institutes  with  3,850  leaders,  and  laymen  in  attendance. 
239  ministers  attended  extension  centers  sponsored  by  Shaw  University. 
Ninety  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  held.  289  members  were  added  to  the 
church  by  baptism  and  31  by  letter  in  fourteen  revivals  in  the  churches. 

There  are  more  than  5,000  in  North  Carolina  who  cannot  hear.  Jerry 
Potter  is  doing  a  wonderful  work  among  them. 

Another  work  of  state  missions  is  to  help  new  missions  and  new  churches 
acquire  lots  for  building.  Thirty-three  churches  and  missions  are  to  re- 
ceive about  $41,800  this  year  while  $43,625  will  be  used  in  loans  to  47  dif- 
ferent churches. 

The  Assembly  facilities  have  been  improved  to  accommodate  about 
1,400  and  also  the  office  building  has  been  expanded. 

$65,000  was  'spent  this  year  for  associational  missions  in  sixty-six  asso- 
ciations. 

Brethren,  let  us  continue  our  support  of  these  worthy  ministries  with 
our  money  and  our  prayers.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  trustees  and  administration  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  have  expressed 
their  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  concern  our  churches  have  shown  in 
the  ministry  of  the  hospital.  In  behalf  of  thousands  of  our  people  who 
cannot  pay  for  the  skilled  care  received  at  our  Medical  Center,  the\'  ex- 
press their  thanks  for  our  Mother's  Day  gifts  which  make  this  service  possible. 

This  is  a  crucial  year  in  the  life  of  our  hospital.  It  is  serving  more  sick 
people  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same  time,  the  needs  con- 
tinue to  grow  faster  than  its  capacity  to  serve.  For  more  than  a  year  there 
has  been  a  average  of  above  700  sick  people  on  the  waiting  list  for  beds. 
A  number  of  seriously  ill  or  injured  persons  have  had  to  be  sent  from  the 
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emergency  rooms  to  other  hospitals  because  no  beds  were  available. 

Another  difficult  problem  is  that  of  meeting  the  cost  of  caring  for  those 
who  cannot  pay  for  the  service  they  need.  Within  our  state  there  are 
many  older  people  who  live  on  a  meager  Social  Security  or  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance income,  families  whose  savings  and  sometimes  their  ability  to  earn 
have  been  wiped  out  by  long  and  serious  illness,  and  great  numbers  who 
cannot  rise  above  the  poverty  line.  All  who  come  must  pay  for  their 
medical  care  in  so  far  as  they  can,  but  there  are  great  numbers  who  simply 
cannot  pay  the  full  cost.  Our  hospital  tries  to  get  all  the  help  it  can  for 
these  persons  from  welfare  and  health  agencies,  but  these  agencies  do 
not  pay  the  total  cost  and  many  persons  are  not  eligible  for  such  assistance. 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  money,  which 
helps  to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  provide  equipment  and 
facilities  required  in  the  work  of  the  hospital;  but  the  Mother's  Day  Fund 
provided  by  our  churches  is  the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  bridging 
a  wide  gap  between  the  funds  available  and  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who 
cannot  pay  for  their  medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  development  pro- 
gram greatly  to  increase  the  capacity  of  our  Medical  Center  to  care  for  our 
sick  people  and  to  train  additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  other  personnel 
to  serve  in  our  communities,  on  our  mission  fields,  and  wherever  these 
trained  persons  are  so  badly  needed.  The  people  of  the  Winston-Salem 
area  have  expressed  their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center  by  pledging 
more  than  seven  million  dollars  to  the  enlargement  program.  Our  great 
concern  is  that,  when  our  hospital  has  increased  its  capacity  to  meet  our 
specialized  medical  needs,  will  our  churches  provide  the  money  to  take 
care  of  those  who  need  these  services  but  cannot  pay  for  them. 

This  is  a  heavy  burden  on  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  our  hospital.  We  are  confident  that  if  our  people  are  informed  of  the 
work  and  the  great  need,  they  will  provide  the  necessary  means.  We  call 
upon  our  pastors  and  other  church  leaders  to  lay  this  upon  the  hearts  of  their 
members.  It  is  a  greatly  needed  and  wonderful  ministry  to  which  Jesus 
gave  himself  without  reserve.  We  who  are  His  followers  must  not  fail  those 
to  whom  he  would  minister  through  us.

HOMES  FOR  AGING 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  operation. 
God  has  blessed  these  brief  years.  Growth  has  been  rapid,  the  development 
of  facilities  amazing,  and  the  need  for  additional  space  staggering.  We 
have  come  from  1  resident  and  1  building,  since  March  of  1951,  to  160 
residents  and  4  buildings  in  1964.  Today  there  are  170  people  waiting  for 
admission.  There  are  hundreds  of  inquiries  during  any  given  year  from 
aging  persons  who  are  sick,  for  whom  we  cannot  care  because  of  lack  of 
bed  patients  space. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is  the  development  of  a  fifth  Baptist 
Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  North  Carolina.  We  are  hoping  to 
begin  construction  on  this  new  project  during  this  year,  building  to  care 
for  an  additional  30  residents.  The  Home  in  Yanceyville  is  the  greatest 
single  bequest  that  has  ever  been  left  for  us  in  our  ministry.  Even  so, 
we  will  still  need  to  look  to  our  Baptist  people  for  the  maintenance  of  this 
Home  and  for  assistance  in  supplementing  needy  residents  who  will  live 
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there  through  the  years. 

Today  North  CaroUna  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90.00  a 
month  on  the  cost  of  care  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  hve  in  our  four  Baptist 
Homes  at  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  at  the  Albe- 
marle Home  and  Hamilton  Home.  This  support  comes  through  the  Special 
Day  Offerings,  received  in  the  churches  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February 
each  year,  through  designated  gifts  from  church  budgets,  and  through 
the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  These  needy  residents 
could  not  possibly  be  with  us,  nor  could  they  receive  the  loving  care  that 
they  do,  if  it  were  not  for  the  gifts  from  our  3,400  Baptist  churches.  Earn- 
est heed  should  be  given  by  each  church,  therefore,  towards  increasing  the 
amount  of  Special  Day  Offerings  and  designated  gifts  to  the  Homes. 

Life  among  the  residents  these  days  is  most  interesting.  The  youngest 
resident  celebrated  her  66th  birthday  in  January,  and  the  oldest  her  103rd 
birthday  in  July.  Some  are  doing  creative  writing,  others  sewing,  garden- 
ing, teaching,  painting,  and  living  a  good  life  in  general.  All  are  praying 
for  a  world  and  its  needs.  All  are  expressing  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the 
people  called,  "Baptists,"  and  for  the  happiness  and  security  of  the  Homes 
that  our  Baptist  people  are  helping  to  make  possible  for  them. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person,  65 
years  old  and  above,  who  is  reasonably  well,  mentally  and  physically,  ex- 
cept lack  of  space.  Let  us  join  our  hearts  in  pra^^er  and  our  lives  in  dedica- 
tion that  we  may  give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship  in  this  great  area 
of  human  concern  and  give  an  answer  to  as  many  of  these  dear  people 
as  possible.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  31  Children's  Homes  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
care  for  some  five  thousand  dependent  boys  and  girls.  The  Baptist  Chil- 
dren's Homes  of  North  Carolina  cared  for  850  last  year,  including  those 
at  Mills  Home,  Thomasville;  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston;  Odum  Home, 
Pembroke;  I.  G.  Greer  Home,  Chapel  Hill;  those  in  foster  homes,  the 
Mother's  Aid  program  and  other  services.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
interest,  prayers  and  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other  friends. 

It  is  part  of  the  program  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  help  boys  and  girls  to  believe  in  themselves,  to  put  the  past  behind 
them  and  to  have  courage  to  face  their  future,  living  up  to  their  greatest 
possibilities.  Our  churches  are  happy  to  share  in  this  ministry  "unto  the 
least  of  these"  in  Christ's  name. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  Children  to  the  Homes  far  exceed  re- 
sources with  which  to  care  for  them.  Many  couples  who  have  a  double 
measure  of  love  to  share  with  homeless  and  dependent  children  have  a  won- 
derful opportunity  of  service  awaiting  them  through  the  foster  home  program. 

Many  individuals  and  families,  and  quite  a  few  churches  and  church 
groups  sponsor  a  child  or  children  in  care  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
There  are  various  types  of  sponsorships.  Some  children  have  clothing  spon- 
sors and  some  have  visiting  sponsors.  Many  people  agree  to  provide  gifts 
for  a  particular  child  or  children  at  Christmas,  birthdays  and  other  special 
occasions. 

Those  interested  in  sponsorships  should  write  to  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner, 
General  Superintendent,  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  Thomasville,  North  Car- 
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Genuine  appreciation  is  expressed  by  those  who  direct  our  child  care 
program  for  all  who  have  helped  to  make  this  ministry  possible.  Income 
through  the  Cooperative  Program,  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  and 
through  special  gifts  are  vital  to  the  services  which  are  provided  those  who 
need  our  help.  Financial  support  for  the  past  year  has  come  from  the  fol- 
lowing sources:

EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  life  blood  of  all  our  Baptist  work.  Agencies  or 
auxiliaries  not  centered  around  and  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  and  winning 
the  lost  for  Christ  are  lifeless  organizations.  The  vast  majority  of  lost  peo- 
ple never  attend  church,  so  if  these  are  to  know  that  Christ  is  their  only 
hope,  every  Christian  must  carry  out  Christ's  commission  in  witnessing  to 
them. 

Cabarrus  Baptists  had  a  great  impact  in  our  Association  through  our 
united  eflForts  of  Jubilee  Revivals.  We  had  56  churches  participating.  Thirty- 
two  of  these  reported  132  conversions,  61  transfer  of  membership,  167 
total  additions  to  membership,  and  5  Christians  dedicating  their  lives  to 
definite  Christian  service  or  vocations.  This  year  57  of  our  churches  report 
a  total  of  570  baptisms.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  supported  by  fifty-five  denominations  in 
this  country  and  has  pledged  itself  to  a  goal  of  distributing  75,000,000  copies 
of  Scripture  annually  by  1966. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  who  alone  can 
give  freedom  to  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  Each  person 
must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as 
no  other  language  can  speak.  In  many  countries,  however,  people  cannot 
afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  mis- 
sionary uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go 
where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go,  it  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave— 
and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

In  1963  the  American  Bible  Society  carried  forward  its  task  of  putting 
the  word  into  the  hands  and  hearts  of  men  in  more  than  120  countries  and 
300  languages. 

Within  the  United  States  last  year  the  Bible  Society  distributed  a  rec- 
ord number  of  Scriptures:  542,718  Bibles;  1,262,460  Testaments;  distribution 
of  Scriptures  to  persons  of  special  needs  in  the  United  States  was  expanded. 
Through  the  churches  and  the  regional  offices  of  the  Bible  Society  the  Word 
of  God  reached  victims  of  storms,  floods  and  other  disasters;  seamen  on 
ships  from  nations  visiting  briefly  in  our  ports;  boys  and  girls  in  children's 
homes;  men  and  women  in  rescue  missions;  persons  in  jails,  reformatories 
and  prisons,  migrant  farm  workers  and  many  others  received  the  Word 
of  God  through  the  American  Bible  Society. 

One  of  the  most  important  advances  in  recent  years  has  been  the  crea- 
tion of  Translators'  Institutes.  Experts  are  taken  to  the  field  to  work  with 
missionaries  and  other  churchmen  on  problems  and  techniques  in  translation. 

At  the  end  of  1963,  some  part  of  the  Bible  had  been  published  in  1,216 
tongues  and  languages.  The  complete  Bible  has  been  published  in  231 
languages,  the  New  Testament  in  290  and  at  least  a  complete  Gospel  or 
other  books  in  695. 

We  are  thankful  to  God  for  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  through 
the  American  Bible  Society  and  are  reminded,  more  than  1,000  languages 
remain  in  which  no  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published.  The  American 
Bible  Society,  serves  as  the  arm  of  the  churches  for  world-wide  translation, 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  Scriptures.  Increased  support  of  its  work 
will  advance  the  Christian  mission  in  all  the  world.

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's  life  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."    The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
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Foundation,  Inc.,  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income  in  syste- 
matic and  proportionate  giving  from  current  income.  The  Foundation  also 
encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Possessions  by  single  block 
giving  at  infrequent  intervals  from  accumidated  income  during  one's  life- 
time and/or  at  one's  death.  You  will  note  that  the  Baptists  have  put  the 
major  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income.  The  Baptist  Foun- 
dation seeks  to  put  a  stronger  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated 
Income.  There  are  many  ways  that  the  Foundation  assists  a  person  in  making 
his  gifts  through  accumulated  income  such  as:  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift 
annuity,    and  (3)  by  bequests  in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  attorney  upon 
your  request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal  documents  where  the 
Baptist  Foundation  is  to  be  involved.

STEWARDSHIP  REPORT 

Stewardship  is  a  Bible  doctrine,  I  do  not  believe  any  Bible  student 
would  try  to  deny  that  fact.  There  is  the  stewardship  of  life,  talents, 
and  means. 

I  often  wonder  if  we  do  not  sometimes  put  the  emphasis  in  the  wrong 
places.  We  cannot  by  pass  the  stewardship  of  life,  and  go  to  the  steward- 
ship of  money  and  get  the  job  done.  The  Bible  teaches  that  the  Ste- 
wardship of  life  comes  first.  We  mean  by  that  a  person  must  have  a 
personal  experience  with  Jesus.  This  is  another  way  of  saying,  "Ye  must 
be  born  again."  If  a  person  is  God's  child,  and  dedicated  to  His  service,  it 
will  not  take  much  emphasis  on  the  stewardship  of  money.  Christian  ste- 
wardship begins  with  the  proper  conception  and  evaluation  of  life.  It  is 
just  as  possible  to  put  a  quart  of  liquid  into  a  pint  cup  as  it  is  to  make  good 
stewards  out  of  unregenerated  people.  We  would  not  try  to  be  a  judge, 
but  we  fear  that  we  have  been  trying  to  get  people  to  tithe  and  to  support 
the  kingdom  of  God  who  are  more  concerned  about  getting  and  living  for 
themselves  than  giving  and  living  for  others,  and  for  the  glory  of  God. 
Christian  Stewardship  really  begins  when  the  person  sees  why  God  created 
man  in  His  own  image,  and  why  God  redeemed  him  through  Christ. 

The  acid  test  of  oui  relationship  to  God  and  to  Christ,  is  our  love,  and 
the  proof  of  our  love  it  in  the  giving  of  our  self  and  our  money  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  God's  Kingdom. 

In  1963  in  the  Cabarrus  Association,  we  had  a  ratio  of  one  baptism  to 
thirty  four  members.  Per  capita  gifts  to  missions  was  about  $11.07.  Per 
capita  gifts  for  all  causes  was  about  $67.50. 

In  1964  in  the  Cabarrus  Association,  we  have  had  a  ratio  of  one  bap- 
tism to  31  members.  Our  per  capita  gift  to  missions  was  about  $12.43.  Per 
capita  gifts  to  all  causes  was  about  $71.89. 

May  God  bless  all  our  churches  as  we  teach  and  train  our  people  in 
Christian  Stewardship.

ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Annuity  Roard  is  the  "Ark  of  Safety"  for  the  economic  life  of  our 
Southern  Raptist  church  and  denominational  workers.  It  gives  assured  pro- 
tection during  the  major  arises  that  life  brings.  Sorrow  and  hardship  await 
that  church  or  denominational  worker  who  is  not  covered. 

The  Annuity  Roard  has  various  plans  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  many 
varied  types  of  workers.  The  four  plans  which  most  directly  affect  the 
local  church  workers  are: 

1.  The  Protection  Plan,  which  is  the  basic  plan  for  all  pastors.  Under 
this  plan  a  pastor  is  covered  during  periods  of  disability  arising  from  sick- 
ness or  accident.  He  is  also  assured  of  a  lifetime  income  upon  retirement 
and,  should  he  die,  his  widow  is  assured  of  a  life  income  so  long  as  she 
remains  unmarried. 

2.  The  Age  Security  Plan  which  is  primarily  for  those  church  employees 
who  are  not  pastors.  However,  a  pastor  may  also  join  in  this  plan  to  secure 
a  retirement  and  disability  income  in  addition  to  that  provided  by  the  Pro- 
tection Plan. 

3.  The  Variable  Annuity  Plan  which  is  somewhat  of  a  savings  plan 
for  pastors  and  church  workers.  This  plan  offers  a  number  of  features 
which  surpass  those  offered  by  Saving  and  Loan  Companies  or  other  saving 
institutions. 

4.  The  Life  Renefit  Plan  which  is  a  plan  that  offers  low  cost  term 
life  insurance  with  double  indemnity  benefit  in  case  of  accidental  death. 
Under  this  Plan  a  pastor  may  secure  a  $4000.00  policy  for  as  low  as  $3.34  a 
month. 

Every  church  should  provide  the  basic  Protection  Plan  for  its  pastor. 
For  just  ten  per-cent  of  the  pastor's  salary  a  church  can  cover  its  pastor  with 
insurance  that  will  benefit  him  in  case  of  need  and  relieve  the  church  of  an 
embarrassing  obligation  should  the  pastor  become  disabled  or  die  during 
service. 

There  are  22  of  the  59  pastors  in  our  Association  which  have  not  been 
covered  by  the  Protection  Plan.  We  woud  urge  the  leaders  in  these 
churches  to  contact  the  Associational  Missionary  or  this  Committee  for  assist- 
ance in  setting  up  the  Protection  Plan  in  their  church.

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TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

PROVERBS  14:34 

"Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  reproach  to  any  people." 
Are  you  disturbed  by  the  signs  of  the  times?  Some  disturbing,  even  alarm- 
ing reports  come  to  our  ears  concerning  the  morals  of  our  young  people. 
Are  our  young  people  worse— no.  If  there  is  a  breakdown  in  the  morals  of 
our  young  people,  it  is  the  older  ones'  fault.  If  conditions  are  alarming,  it 
is  because  of  the  breakdown  in  our  homes.  No  river  can  rise  higher  than 
its  source;  no  nation  can  rise  higher  than  its  homes.  A  river  reflects  the 
nature  of  its  headwaters— a  nation  reflects  the  spirit  of  its  homes. 

One  of  the  disturbing  factors  is  the  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day. 
We  have  traveled  far  from  the  pioneer  pilgrims  who  went  to  a  small  wooden 
church  every  Lord's  Day.  It  seems  today  that  the  modern  family  is  off 
on  a  pleasure  trip  on  the  weekend. 

The  devil's  greatest  attack  on  Christianity  today  is  making  Sunday  into 
a  fun  day  rather  than  a  holy  day.  It  is  no  longer  the  Lord's  Day,  but  the 
weekend.  We  see  families  treking  in  every  direction  during  the  weekend. 
If  our  churches  are  to  survive,  we  must  have  a  day  when  men  and  women 
give  themselves  to  prayer,  worship,  Bible  study,  praise  and  meditation.  The 
Lord's  Day  is  the  river  of  God,  and  if  we  fail  to  bathe  in  it,  we  fail  to  grow 
spiritually.  The  righteous  must  have  a  day  of  spiritual  reinforcement  and 
moral  strengthening  or  we  lose  our  moral  standard  of  right  and  wrong. 

The  second  alarming  fact  today  is  the  breakdown  of  the  home.  We 
find  that  one  out  of  three  marriages  today  ends  in  divorce  and  separation. 
A  civilization  to  be  secure  must  be  built  on  homes  of  happiness,  trust  and 
mutual  confidence,   with  God  as  the  stabilizing  force. 

Another  fearful  fact  today  is  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages.  We 
find  that  our  teen-agers  are  using  it  frequently.  The  use  of  alcohol  leads 
to  promiscuous  immorality.  Liquor  is  poison  and  we  would  never  think  of 
poisoning  our  pigs,  but  many  of  us  give  this  poison  to  our  children  by  our 
own  social  drinking.  Every  Christian  should  resolve  in  his  heart  that  he 
will  not  participate  in  social  drinking.  Unless  this  nation  changes,  drink 
will  destroy  us. 

Another  result  of  strong  drink  is  increased  crime.  We  find  that  90% 
of  crime  committed  by  juveniles  is  when  they  are  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol.  The  crime  rate  last  year  cost  the  U.  S.  A.  over  $25  billion.  Three 
and  one-half  million  people  committed  crimes  last  year. 

So  many  times  you  hear  people  say  we  need  taxes  for  our  schools,  but 
for  every  tax  dollar  received  from  liquor  tax,  we  spend  ten  dollars  to  control 
it  and  care  for  those  that  have  been  overtaken  by  its  ravages.  No  nation 
ever  drank  its  way  to  prosperity.    It  conflicts  with  the  laws  of  economy. 

You  say  is  there  hope  for  us  today?  There  is  hope  if  we  turn  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  his  teachings.  We  must  climb  toward  a  spiritual 
awakening  and  moral  recovery  as  can  only  be  found  in  the  body  of  Christ. 
The  community  of  believers,  the  church,  must  give  man  a  purpose  for  liv- 
ing. We  must  preach  civic  righteousness  in  our  pulpits,  in  our  factories,  in 
our  homes,  in  our  shops,  etc. 

We  still  have  the  same  gospel,  which  is  the  power  of  God  to  save  and 
to  guide  men.  We  serve  the  same  God  who  is  mightier  than  the  devil  and 
He  can  give  us  victorious  living.  Men  and  women  of  the  pews,  leaders  of 
our  city,  it  is  to  you  we  must  turn.  We  have  the  Bible,  but  without  you 
the  city  cannot  grow  to  be  the  city  of  God.    If  week  after  week  you  will 
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draw  down  from  heaven  and  implant  Christ  in  your  hearts,  then  our  com- 
munity will  be  worth  living  in.  Our  communities  will  be  what  we  make 
them.  We  hold  the  key  to  their  success.  Do  you  want  a  Christian  com- 
munity?   Start  with  your  own  individual  life.

HOME  MISSIONS 

"For  a  great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and  there  are  many 
adversaries."    (I  Corinthians  16:9) 

Open  doors  and  adversaries  were  a  challenge  to  Paul.  Opportunities 
and  difficulties  present  a  growing  challenge  to  home  missionaries  today. 
Many  evil  forces  are  arrayed  against  the  forces  of  righteousness  in  America. 

At  the  same  time  many  appeals  are  presented  for  help  in  Christian 
ministries.  The  entire  world  looks  to  America  for  Christian  leadership,  but 
America  cannot  give  what  she  does  not  continue  to  have.  In  a  very  special 
way  this  is  home  missions'  most  urgent  hour. 

Missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  are  now  serving  in  every  state, 
in  Cuba,  Panama,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

During  the  past  year  the  Home  Mission  Board  appointed  an  average  of 
30  missionaries  each  month.  At  the  close  of  1963  the  Board  had  2,222 
missionaries,   which  is  144  more  than  were  reported  last  year. 

The  Chaplains  Commission  was  serving  750  chaplains  at  the  end  of  1963. 
The  ratio  of  missionaries  serving  in  pioneer  areas  and  among  the  under- 
privileged and  neglected  peoples  continues  to  increase. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  received  in  1963  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram, $3,192,498,  of  which  $2,100,000  was  used  for  operation  and  $1,092,498 
for  Capital  Needs  and  to  add  to  the  corpus  of  the  church  loans  funds.  The 
Annie  Armstrong  Offering  provided  $3,049,284.  Designated  funds  and  special 
gifts  amounted  to  $210,314.  The  total  amount  given  the  Home  Mission 
Board  during  the  year  amounts  to  about  62  cents  for  each  Southern  Baptist 
for  the  entire  year;   a  fraction  more  than  a  nickel  per  month. 

The  churches  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  gave  as  a  designated 
amount  $7,658  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1963.  In  1964  the  amount 
came  to  $7,388. 

There  is  still  a  need  for  personnel  and  a  greater  financial  support  by 
our  churches.

P.O.A.U.  &  BAPTIST  JOINT  COMMITTEE 
ON  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

Protestants  and  Other  Americans  United  for  the  Separation  of  Church 
and  State  was  founded  in  1948,  bv  top  national  leaders  in  religion,  education, 
law,  and  fraternal  life.  P.O.A.U.  is  not  content  with  merely  stating  the  issues, 
for  action  is  needed.  As  an  action  organization,  P.O.A.U.  cooperates  with 
educational  groups  in  defending  the  integrity  of  the  public  schools;  maintains 
a  legal  department  to  seek  court  action  where  necessary  to  prevent  misuse  of 
public  funds  for  sectarian  purposes;   publishes  a  monthly  review  with  infor- 
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mation  on  current  developments  in  church-state  relations;  conducts  research 
on  legislative  and  fiscal  matters  affecting  religious  institutions;  grants  schol- 
arships to  college  and  university  students  pursuing  studies  pertaining  to  reli- 
gious liberty;  and  provides  speakers  for  forums  on  church-state  relations  in 
various  parts  of  the  country. 

P.O.A.U.  has  grown  in  17  years  from  no  members  to  200,000.  It  is 
hoped  that  within  five  years  there  will  be  1,000,000  members. 

At  the  September  10,  1964,  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees a  resolution  was  passed  calling  upon  all  people  and  churches  throughout 
America  who  believe  in  separation  of  church  and  state,  beginning  on  Refor- 
mation Day,  with  October  25,  1964,  and  each  year  thereafter  to  observe 
Church-State  Separation  Week.  The  resolution  urges  a  national  and  local 
city  rallies  on  religious  liberty  be  held  each  year  in  order  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  church  members  the  dangers  we  face  of  losing  our  religious 
liberty  and  the  steps  we  can  take  for  the  preservation  of  that  liberty.  Suitable 
printed  materials  for  such  rallies  will  be  available  through  P.O.A.U.  f":

Christian  education  advance 

Report  for  the  Cooperative  Program 

The  Cooperative  Program  helps  us  to  meet  a  total  world  missions  task. 
Through  this  means  our  churches  are  able  to  present  a  united  front  and  to 
develop  a  unified  approach. 

Since  1925  the  Cooperative  Program  has  been  the  channel  enabling 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  support  the  world  ministry  committed  to  them 
by  Christ  in  the  Great  Commission. 

Your  church  has  a  part  in  the  support  of  over  5,000  missionaries  who 
baptized  over  58,000  i^eople  last  year  if  you  give  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

In  addition  to  these  missionaries  we  help  63  Baptist  hospitals,  45  orph- 
anages, 14  homes  for  aging  and  1,132  schools  around  the  world  as  we  give 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  love  of  God  in  action,  the  hands  of 
Christ  at  work. 

Contributions  from  the  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for 
all  causes  are  sent  to  the  Convention  office  in  Raleigh.  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram gifts  are  then  divided  between  all  missions.  Christian  Education,  and 
Social  Service  work  of  Southern  Baptists.  Each  Baptist  Hospital,  children's 
home,  school,  home  for  aging,  and  each  area  of  general  mission  work 
receives  a  part  of  the  Cooperative  Program  dollar. 

The  sun  never  sets  on  the  work  of  our  Cooperative  Program. 

By  decision  of  the  Special  Convention  in  Greensboro  our  churches 
are  urged  to  increase  their  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program  by  at 
least  35%.  Receipts  beyond  the  basic  budget  for  this  year  make  up  an 
advanced  section  of  the  Cooperative  Program  and  is  allocated  for  expansion 
and  capital  improvement  in  the  program  of  Higher  Christian  Education 
through  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  (85%  for  colleges,  15%  for  student 
centers.) 

Stewardship  Development 

Our  people  are  giving  approximately  one  third  of  the  tithe  into  their 
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churches.  The  churches  give  an  average  of  a  httle  more  than  eight  cents 
of  each  dollar  of  church  income  through  the  Cooperative  Program  to  wit- 
ness to  two  billion  lost  people  in  the  world. 

During  the  past  Associational  year  62  churches  in  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association  gave  a  total  of  $132,842  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  12 
churches,  according  to  available  records,  did  not  contribute  to  the  World 
Program  of  Jesus  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

In  the  year  ahead,  above  all  things,  let  us  determine  to  be  faithful 
to  the  guidance  of  God's  Spirit  and  share  with  a  lost  world  to  the  limit  of 
our  ability.

In  the  modern  world  nothing  stays  around  very  long  that  doesn't  have 
some  definite  purpose  and  mission.  The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  now  131 
years  old,  grows  in  strength  and  stature  because  its  course  is  fixed  upon  the 
primary  purpose  of  service  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

Never  has  there  been  a  day  when  the  Christian  witness  was  more 
needed  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  world.  The  church  at  work  in 
the  world  needs  all  the  information  and  insight  it  can  get.  Our  democratic 
form  of  church  government  is  founded  upon  the  belief  that  people  will  do 
the  right  thing  when  properly  informed.  To  help  Baptists  fill  these  needs, 
the  RECORDER  seeks  to  do  the  following: 

(1)  TO  INFORM.  Baptists  cannot  properly  do  until  they  properly 
know.  With  special  attention  to  the  interests  and  needs  of  Baptists  in  this 
state,  the  RECORDER  staff  gathers,  sifts  and  publishes  significant  news 
from  as  many  sources  as  possible.  It  keeps  abreast  of  the  import  activities  of 
the  State  Convention  and  its  agencies  and  institutions.  As  much  as  possible, 
news  from  the  wider  circles  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  en- 
tire Christian  world  is  presented. 

(2)  TO  INTERPRET:  Increasingly  it  is  becoming  necessary  for  responsi- 
ble publications  to  help  readers  understand  the  meaning  of  events.  The 
reasons  are  many.  Daily  the  world  becomes  more  complex  and  events  and 
personalities  become  more  entangled.  Most  people  face  such  a  flood  of  in- 
formation and  iDropaganda  from  every  direction  that  it  is  hard  to  sort  out 
the  important  things,  set  them  in  proper  context  and  understand  them.  With 
the  resources  of  full  information,  close  contact  with  denominational  leaders, 
pastors  and  others,  plus  many  years  of  experience,  the  RECORDER  seeks 
to  say  something  about  the  meaning  of  events  as  well  as  reporting  them. 

(3)  TO  INFLUENCE:  Like  the  individual  Christian,  a  Baptist  paper 
has  a  responsibility  to  let  its  light  shine  in  the  world.  A  long  record  of 
service,  integrity  and  courage  has  earned  respect  for  the  voice  of  the  RE- 
CORDER both  within  and  without  the  denomination.  Proper  use  of  that 
voice,  lighted  by  the  New  Testament  and  conscience,  is  both  a  service  and 
a  sacred  trust.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  take  note  of  the  phenomenal  growth  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  have  enjoyed  during  the  past  twenty-five  years. 
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Today  in  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges  we  have  enrolled  more  than  11,000  stu- 
dents. The  total  property  value  of  the  Colleges  exceeds  $60,000,000.  Though 
the  years  these  colleges  have  graduated  more  than  50,000  students.  It  is  of 
special  interest  to  note  that  we  have  in  our  colleges  426  young  men  and 
women  studying  for  Vocational  Christian  Services. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  lifeline  in  sustaining  our  colleges.  With- 
out this  income,  which  represents  an  endowment,  not  one  of  our  Baptist 
Colleges  could  meet  standards  for  accreditation  by  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Schools. 

During  this  period  when  our  colleges  are  in  the  focus  of  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  life,  we  need  to  remind  ourselves  that  the  ties  which  bind  these 
seven  colleges  to  our  Convention  are  not  now  nor  have  they  ever  been 
primarily  financial.  The  true  ties  are  to  be  found  in  the  Bible,  in  our  history, 
and  what  we  believe  as  Baptists  is  our  mission  in  the  world.  Ours  is  a 
covenant  relationship. 

Baptists  from  the  beginning  have  believed  that  the  task  of  learning 
is  appointed  by  God  and  that  all  knowledge  and  wisdom  has  its  unity  in 
Christ;  and  since  we  do  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of  Life,  we  believe 
that  Baptist  churches  through  their  colleges,  as  members  of  the  covenant 
community,  have  an  obligation  to  every  area  of  life  and  culture.  Thus,  our 
fellowship  comes  through  a  covenant  relationship  and  a  sense  of  working 
together  to  achieve  a  common  goal. 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  is  now  engaged  in  a  serious  self- 
study,  which  includes  the  theological  basis  for  Christian  education;  the 
objectives  of  a  Christian  college;  the  responsibility  of  a  Christian  teacher; 
and  the  place  of  worship  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  Of  special  interest  to 
our  Associations  will  be  the  portion  of  the  study  dealing  with  the  ministerial 
student  and  the  Christian  vocational  worker.  This  study  will  deal  with  the 
problem  of  enlisting  more  young  people  in  full-time  Christiian  service, 
studying  ways  and  means  of  more  financial  help;  and  this  study  will  also 
be  concerned  with  how  the  churches  and  the  colleges  can  work  more  closely 
together  to  meet  these  needs. 

The  Council  has  produced  this  year  a  pamphlet  directed  toward  the 
young  people  in  the  local  church  who  wish  to  attend  a  Baptist  college.  This 
pamphlet  will  show  parents  how  to  figure  the  actual  college  cost,  what  finan- 
cial help  is  available,  and  also  how  to  get  information  about  these  Baptist 
colleges  and  about  admission  procedures.  Copies  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
the  Council  Office,   301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

The  colleges  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  through 
the  Association  to  our  Baptist  churches  a  genuine  appreciation  for  the  sup- 
port which  is  making  possible  the  continued  operation  of  these  colleges.

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sions  including  the  noon  meal.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Memphis  in  1948, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  set  forth  the  Advance  Program  which  had  grown 
out  of  much  prayer  and  concern  for  a  world  in  need. 

At  that  time  there  were  625  missionaries.  There  was  a  conviction  that  a 
minimum  of  1,750  missionaries  should  be  placed  under  appointment  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.     The  number  was  later  enlarged  to  1,800. 

Such  an  undertaking  would  call  for  greatly  enlarged  resources  both  in 
personnel  and  finance.  It  was  realized  that  more  than  $20,000,000  annually 
would  be  necessary  to  maintain  such  a  world  outreach. 

Southern  Baptists  felt  God's  leadership  and  responded  with  love,  prayer, 
and  dedication.  Churches,  conventions,  institutions  and  other  agencies  of 
Baptist  life  opened  their  hearts  to  the  call  of  a  world  in  need.  The  Baptist 
Jubilee  Advance  came  into  life  and  made  possible  progress  in  every  phase 
of  our  service  for  the  Lord. 

With  gratitude  to  God  and  with  all  the  glory  given  to  his  holy  name, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  able  to  report  that  the  year  1963  closed  with  a 
total  of  1,803  missionaries  under  appointment  for  service  in  53  countries 
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throughout  the  world,  and  that  the  year  was  most  remarkable  in  evangelism, 
church  development,  leadership  training,  medical  work,  and  literature  prep- 
aration. 

Two  main  channels  of  missionary  giving,  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering,  provide  the  resources  for  a  world  en- 
circling task.    They  have  grown  in  parallel  lines. 

This  year  our  Association  gave  through  the  Cooperative  Program  $132,842 
as  compared  with  last  years  figures  $109,470.  For  Foreign  Missions  we  gave 
this  year  $32,587  as  compared  to  $34,904  last  year. 

No  word  can  properly  describe  the  dedication  which  the  missionaries 
who  cross  the  world,  giving  their  lives  in  labors  of  love  on  mission  fields 
in  foreign  lands,  bring  to  this  task.  Southern  Baptists  everywhere  must 
bear  them  up  with  intercessory  prayer  at  the  throne  of  grace  and  ask  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  to  thrust  out  more  laborers  to  join  them  in  the  fields  which 
are  white  unto  harvest.

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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

CABARRUS  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(^Indicates  new  or  changed  section) 
PREAMBLE 

*  We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adja- 
cent territories  in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North 
Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of 
an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I-NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II-PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for 
developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advanc- 
ing the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

*  The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III-MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  and  pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it. 
Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  continue  Baptist  in  faith  and  practice, 
and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support  the  Association 
and  the  agencies  of  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

*  Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and 
may  receive  churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to 
its  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as 
they  desire. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  to 
the  Committee  on  Missions.  If  recommended  by  this  Committee,  they  shall 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  including 
such  recommendation,  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  by  this  Committee  and  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the 
Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  co- 
operating Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Petitionary  Letters,  acceptance  into  the  full  fellowship  of  the  Association 
shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During  this  period,  mem- 
bers of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

*  Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any 
church  that  neglects  to  preserve  gospel  order,  maintain  a  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion with  the  Association,  or  support  the  causes  fostered  by  the  Association, 
or  that  denarts  from  the  principles  of  the  Christian  faith  as  taught  in  the 
Bible  and  believed  by  Baptists. 

Any  church  found  unfaithful  in  practice  shall  be  visited  by  the  officers 
of  the  Association  with  a  view  to  correcting  such  errors.  In  the  event  of 
failure  of  the  church  to  correct  errors  found,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  the  Association  may  by  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  those  present  and  voting  withdraw  fellowship  from  such  church. 
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ARTICLE  IV-MEETINGS 

*  Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

*  Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  pro- 
vided two  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  fifty  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  addi- 
tional fifty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting 
body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  Minutes 
shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  sessions  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V-AUTHORITY 

*  It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is 
independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no 
authority  over  the  churches,   except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI-OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1.    The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,    Woman's    Missionary    Union   President,    Brotherhood  President, 
Music  Director,  Auditor,   and  ^Parliamentarian. 

^Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The  nominees  shall  be  contacted  and  nomi- 
nated by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  (By-Law  IV,  Section  6).  Commit- 
tee nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in 
the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  o£fice  listed 
in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

*  Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at 
the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the 
responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board. 

*  Section  4.    The  term  of  office  of  the  Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  one 

year. 

*  Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training, 
missions,  and  stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  depart- 
ments: The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Training  Union  Depart- 
ment, the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood 
Department,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  Departments 
as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

b.  Each  Department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  of  the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval 
by  the  Executive  Board  at  its  third  quarterly  meeting.  Other  De- 
partmental leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not 
later  than  September  1.  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with 
the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In 
event  of  vacancies  occurring  during  the  vp'^r,  r;aid  \'0^"'^^ies  s^all 
be  filled  temporarily  by  the  Departments  for  the  remainder  of  the 
Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII-TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  Association,  *one  preferably  a 
lawyer,  serving  terms  of  three  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.    On  nomination 
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by  tlie  Committee  on  Nominations,  one  new  Trustee  shall  be  eleeted  at 
the  Annual  Meetin<j;.  *The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  of- 
fice shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 

ARTICLE  VIII-EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

'^The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers, 
Heads  of  Departments,  (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Associational  Missionary  (Ex- 
officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay-members  chosen  by  each  church 
from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report,  and 
chairmen  of  all  standing  Committees  of  the  Association.  The  Executive 
Board  shall  have  the  autliority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions, 
except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to 
meet  (luarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association 
at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX-THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

*The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and 
frequency  of  mcH?tings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon 
the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Missionary.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordi- 
nate the  actixities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such 
matters  to  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X-COMMITTEES 

"Section  I.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  Com- 
mittees, with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  Com- 
mittees shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bership chosen  each  year.  No  Committee  member  shall  be  eligible  to 
scr\e  on  the  same  Committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  year.  Names  of 
all  Committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes,  together  with  their 
terms  of  office.

*(  3)    Committee  on  Evangelism  (By-Law  IV,  Section  3)

(  5)    Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (By-Law  IV,  Section  5) 
(  6)    Committee  on  Nominations  (By-Law  IV,  Section  6)

*(  2)    Committee  on  Enrollment  (By-Law  IV,  Section  12) 
ARTICLE  XI-AMENDMENTS 
This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting, 
provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  dur- 
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ing  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon  the  .seef)nd  day. 
"It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution. 

BY-LAWS 

BY-LAW  I-PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 
Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's 
rules  for  conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  pre- 
scribes otherwise. 

BY-LAW  II-ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  III-DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  appoint  tlie  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees, Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  , 
He  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Coun- 
cil, and  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  Committees.  He  shall  serve  as 
a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  dis- 
tribute at  the  Annual  Meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make 
an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  to  participating  clnirches,  keep  on 
file  copies  of  minutes,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association, 
and,  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board  and  Associational 
Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the 
name  of  the  Association:  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  As- 
sociation, its  Executive  Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an 
accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board;  and 
keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

*  Section  5.  The  Department  heads  (Article  IV,  Section  5a)  shall  seek 
to  lead  the  Association  in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  for  their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Chairman  oi  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  also  serve  as 
Director  of  Music  for  the  Association,  and  shall  have  charge  of  music  pro- 
grams for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

"Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  Books 
at  the  end  of  the  Association  year,  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation or  Executive  Board. 

"Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parlia- 
mentary procedure. 

BY-LAW  IV-DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

"Section  1.    The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of 
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three  members  and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  pre- 
pare a  printed  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which 
shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption, 
and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business 
become  necessary. 

Section  2.    The  Committee  on  Missions 

( 1 )  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members.  It  shall  meet 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

(2)  It  shall  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the 
work  of  the  Association,  and  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new 
churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  work. 

(3)  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  or- 
ganize a  new  church. 

*(4)  It  shall  consider  requests  of  churches  for  reception  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Association.  It  shall  give  particular  consideration  to 
whether  the  church  is  properly  located  for  the  best  interest  of  exist- 
ing churches,  and  the  reasons  for  the  organization  of  said  church. 
When  its  findings  are  favorable,  it  shall  recommend  the  church  for 
consideration  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters. 
(5)  When  without  a  Missionary,  this  Committee  shall  seek  out  and 
recommend  to  the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election 
a  new  Missionary,  according  to  By-Law  VII,  Section  1. 

*  Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, working  with  the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work 
of  Evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and 
Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  All  plans  and  pro- 
grams shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board. 

*  Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and 
the  Treasurer,  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate 
program,  present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  de- 
vise plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

*  Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six 
members,  shall,  when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the 
examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  Cospel  Ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  Committee  are  favorable,  the  Committee  will 
recommend  ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership, 
and  will  assist  in  the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to 
do  so. 

^Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  contact  before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI 
and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  Committee  shall  also  nominate  represen- 
tatives for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

This  Committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

*  Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  be  available  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to 
make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.    The   Committee   on   Petitionary   Letters,   composed  of  six 
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members,  shall  perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  Articles  of  Faith,  and  such  other  evidence  as  is  necessary  to  de- 
termine whether  the  church  seeking  membership  is  Baptist  in  faith  and  prac- 
tice. 

*  Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  draw  up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and 
any  other  resolutions  it  or  the  Association  deems  wise: 

^Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section 
1)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing 
Committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This  Committee  shall  also  name 
the  Chairman  of  each  Committee. 

^Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of 
three  members,  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of 
meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recom- 
mend the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alter- 
nate for  the  Annual  Sermon  or  Sermons. 

^Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, shall  prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the 
sessions. 

^Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six 
members,  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within 
the  Association  in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary 
Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  This  Committee 
shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  Center,   and  assist  them  in  its  promotion. 

*BY-LAW  V-DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of 
Activities  each  year,  which,  after  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  counsel  with  churches 
concerning  their  cooperation  with  and  participation  in  the  work  of  the 
Association,  and  the  Conventions  with  which  it  cooperates,  and  the  mission 
prograjns  sponsored  by  them. 

Lack  of  participation  in  the  organized  work  of  the  Association,  lack 
of  financial  support  of  the  Association,  the  Cooner'^tive  Program,  or  the 
mission  causes  sponsored  by  the  Association  or  the  Convention,  or  evidences 
of  tendencies  that  are  not  Baptist  in  faith  and  practice  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Association  in  regular  session  for  proper  consideration  and  action. 

Section  3.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  help  any  -oarticipating  church 
desiring  assistance  with  its  problems. 

BY-LAW  VI-TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money, 
endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle 
all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board. 

BY-LAW  VII-ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Missions  and  on  %  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the 
Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting,    or  between  sessions  of  the  Association 
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by  its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in 
accordance  with  the  Guidelines  set  by  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  promote  the  work  of.  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors 
and  officers,  and  the  Association  and  its  Committees  and  Organizations.  He 
shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  Committees. 

BY-LAWS  VIII-DEPARTMENTAL  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Promotional  meetings  of  the  Departments  of  the  Association 
(Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  be  held  on  Monday  evening  after  the  second  Sun- 
day in  each  month. 

Section  2.  The  Sunday  School  organization  shall  meet  the  first  month 
of  each  quarter,  WMU  and  Brotherhood  the  second  month.  Training  Union 
and  Church  Music  the  third  month. 

Section  3.  This  schedule  may  be  changed  when  recommended  by  the 
Associational  Council  and/or  approved  by  the  Association  or  Executive 
Board. 

*BY-LAW  IX-ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  Annual  Minutes  of  the  Association 
shall  not  exceed  300  words  in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BY-LAW  X-AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting 
and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  continues  to  be  the  marching  orders 
of  Christians  in  this  twentieth  century.  We  are  to  "Go  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptising  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  .  .  ." 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  churches  have  been  assigned  the  tasks  of 
teaching  the  Bible,  reaching  the  unreached,  leading  all  church  members  to 
worship,  witness,  learn,  and  minister  daily,  furnishing  workers  for  various 
projects,  and  interpreting  the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination— thus 
helping  the  church  in  its  basic  functions  of  worship,  proclamation,  educa- 
tion and  ministry. 

Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  are  seeking  to  enroll  ten  million  by 
1970.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal,  we  must  have  an  enrolment  gain  of 
approximately  30%  in  the  next  five  years.  We  are  challenged  to  have  an  enrol- 
ment of  one  million  in  North  Carolina  by  1970.    Outreach  must  have  priority. 

We  are  asking  each  Sunday  School  in  our  Association  to  accept  a  net 
enrolment  increase  of  3%  for  1966,  4%  for  1967,  5%  for  1968,  6%  for  1969, 
and  7%  for  1970.  We  will  grow  great  Sunday  Schools  as  we  show  com- 
passionate concern  for  the  unreached.  Evangelism,  stewardship,  missions, 
discipleship— all  wait  upon  outreach. 

These  enrolment  gains  can  be  realized  by  organizing  new  Sunday  Schools 
(a  new  Sunday  School  will  gain  30);  the  organizing  of  Extension  Bible  Classes 
(each  will  gain  10);  the  starting  of  new  adult  classes  (each  will  gain  6);  the 
activating  of  Extension,  Cradle  Roll,  and  Young  People  Away  departments 
( each  will  gain  6 ) ;  and  enrolling  Vacation  Bible  School  pupils  not  in  Sun- 
day School. 

If  we  will  follow  the  simple  growth  formula  advocated  many  years  ago 
by  Dr.  Arthur  Flake— locate  the  prospects,  enlarge  the  organization,  provide 
needed  space,  enlist  and  train  workers,  and  visit  the  people— we  will  reach 
more  people  for  Bible  study;  our  baptisms  will  increase;  Christian  steward- 
ship will  become  a  reality;  and  our  churches  will  be  strengthened. 

Along  with  an  increased  emphasis  upon  outreach,  each  Sunday  School 
is  urged  to  observe  January  Bible  Study  Week,  to  plan  a  church  and  mission 
Vacation  Bible  School,  to  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and  other  oppor- 
tunities for  training;  to  cooperate  in  the  Adult  Thrust  movement,  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Associational  Sunday  School  projects— clinics,  conferences,  en- 
largement campaigns;  and  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  weeks  at  Caswell 
and  Ridgecrest.  When  our  Sunday  Schools  begin  moving  forward,  our  churches 
will  move  forward.

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Associational  Training  Union  held  all  of  its  scheduled 
meetings  during  the  year  1965,  which  included  "M"  Night,  and  participation 
in  a  youth  retreat  at  Camp  Caraway,  and  quarterly  meetings.  The  youth 
retreat  was  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Coy  Privette,  pastor  of  the  North 
Kannapolis  Baptist  Church.  Our  "M"  Night  was  held  in  the  Brown  High  School 
Auditorium  in  October  of  1964,  with  Dr.  Baker  James  Dauthen  as  the  in- 
spirational speaker.    Our  attendance  at  this  meeting  was  922. 

The  Training  Union  tournaments  were  all  well  participated  in.  There 
were  36  Juniors  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work  Tournament,  3  Intermediates 
in  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill;  2  Young  People  in  the  Better  Speaker's 
Tournament;  and  4  Adults  participating  in  the  Bible  Reader's  Tournament. 
Of  these  participating  in  the  various  tournaments  34  were  judged  associational 
winners  in  the  Juniors,  1  Intermediate,  1  young  person,  and  1  adult. 

The  Youth  Convention  sponsored  by  the  Training  Union  was  held  in 
Charlotte.  Our  record  of  registration  from  the  Cabarrus  Association  was  over 
100,  representing  7  churches. 

The  Associational  Training  Union  officers  were  cooperative  in  assisting 
other  churches  which  we  were  called  upon  to  aid  in  organizational  work  and 
the  teaching  of  study  courses. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  been  the  Associational  Training  Union 
director  for  ten  years,  from  October  of  1954  to  October  of  1965.  During  this 
time  there  were  12  "M"  Night  meetings  held  with  attendance  as  follows:

Our  "M"  Night  attendance  during  this  period  was  11,684  persons.  We 
ranked  3rd  in  the  State  of  N.  C.  in  attendance  2  years,  and  2nd  for  two  years. 
We  were  in  the  top  ten  for  7  years. 

Our  tournament  participation  during  this  time  was  commendable  in  that 
we  had  575  Juniors  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work.  Of  this  number  we  are  con- 
fident that  426  were  State  winners,  which  is  as  high  as  they  can  go.  We 
have  had  a  total  of  23  Intermediate  Sword  Drill  participants,  with  3  of  this 
number  being  Regional  winners  and  participating  in  the  State  finals.  We 
have  had  23  young  people  participating  in  the  Better  Speakers  Tournaments, 
with  3  of  this  number  going  to  the  State  finals.  We  have  had  a  total  of  36  adults 
in  the  Bible  Reading  Tournament,  with  5  of  the  participants  going  to  the 
State  finals.  I  might  say  that  Woodrow  Millsapps  represented  our  Association 
in  these  Adult  Tournaments  4  years  on  the  State  level. 

These  records  we  should  be  justifiably  grateful  for.  We  pray  God's 
blessings  on  the  Associational  Training  Union  work  for  the  coming  years.

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BROTHERHOOD 

Four  Associational  Meetings  highlighted  our  work  last  year. 

1.  Our  Annual  Workshop  at  West  Point. 

2.  A  Men  and  Boy's  Rally  at  Young  Street  where  a  full  house  thrilled 
at  the  testimony  of  "Vinegar  Bend"  Mizell. 

3.  A  Men's  Rally  at  Blackwelder  Park,  featuring  a  most  interesting 
Pastor-Layman  Panel  discussion. 

4.  A  very  informative  schooling  on  The  Forward  Program  of  Christian 
Stewardship  was  led  by  our  State  Workers  at  Sharon.  The  Attendance  at 
this  meeting  was  very  disappointing.  Only  15%  of  our  churches  were  repre- 
sented and  three  of  those  by  their  Pastors  only. 

Several  churches  were  kind  enough  to  invite  me  to  participate  in  Brother- 
hood functions,  for  which  I  am  grateful.  However,  interest  in  general  has 
not  been  too  encouraging.  This  was  due  largely,  I  think,  to  the  lack  of 
publicity  and  promotion  in  the  individual  churches. 

In  most  of  the  churches  of  our  Association  there  is  a  critical  need  for 
more  dedicated  Christian  men  to  work  with  Royal  Ambassadors.  This  need 
can  be  met  if  enough  prospective  leaders,  especially  Counselors  will  take  ad- 
vantage of  "The  Royal  Ambassador  Basic  Leadership  Course"  during  our 
Annual  Workshop  at  Brookdale  November  1st  and  2nd.  There  will  also  be 
separate  conferences  for  each  Church  Brotherhood  Officer. 

Through  this  type  training  we  can  prepare  our  Brotherhoods  to  lead  out  in 
"Helping  The  Church  Fulfill  It's  Mission  Through  Proclamation  and  Witness." 

Missionary  education  and  Missions  promotion  is  one  of  Baptist  Men's 
greatest  needs.  The  Brotherhood  study  program  is  designed  to  meet  this 
need.  Materials  and  help  are  available  through  our  Associational  and  State 
Brotherhood  Office.  Our  goal  is  an  active  Brotherhood  and  R.  A.  in  each 
church  in  our  Association.

Charles  Storey  assisted  in  the  music  parts  of  our  Associational  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  Clinics  held  in  April. 

The  following  four  churches  (First,  Concord,  First,  Kannapolis,  Kerr 
Street,  and  McGill  Street)  entered  their  Junior  and  Youth  Choirs  in  the 
Regional  Choir  Festivals  in  February  and  the  Statewide  Choir  Festivals  in 
April.    Approximately  200  choir  members  from  these  churches  participated. 
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Sixty  persons  were  enrolled  in  two  Schools  of  Music  held  by  Charles 
Storey  in  Kannapolis  in  July  and  James  D.  Reich  in  Concord  in  August. 
Earle  Reeves  and  Mrs.  Helen  Garner  assisted  also.  Thirty-six  of  these  en- 
rolled completed  requirements  for  study  course  credits  in  Category  19  of  the 
Church  Study  Course  System.

EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

This  has  been  a  year  of  history  in  our  Association.  In  keeping  with  the 
new  Constitution,  we  met  four  times  this  year— December,  March,  June,  and 
September— for  the  transaction  of  regular  business. 

There  was  a  called  meeting  August  5,  1965  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
hearing  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee  that  we  purchase  the 
adjoining  lot  to  the  Associational  pastorium  and  office.  The  Association  voted 
to  purchase  the  house  and  lot  for  $8,000.  This  is  to  be  financed  from  the  two 
percent  offerings  from  our  churches  for  Associational  Missions. 

In  December,  on  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  we  re- 
quested pastoral  aid  from  State  Missions  of  $720  for  Charity  Baptist  Church 
and  $2,400  for  the  Harrisburg  Mission. 

We  requested  $2,000  from  State  Missions  to  purchase  a  lot  for  the 
Harrisburg  Mission. 

We  recommended  that  the  Executive  Board  meet  the  Monday  night  after 
the  fourth  Sunday  in  the  third  month  of  each  quarter  from  7:30  to  8:30  p.m. 

We  set  a  goal  to  reach  4,960  tithers  this  year. 

In  March  we  voted  to  plan  simultaneous  revivals  during  April  10-24, 
1966.  We  also  voted  to  pay  $1,000  a  year  for  the  next  three  years  on  the  lot 
for  Providence  Mission,  referred  to  earlier  as  the  Harrisburg  Mission. 

All  committees  were  brought  up  to  full  strength. 

In  June  the  usual  reports  were  received.  We  voted  that  $150  be  authoriz- 
ed for  a  Youth  Retreat  to  be  taken  from  the  present  budget. 

In  September  we  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  the  Associ- 
ational Missionary  called  to  the  Sunday  School  Department  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.

out the  state.  Our  people  have  supported  this  ministry  in  a  most  generous 
and  commendable  way. 

Our  Homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help  as  possible. 
They  are  dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  support.  Every  gift, 
however  large  or  small,  is  appreciated  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  given.  Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly important. 

The  Thanksgiving  offering  of  last  year  is  approaching  three  hundred 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($310,000)  and  is  the  largest  ever  given.  This  suggests 
that  our  people  welcome  an  opportunity  to  support  the  "helping  ministries" 
of  the  church  which  are  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in  which  chil- 
dren needing  this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families  are  finding  much 
happiness  and  a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  caring  for  foster  children. 
Thus,  many  boys  and  girls  are  privileged  to  grow  up  in  Christian  homes  who 
otherwise  would  not  have  this  opportunity.  Should  you  have  an  "extra  measure 
of  love"  to  share  in  this  way  the  Homes  would  like  to  know  of  your  interest. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Homes  are  committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian  program 
of  child  care— a  program  that  will  merit  the  undivided  support  and  loyalty 
of  our  people  and  that  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that  end  it  is  our 
purpose  to  meet,  as  effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of  our  day. 

Every  family  in  a  church  can  have  an  issue  of  Charity  and  Children 
each  week  for  only  sixty  cents  a  year,  and  keep  well  informed  about  our 
Children's  Homes.

HOMES  FOR  AGING 

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  a  ministry  to  the  aging 
fourteen  years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since  that  time  four  Homes  for  the 
Aging  have  come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the  making.  Many  elderly 
people  have  been  blessed  by  this  compassionate  ministry  through  the  years, 
and  today  160  people  are  in  residence  at  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home  in 
Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home 
in  Hamilton.  When  the  proposed  new  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed, 
there  will  be  capacity  for  200.  It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin 
on  the  Yanceyville  Home  during  1965. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we  could 
not  operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the  financial  support  of 
our  Baptist  people.  This  financial  aid  from  the  churches  comes  to  us  through 
two  very  vital  avenues— the  Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  third 
Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Special  Day 
Offering  receipts  for  1964  were  at  an  all-time  high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00. 
Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to  supplement  from  80%  to  90%  of  our 
needy  residents  who  could  not  be  with  us  otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965  will  be  the 
greatest  ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and  ever-increasing  needs  of 
the  aging  in  our  midst  who  seek  our  help.  The  waiting  list  now  is  175  and 
grows  almost  daily. 
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As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various  areas  of 
human  need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us  to  include  also  a 
special  ministry  to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have  responded  to  His  plea, 
we  are  giving  an  answer  to  Him  for  these  elderly  people  who  are  very  dear  to 
Him,  and  we  pray  that  every  church  in  our  State  Baptist  Convention  will 
be  very  careful  to  give  increasing  emphasis  to  this  vital  ministry.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

More  than  35,000  sick  people  were  seen  in  the  clinics  of  our  Baptist 
Medical  Center  in  Winston-Salem  last  year,  and  more  than  19,000  were 
hospitalized  for  bed  care.  These  sick  people  came  from  all  sections  of  our 
state,  out  of  all  kinds  of  financial  circumstances,  and  with  almost  every  type 
of  serious  disease  and  sickness  known  to  man.  Most  of  them  were  sent  bv 
their  local  doctors,  because  they  had  problems  which  were  difficult  of  diagnosis 
or  treatment,  and  needed  specialized  facilities  and  skills  such  as  those  found 
at  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  people  who  were  served,  there  were  more  than 
700  persons  in  training  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care  and  Christian 
service.  These  students  were  studying  in  ten  different  schools,  and  in  other 
fields  of  training  in  our  Medical  Center,  and  will  go  out  to  serve  as  physicians, 
nurses,  technicians,  pastors  and  other  Christian  workers,  in  our  communities 
and  churches  throughout  North  Carolina  and  on  our  mission  fields  around 
the  world.  These  schools  offer  excellent  opportunities,  and  they  are  interested 
in  qualified  Baptist  young  people  who  wish  to  invest  their  lives  in  useful  service 
to  their  fellow  man  and  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  ministry  of  our  hospital  to  people  who  are  seriously  ill  and  in  meager 
circumstances  lies  at  the  very  heart  of  its  total  work.  All  of  our  Mother's  Dav 
offerings  are  used  for  this  purpose:  when  the  doctors  have  given  their  skilled 
services  without  charge  to  these  patients,  and  the  money  available  from  all 
other  sources  is  added,  every  dollar  we  give  is  multiplied  nine  times  over  in 
free  service  to  those  who  need  help. 

It  is  a  high  privilege  for  us  in  our  churches  to  minister  in  the  name  of 
the  Great  Physician,  through  our  hospital,  to  these  multitudes  who  are  sick. 
It  will  be  a  welcome  voice  when  the  King  shall  come  in  His  glory  and  we 
can  hear  Him  say:  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father;  for  I  was  sick,  and  ye 
visited  me."

THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  on  Missions  met  monthly  during  the  year  to  confer  with 
the  Associational  Missionary  regarding  the  promotion  of  all  the  work  of  the 
Association.  We  made  regular  reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  the  follow- 
ing recommendations : 

1.  The  following  officers  were  elected  to  serve  for  the  year  1964-1965: 
Howard  Dawkins,  Chairman;  B.  J.  Morris,  Vice-Chairman;  Norman  Bris- 
son,  Secretary. 

2.  The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  advisability  of  an 
Associational  office  buidding:  Claude  Council,  Chairman;  B.  J.  Morris; 
Howard  Dawkins;  W.  L.  Mills,  Jr.;  Arnold  Byrd;  R.  W.  Crutchfield;  Frank 
Payne. 

3.  Voted  to  grant  the  request  for  pastoral  aid  for  the  Charity  Baptist  Church 
with  the  provision  that  there  would  be  a  20%  reduction  over  last  year. 

4.  Voted  to  seek  aid  from  the  State  Convention  for  the  Providence  Mission 
as  follows:  $2,400  general  church  aid;  $2,000  church  lot  aid.  Was  sug- 
gested that  the  Association  buy  the  church  lot  now  with  the  help  of  the 
State  Convention. 

5.  Recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  that  the  Association  in  association 
with  the  Department  of  State  Missions  purchase  the  lot  for  Providence 
Mission  at  Harrisburg.  State  Missions  to  pay  $2,200  first  year;  at  least 
$1,000  second  year.  The  Association  to  give  $1,000  for  the  next  three  years. 

6.  The  New  Missions  Sub-committee  was  asked  to  study  the  situation  of 
the  Gordon  Heights  Baptist  Church.  Gilbert  Pierce,  Chairman,  recom- 
mended that  under  existing  circumstances  that  his  committee  could  not 
recommend  the  approval  of  this  church. 

7.  Recommended  that  the  Associational  Missionary  be  authorized  to  micro- 
film all  minutes  of  the  Association  at  a  cost  of  $.01  per  page. 

8.  Authorized  Office  and  Properties  Sub-committee  to  have  outside  of  house 
and  office  painted. 

9.  Recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  that  we  purchase  the  house  and 
lot  adjoining  the  Associational  property  which  belongs  to  Mr.  D.  H.  Mc- 
Eachern  for  future  expansion  of  our  office  needs  and  that  we  pay  the  sum 
of  $8,000  for  the  property.  The  Committee  on  Finance  along  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  was  asked  to  work  out  a  plan  for  financing  the  property 
and  to  present  it  to  the  Executive  Board.  A  special  meeting  was  called 
for  August  5,  1965  to  consider  the  matter  of  whether  or  not  to  purchase 
the  property. 

10.  Recommended  that  the  newly  purchased  property  be  rented  to  Mr,  Mc- 
Eachern  until  his  house  is  completed.  The  rent  is  to  be  $45  with  the 
understanding  that  he  pay  the  taxes  on  the  property  if  he  still  occupies  the 
house  in  January. 
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11.  Accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  our  missionary,  E.  C.  Watson,  to 
be  effective  October  15,  1965.  This  date  was  agreed  on  by  common 
consent.  The  following  committee  was  elected  to  secure  a  new  mis- 
sionary: Claude  Connell,  Chairman;  G.  C.  Watson;  Gerald  Lanier;  Nor- 
man Brisson;  John  Garner,  Associate  Moderator;  Troy  Sloan,  Vice-Modera- 
tor; Howard  Dawkins,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Missions.  They  will 
serve  until  a  new  missionary  is  called  even  if  the  new  Associational  year 
begins. 

12.  A  letter  from  the  Gordon  Heights  Baptist  church  asking  for  membership 
in  the  Association  was  received  on  October  7,  1965.  The  committee  is 
to  look  into  this  further  and  bring  a  report  at  a  later  date.

EVANGELISM 

Churches  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  reported  27,346 
baptisms  in  1963  and  29,725  baptisms  in  1964-a  gain  of  2,379  or  9%.  Churches 
in  the  Cabarrus  Association  reported  516  baptisms  in  1963  and  570  baptisms 
in  1964— a  gain  of  54.  This  year  the  churches  in  our  association  reported 
527  baptisms— a  loss  of  43  under  1964. 

The  theme  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the  year  1966 
is,  "Proclamation  and  Witness."  In  our  association  this  theme  actually  begins 
October  with  the  new  associational  year. 

The  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  Wayne  Dehoney, 
says:  "The  major  issue  facing  us  is  whether  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
as  the  largest  Protestant  denomination,  is  going  to  accept  its  role  and  launch 
the  greatest  evangelistic  thrust  in  history,"  No  informed  child  of  God  would 
argue  with  Dr.  Dehoney  about  this  being  the  "major  issue"  before  us.  The 
purpose  of  our  theme  for  the  year  ahead  is  to  help  get  us  aimed  and  moving 
toward  this  objective. 

The  evangelistic  thrust  needed  now  waits  not  on  new  methods  but  on 
new  men.  Men  and  women  have  been  made  new  in  Christ  Jesus  and  are 
totally  committed  and  surrendered  to  Jesus  Christ  in  mind,  body  and  soul. 
Materials  and  helps  in  the  work  of  evangelism  may  be  requested  as  needed 
from  the  Division  of  Evangelism,  Baptist  State  Convention,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

In  our  annual  sermon  we  were  so  vividly  reminded  that  perhaps  the 
church  is  a  "Rip  Van  Winkle"  in  that  it  is  sleeping  through  great  revolutions. 
Perhaps  one  of  these  revolutions  is  a  moral  one. 

When  Madalyn  Murray,  (the  avowed  atheist),  was  asked,  "Would  you 
concede  that  reHgion  at  its  best,  can  be  and  has  been  a  constructive  force,  a 
source  of  strength  and  comfort  for  many  people?"  She  replied,  "If  you  are  talk- 
ing about  Christianity,  absolutely  not.  I  don't  think  the  Church  has  ever 
contributed  anything  to  anybody,  any  place,  at  any  time." 

This  is  one  of  the  numerous  attacks  that  are  being  made  upon  the  church, 
and  its  right  to  give  guidance.  Many  are  saying  that  the  church  should  even 
remain  quiet  on  the  matters  of  personal  morals. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  North  Carolina  several  cities  and  coun- 
ties have  had  ABC  elections  during  the  recent  months.  The  wet  forces  have 
won  most  of  these  elections,  but  an  interesting  commentary  is  that  in  the 
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elections  where  the  wet  forces  were  defeated,  the  church  was  strong  in  its 
opposition.  The  dry  forces  were  successful  when  ministers  and  laymen  took 
an  active  role. 

In  our  own  county  there  has  been  much  said  about  the  availability  of  ob- 
scene matter.  However,  it  was  an  Episcopalian  physician  who  brought  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  ministers  and  the  general  public.  Efforts  have 
been  successful  in  seeing  a  drive-in  theater  that  was  showing  nude  films  seven 
days  a  week  change  hands  with  an  agreement  such  movies  will  not  be  shown 
hereafter.  News-stand  operators  have  agreed  to  clean-up  their  shelves.  How 
has  this  happened?  Becuse  a  few  have  had  the  moral  stamina  to  give  of  their 
time  and  efforts.  Ironically  while  county  officials  were  being  bombarded  with 
petitions  from  civic  and  educational  groups,  they  heard  very  little  from  the 
churches.  During  the  year  a  dope  ring  was  exposed;  three  gambling  dens 
closed  and  pad-locked  by  the  courts,  yet  the  church  didn't  have  much  to  say 
either  pro  or  con.  Nobody  seemed  to  be  concerned  except  some  homes  where 
the  circumstances  placed  havoc  upon  the  innocent. 

Will  the  influence  of  the  church  be  felt  with  the  battles  that  are  ahead? 
A  petition  was  in  circulation  in  this  county  for  an  election  calling  for  ABC 
stores.  If  this  becomes  a  reality,  what  will  be  the  place  of  the  church? 
Neighboring  counties  are  having  the  battle  of  liquor  by  the  drink.  What  will 
be  next? 

No  one  can  deny  the  acceptability  that  alcoholic  beverages  have  received. 
Paul  Harvey  writing  sometime  ago  quoted  an  eminent  British  doctor,  Sir  George 
McRobert:  "The  late  Adlai  Stevenson  suffered  from  too  much  diplomatic  hos- 
pitality. He  could  stand  the  discussion,  but  not  the  everlasting  cocktail 
parties."  When  the  late  President  Roosevelt  met  to  match  wits  with  Churchill 
and  Stalin  at  Malta,  liquor  was  served  at  every  meal  including  breakfast. 

Look  who  else  is  concerned  with  this  problem!  Russia's  top  soldier.  De- 
fense Minister  Malinovsky,  warned  on  September  24,  1965  that  "Drink  is  the 
curse  of  the  officer  class  and  the  habit  must  be  uprooted." 

What  about  the  revenue?  In  spite  of  the  fact  a  recent  study  in  North 
Carolina  revealed  that  we  have  to  spend  $20.00  to  get  $1.00  in  liquor  revenue, 
we  still  have  folks  that  think  liquor  revenue  fills  tax  coffers. 

It  was  interesting  to  read  recently  the  arguments  for  Charlotte  to  have  a 
state  alcoholic  rehabilation  unit  to  be  constructed  in  their  area.  The  chairman  of 
the  ABC  board  felt  it  should  be  in  the  Charlotte  area  for  the  ABC  system  pro- 
duces the  larget  single  share  of  the  state's  revenue  from  the  sale  of  whiskey 
while  at  the  same  time,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Kellerman  was  saying  that  Charlotte 
should  be  the  site  for  the  center  because  the  countv  had  the  highest  rate  of 
alcoholism  in  the  state.    More  liquor  consumed— more  alcoholism. 

How  can  we  turn  the  tide?  Jesse  H.  Baird  in  this  book,  "They  Who  Are 
Called  Christians",  has  challenged  us  20th  century  Christans  to  become  hated 
by  those  who  profit  from  degrading  the  body,  mind  and  soul.  The  earliest 
charge  was  that  Christianity  hurt  business— bad  business.  May  this  become 
our  reputation. 

The  whole  field  of  the  application  of  the  teaching  and  spirit  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  problems  of  human  society  is  one  of  endless  controversy.  It  will 
continue  to  be  until  the  social  order  is  brought  into  harmony  with  Him.  It 
is  one  of  the  cutting  edges  of  His  redemptive  process.  What  a  privilege  it  is  to 
take  up  one's  cross  and  follow  after  Him— though  the  path  may  lead  up  the 
slopes  of  Calvary! 

Perhaps  our  Association  W.M.U.  president  quoted  our  problem  when  she 
stated:  "Americans  are  not  praying  together.    Americans  are  not  working  to- 
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gether.  Americans  are  escaping  together."  We  are  seeking  to  escape  from  the 
responsibilities  that  God  has  given  us  to  love  mercy,  to  do  justly,  and  to  walk 
humbly  with  our  God.

P.O.A.U.  &  BAPTIST  JOINT  COMMITTEE 
ON  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

Baptists  must  keep  in  the  forefront  the  basic  concept  of  church-state 
separation.  There  are  areas  in  which  the  church  and  the  state  have  cooperated 
and  should  continue  to  cooperate.  The  point  of  separation  is  that  neither  is 
to  control  the  other  by  law,  influence,  or  with  money  entanglements.  We 
should  keep  foremost  the  truth  that  in  a  free  society  both  the  church  and  the 
state  should  remain  free.  This  concept  makes  for  a  healthy  working  relation- 
ship. 

Available  to  Southern  Baptist  are  the  resources  of  two  organizations  which 
stay  on  the  front  lines  of  church-state  affairs.  Both  are  rendering  tremendous 
service  to  Baptist  life. 

One  of  the  Protestants  and  other  Americans  United  for  the  Separation  of 
Church  and  State,  with  headquarters  in  Washington,  D.  C.  POAU  both  states 
the  issues  and  calls  for  action.  POAU  cooperates  with  educational  groups  in 
defending  the  integrity  of  the  pubHc  schools;  maintains  a  legal  department 
to  seek  court  action  where  necessary  to  prevent  misuse  of  public  funds  for 
sectarian  purposes;  publishes  a  monthly  review  with  information  on  current 
developments  in  church-state  relations;  conducts  research  on  legislative  and 
fiscal  matters  afl^ecting  refigious  institutions;  grants  scholarships  to  college 
and  university  students  pursuing  studies  pertaining  to  religious  liberty;  and 
provides  speakers  for  forums  on  church-state  relations  in  various  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  other  is  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Afi^airs.  Dr.  C.  Eman- 
uel Carlson,  Washington,  D.  C,  is  the  Executive  Director.  It  is  the  agency 
through  which  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  works  with  seven  other 
Baptist  bodies  in  North  America.  The  particular  fields  in  which  the  Committee 
functions  are  those  areas  in  which  the  public  life  of  the  nation  is  related  to 
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Baptist  bodies,  agencies,  institutions,  and  principles.  Thus  the  fields  of  church- 
state  relations  and  religious  libert\'  have  come  to  affect  a  large  segment  of  the 
denomination's  concern  for  human  welfare  and  human  rights.  Increasingh", 
the  concerns  of  the  churches  and  of  the  government  are  presenting  overlapping 
programs  that  create  problems  affecting  the  proper  role  of  churches  and  church 
agencies  and  the  proper  role  of  government  in  relation  to  these  concerns. 

"Report  From  The  Capital"  is  issued  10  times  during  the  year.  Exten- 
sive study  of  major  church-state  issues  is  made.  Information  from  the  com- 
mittee is  available  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Annual  as  well  as  from 
the  office  of  the  committee. 

Pastors  and  churches  should  avail  themselves  of  materials  from  those 
two  sources  in  order  that  the\-  be  informed  and  prepared  to  be  effecti\'e  in 
church-state  matters.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

During  the  past  \ear  the  contribution  of  Baptist  colleges  to  Christian 
lay-leadership  in  church  and  community  has  beeen  strongly  emphasized.  Our 
seven  Baptist  colleges,  to  date,  have  graduated  more  than  45,000  men  and 
women. 

Many  of  these  graduates  are  not  only  filling  responsible  places  of  leader- 
ship in  their  churches,  but  are  exerting  a  profound  influence  on  religious, 
moral,  and  ethical  life  of  communities  in  which  they  li\e.  All  during  the  past 
year  testimonies  ha\e  continued  to  come  in  from  teachers,  doctors,  lawyers, 
industrialists,  artists,  musicians,  homemakers,  and  manv  other  categories  too 
numerous  to  name.  All  of  these  testimonies  assert  two  things:  attending  a 
Christian  college  gives  a  closer  tie  to  the  local  church,  and  a  greater  sense 
of  responsibility  for  Christian  citizenship  in  the  local  community. 

Each  Sunday  from  campuses  all  o\er  the  state,  faculty  members,  adminis- 
trative officers,  and  students  move  out  into  the  churches  to  preach  and  assist 
the  churches  as  supph'  pastors,  Sundav  School  teachers,  youth  leaders,  and 
special  speakers  in  the  area  of  missions,  stewardship,  and  e\"angelism.  Teach- 
ers, particularly  in  our  colleges,  welcome  the  opportunit\"  to  supply  pulpits.  If 
your  church  is  without  a  pastor  or  if  >  our  pastor  is  ill  or  has  to  be  away,  then 
contact  \our  nearest  Baptist  college.  Either  the  president's  office  or  the 
office  of  public  relations  will  be  delighted  to  recommend  someone  to  help  \  ou 
for  these  Sundays. 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  during  the  past  three  years  has 
been  engaged  in  a  serious  study  in  several  important  areas.  A  printed  sum- 
mary report  will  be  ready  for  distribution  before  the  Con\ention  meets  in 
November . 

Included  in  this  stud\'  will  be  a  statement  on  the  commitment,  purpose, 
objecti\-es  in  Christian  higher  education,  the  distinctive  role  of  the  Christian 
college,  the  distinctive  role  of  the  Christian  teacher,  function  of  the  chapel 
on  the  Christian  campus,  a  statement  on  academic  freedom  and  responsibilit\-, 
a  study  of  facult>-  salaries  and  finances,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Christian 
vocational  worker  and  his  needs.  Many  other  areas  are  co\  ered  which  would 
be  too  lengthy  to  include  in  this  brief  report.  The  Council  has  had  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  the  administration  and  the  faculties  of  all  our  Baptist  col- 
leges in  developing  this  study. 
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The  Christian  Education  Day  offers  both  an  opportunity  to  learn  about 
the  colleges  and  a  chance  to  increase  financial  support  through  the  special 
offering.  In  1966  the  Christian  Education  Day  theme  will  center  around 
the  contribution  of  Baptist  colleges  to  denominational  leadership.  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  colleges  will  join  hands  with  the  General  Board  and  other 
institutions  and  agencies  of  our  Convention  in  promoting  a  new  five-year 
program  of  advance,  which  is  expected  to  be  presented  by  Dr.  Perry  Crouch 
at  the  November  Convention. 

Again,  let  it  be  emphasized  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  lifeline 
of  Baptist  colleges  as  it  is  equivalent  each  year  to  several  million  dollars  of 
endowment.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  best  way  to  support  your  colleges 
through  your  church.  When  our  Convention  announces  the  five-year  pro- 
gram of  advance  and  achievement  the  colleges  will  be  back  of  this  program  and 
will  support  it  in  every  way. 

Last  year  our  colleges  enrolled  14,395  students.  Of  these,  500  are  volun- 
teers for  full-time  Christian  service.  In  addition  to  producing  these  trained 
Christian  vocational  workers,  hundreds  of  graduates  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  colleges  return  to  the  local  communities  to  become  active  civic  and 
church  leaders.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  on  Finance  met  on  two  different  occasions  to  study 
budget  request  and  formulate  the  budget  for  1965-1966.  We  received  all 
request  which  had  been  made  to  us  by  heads  of  organizations  and  other 
phases  of  the  work  of  the  Association  and  gave  consideration  to  these.  We 
considered  the  budget  potential  of  our  Association.  We  found  that  the  income 
of  our  Association  if  every  church  were  to  give  two  percent  of  its  total  receipts 
based  on  the  record  of  the  records  shown  in  the  1964  Minutes,  the  annual 
budget  of  our  Association  could  be  $25,785.  The  committee  considered  the 
giving  record  of  our  Association  in  recent  past  years.  We  also  tried  to  face  frank- 
ly the  pressing  needs  of  the  year  immediately  before  us.  Having  considered  the 
four  above  mentioned  points  of  view,  your  Committee  on  Finance  has  pre- 
sented the  budget  for  this  coming  year  in  the  belief  that  is  fair,  presents  a 
true  picture  of  what  our  Association  should  attempt  to  do  in  its  financial  pro- 
gram and  that  it  will  present  a  challenge  to  us  to  improve  the  quality  of  our 
stewardship  where  our  Association  is  concerned.  It  is  also  our  belief  that 
this  is  the  minimum  that  we  should  attempt  to  undertake  financially  and  that 
our  churches  are  well  able  to  meet  this  budget. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  urge  upon  every  church  the  consideration 
of  the  Association's  suggestion  of  a  mimimum  of  two  percent  of  the  receipts 
as  your  formula  for  giving  to  the  Associational  budget.  Many  churches  are 
doing  this  and  more.  If  every  church  were  simply  to  follow  this  formula,  our 
Association  would  have  no  difficulty  in  meeting  all  its  financial  needs.  We  also 
strongly  suggest  that  every  church  send  contributions  monthly  to  the  Associ- 
ational treasurer. 

Therefore,  we  bring  to  this  Association  the  following  recommendations: 
We  recommend  to  the  messengers  of  this  Association  that  you  determine 
the  basis  of  giving  now  being  used  by  your  church  and  that  if  your  church 
is  not  now  giving  on  a  monthly  basis  at  least  two  percent  of  its  receipts  to  the 
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support  of  the  work  of  your  Association  that  you  bring  this  to  the  attention  of 
your  church  with  a  request  that  your  church  take  action  to  this  effect.

STATE  MISSIONS 

Jesus  said  just  before  He  ascended  back  to  heaven,  "But  ye  shall  receive 
power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  vipon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  Me  in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judea  and  in  Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth." 

State  Missions  begin  at  our  backdoor  and  spreads  beyond  our  backyard 
throughout  North  Carolina. 

State  Missions  is  like  a  two-laned  road;  one  lane  of  this  highway  leads 
from  our  church,  the  other  back  to  the  church  for  personnel  and  material,  from 
Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Woman's  Missionary  Society^ 
and  music  of  the  Convention  flowing  back  into  the  local  church. 

But  this  is  only  one  side  of  State  Missions,  because  there  are  about  seven- 
teen ministries,  ten  of  which  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Dr.  E.  L. 
Spivey. 
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All  fazes  are  outstanding,  but  time  or  space  will  not  permit  me  to  represent 
all  of  them.  I  will  mention  one  which  is  the  weekly  telecast  ministry  to  the 
deaf,  with  Jerry  Potter  and  Neal  Peyton  in  co-operation  with  visual  aids  de- 
partment. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is  God  speaking  in  an  unusual  way  by  preaching  the 
Gospel,  healing  the  broken-hearted,  teaching  the  handicapped,  and  setting  at 
liberty  those  who  are  bruised. 

Through  these  and  other  ministries,  we  can  see  the  purpose  of  State 
Missions;  sharing  the  gospel  of  Christ  with  all  people  of  North  Carolina  and 
strengthening  each  church  in  its  local  work  and  world  missions  responsibility. 
Brethren,  we  can  do  no  less  than  to  sponsor  these  ministries  with  our  earnest 
prayer  and  money.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

5000  missionaries  was  the  challenge  presented  to  Southern  Baptists  last 
year  as  the  convention  met  in  Atlantic  City.  5000  missionaries  to  be  dispersed 
all  over  the  world  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Over  two  billion  people  are 
living  in  the  world  today  without  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  Our 
population  of  three  billion  is  expected  to  double  in  the  next  35  years.  Our 
world  trembles  under  the  threat  of  a  nuclear  war.  Christ  is  the  only  answer 
for  our  day.  We  face  the  inescapable  responsibility  to  make  Him  known  or 
we  will  face  Him  with  inexcusable  quilt. 

The  present  Foreign  Missionary  staff  is  1,932  with  159  appointments  dur- 
ing 1964  and  49  appointments  from  January  to  May  1965.  Southern  Baptists 
now  have  missionaries  serving  in  57  countries,  four  new  countries  having 
been  added  in  1964.  The  Missionary  Journeyman  program  was  launched  in 
August,  1965.  46  young  college  graduates,  all  under  27  years  of  age,  are  to 
serve  in  27  countries  for  two  years  working  with  missionaries.  God  has  won- 
derfully blessed  our  denomination  this  past  year  in  world  evangelization  through 
our  giving,  our  teaching  and  our  healing  on  publishing  ministries.  Never  in 
history  has  the  opportunity  for  reaching  so  many  been  ours. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  president  Wayne  Dehoney  recently  returned  from 
a  three  week  Mission  tour  of  Africa.  He  told  the  Executive  Committee  that 
mission  doors  in  Africa  are  wide  open  to  Baptists.  "Not  only  are  the  doors  wide 
open,  they  are  even  off  the  hinges."  Africans  are  seeking  education.  They  will 
read  any  printed  matter.  Communists  are  only  too  willing  to  supply  this  de- 
mand. At  the  close  of  World  War  II  mission  doors  were  wide  open  to  Japan. 
Twenty  years  later  Japan  is  1%  Christian.  One  Japanese  student  told  Mis- 
sionary Evelyn  Owen  that  communism  challenged  the  best  that  was  in  him. 
He  didn't  fear  the  iron  curtain  as  much  as  he  did  the  plush  curtains. 
China,  too  had  wide  open  mission  doors  but  Communist  closed  them.  Mr. 
D.  F.  Stamps  retired  missionary  from  China  and  Hawaii  comments,  "My  prayer 
for  many  years  has  been  this,  'Holy  Father,  please  do  not  let  the  Communists 
remain  in  control  of  China  until  all  trained  Christian  leaders  haved  passed  on 
to  glory.  Open  up  China  to  the  gospel  again  and  hasten  that  day'."  All  of 
Latin  and  South  America  are  eager  for  the  gospel.  Over  40%  of  our  baptisms 
in  Foreign  Missions  take  place  in  Brazil.  Cuba  has  been  closed  by  the  Com- 
munists. 
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God  opens  doors  and  God  closes  them.  How  long  will  the  mission  doors 
of  Africa  remain  open?  Will  we  Baptists  respond  or  will  we  readjust  our 
plush  ear  muffs,  turn  to  our  favorite  T.V.  program  and  idly  nibble  a  snack? 
All  history  deplores  the  cruelty  of  a  man  who  played  a  fiddle  while  Rome 
burned.  But  is  it  less  cruel  for  us  who  are  the  saints  of  God  to  lavishly  provide 
for  our  homes,  our  churches,  and  then  throw  a  few  coins  to  a  beggared  world. 

Is  it  any  wonder  so  many  of  us  are  spiritually  paralyzed?  Some  one  has 
observed  that  our  generation  is  one  which  is  trying  to  drink  its  way  to  pros- 
perity, war  its  way  to  peace,  spend  its  way  to  wealth  and  enjoy  its  way  to 
heaven.  All  of  us  are  concerned  for  the  physical  security  of  our  children.  We 
write  wills,  we  buy  insurance— we  take  every  physical  precaution.  I  cannot 
bear  to  think  of  the  America  your  children  and  my  children  will  inherit  if  we 
don't  quit  patting  ourselves  on  the  back  and  face  facts. 

Each  year  more  of  our  tithes  and  offerings  stay  in  the  local  church.  The 
percentage  two  years  ago  was  over  80%  South  wide.  Each  year  more  people 
are  born  in  the  United  States  than  are  won  to  Christ.  Each  year  more  people 
are  born  in  North  Carolina  than  are  won  to  Christ.  God's  hand  is  not  shorten- 
ed that  He  cannot  save,  nor  His  power  abated,  nor  His  will  changed.  He  is 
not  willing  that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance. 
God  changes  not;  there  is  no  shadow  of  changing  with  Him.  As  He  ever  was. 
He  ever  will  be.  God's  prescription  for  holiness  is  the  same  to  us  as  it  was 
the  early  church.  "Be  ye  holy  as  I  am  holy".  It  may  be  more  difficult  to  re- 
late to  our  generation  but  it  has  not  been  changed  and  will  not. 

Many  of  us  need  to  re-evaluate  our  giving  as  individuals  and  as  churches. 
It  took  us  16  years  to  treble  our  mission  forces  form  625  missionaries  in  1948 
to  1800.  I  don't  believe  we  have  16  years  to  place  5000  missionaires  on  the 
foreign  fields.  I  don't  believe  that  Satan  nor  the  Communists  will  give  us 
this  much  time.  Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  program  cost  $23,786,976.67  in 
1964.  It  cost  $45.25  a  minute  to  support  our  program.  Southern  Baptists 
reached  a  new  dimension  in  giving  last  year  to  Foreign  Missions  through 
the  cooperative  program  and  our  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  Our  as- 
sociation gave  through  the  cooperative  program  $144,979.00  or  $12,137.00 
more.  We  gave  $37,050.00  to  foreign  missions,  or  $4,463.00  more.  This  is 
wonderful,  but  we'll  have  to  do  better  to  support  5000  missionaries  to  tell 
the  world  about  a  saviour,  who  pardons  and  redeems,  who  loves  and  who  is 
coming  again.  5000  missionaries  to  be  our  challenge  of  faith,  of  love,  of  giv- 
ing, of  giving  prayer,  of  giving  time,  of  giving  money,  of  giving  ourselves,  of 
giving  our  sons  and  daughters. 

In  the  words  of  Dr.  Baker  J.  Couthen,  "It  can  be  done!"  May  God  give  us 
the  strength  to  bring  it  about  according  to  his  will!

HOME  MISSIONS 

During  1964  the  population  of  the  United  States  increased  by  approxi- 
mately 2.6  million.  Church  membership  grew  an  estimated  1.7  million.  At 
the  year's  end  those  unreached  by  any  religious  body  numbered  almost  a 
million  more  than  when  the  year  began. 

Since  1958  crime  has  increased  five  times  faster  than  the  population. 
Drink  and  divorce  continue  at  an  alarming  high  level.  Racial  tensions  and 
industrial  strikes  plague  our  society. 
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In  this  setting  of  increasing  spiritual  needs,  the  Home  Mission  Board  seeks 
to  serve  and  represent  Southern  Baptists  in  the  effort  to  lead  men  of  every 
condition  and  culture  to  know  and  follow  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  It 
seeks  to  serve  the  churches  also  as  a  channel  for  sending  out  missionaries.  It 
seeks  to  serve  the  churches  by  pointing  out  areas  of  need  for  mission  service 
and  in  developing  effective  methods  of  meeting  these  needs.  God-called  men 
and  women  are  sent  to  unchurched  or  underchurched  areas,  to  fields  where 
the  churches  cannot  meet  the  needs  unaided,  and  to  fields  where  workers 
with  specials  gifts  and  training  are  needed. 

At  the  close  of  1964  the  Board  had  2,372  persons  under  appointment 
in  mission  service.  Most  of  them  were  jointly  employed  with  one  of  the  state 
conventions,  and  in  some  cases  with  an  association  or  church  also.  Urgent 
needs  for  missionary  personnel  continue  in  language  missions,  metropolitan 
missions,  and  pioneer  missions  work.  The  Board  continues  to  serve  in  all 
fifty  states,  plus  three  Caribbean  countries. 

In  1964  the  Home  Mission  Board  received  its  largest  financial  support 
from  the  Convention.  Cooperative  Program  receipts  totaled  $3,977,345,  in- 
cluding both  operating  and  capital  funds.  Of  this  goal  $426,070  came  in 
Advance  Funds,  the  first  received  since  1960.  The  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
produced  $3,193,954,  making  a  total  of  $7,171,299  from  these  two  sources. 
Designated  funds  and  special  gifts  provided  an  additional  $306,248. 

The  churches  of  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  gave  as  a  designated  amount 
$7,388  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1964.  In  1965  the  amount  came  to 
$8,830.
